FEATURED ARTIST: The beast 
behind this issue’s cover artwork is 
Marald, aka “Shitface.” He has been 
drawing covers for punk records since 
the early 90s, including work for several 
bands on Profane Existence Records. 
Aside from his brilliant jacket for the 
State of Fear The Tables Will Turn... LP, 
he has recently done more cover art for 
PE Records in the form of the Another 
Oppressive System / Human Waste split 
7” and the forthcoming State of Fear 
discography LP (A part of it is in the 
background at right). 
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Phobia has been churning 
out brutal grindcore since 
1990 and have made notori - 
ety in both the punk and 
grind/metal communities. 
While many bands of their 
genre have moved away 
from politics and the DIY 
origin of this style , Phobia 
have gone the completely 
opposite direction . Their 
lyrics are as politically 
charged as ever and while 
able to play “bigger” gigs , 
they still choose to release 
their music on DIY labels, 
have done a split LP with 
anarcho-punks Resist and 
Exist and even played a 
recent Profane Existence 
benefit show in Southern 
CaHfornia. Having first met 
them during a Destroy! show 
they set up for us in 1993 
and have worked together 
again in recent years, the 
time was long-overdue for an 
interview in these pages. 

The interview was fielded by 
Dan and conducted via email 
with vocalist Shane... 
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PE: Phobia plays a style of 
music that straddles the 
boundaries of the punk and 
grind / metal scene. How 
does this benefit Phobía? 
Has it ever been a hin- 
drance? If you had to put a 
label on the type of music 
you play, what would it be? 
Shane: Yes, there is a diversity of 
styles that create the audio anar- 
chism that Phobia unleashes. I 
think this definitely benefits the 
band in every positive aspect. We 
play with so many different types 
of bands that I think we get to voice 
our opinions to such a variety of 
audiences. I feel this is a very in- 
spiring position to be in, especially 
if this is an imperative essential fo- 
cus of your band. I have always 
wanted to be in a band that had 
that crossover edge, and that we 
would have no limits, and we 
would be able to play a variety of 
shows. I think for myself, this re- 
ally is a main objective, and if this 
wasn't the case, I think it would 
defeat the whole purpose of doing 
this band. 

I do really believe that over the 
years that we have made a good 
substantial amount of connections 
with people, and get them to re- 
ally question what their values re- 
ally mean, or where their heads are 
at, politically, socially, fortheirown 
self preservation while existing in 
this domineering society. Being in 
this band that can cross grounds, 
and can influence these ideas, is 
really important, because these 
people really want nothing to do 
with anarcho, crust, punk, or what- 
ever. They think that shit sucks!! 
But they like brutal death metal, 
grind, and so we are also accepted 
by these fans. I think maybe a hin- 
drance is that some people don't 
want us to play because they think 
that we are going to be that anar- 
chist band that is going to do noth- 
ing but talk about politics, and 
shove shit down people’s throats, 
so they want nothing to do with us 
right off. But... When they meet 
us, they realize that their percep- 
tion of us was nothing more then 


a stereotypical judgement upon us 
because we have political opin- 
ions, but just like they do, and any 
other person walking down the 
street does. I will talk to anybody 
about politics, music, beer, what 
ever!! They will see that we are a 
band that has our own realistic 
opinions on issues, and that we do 
not agree with all anarchists, and 
we are a band that touches seri- 
ous issues, but also a band that is 
out to have fun and make some 
noise. I feel that our band is 100% 
loud, proud, and punk as fuck!!! 


PE: Over the past two de- 
cades, there have been 
many other bands that have 
left the punk scene for the 
more commercial, profes- 
sional metal scene. Has 
Phobia ever felt drawn in 
this direction? What do you 
feel is the attraction? Nega- 
tive consequences? 

Shane: No... We have never been 
drawn towards that direction, in a 
sense like we wanted to leave 
where we came from, and try and 
be the next Napalm Death, or try 
to gain some commercial success, 
this is what you are talking about 
when you say bands leaving the 


underground to go that direction... 
Right? I have no problems with big- 
ger independent labels, but just for 
the attraction of getting tour sup- 
port, and maybe a recording bud- 
get, I think this attraction is one that 
bands think about. I think this is a 
viable reason. I would never let 
them release the 12" though, this 
would have to be in the contract. I 
think most bands that haven't 
spent much time in the DIY scene, 
usually try and go that route. They 
just haven't spent much time deal- 
ing with the sincere and the hon- 
est way the DIY scene works. 


Realize that you can gain a lot from 
it, and you can still tour and make 
some money. I think that if we 
signed to a bigger independent, it 
would have to be a thought-out de- 
cision, and people that we could 
work with, and knew what we are 
all about, and respect that about 
our band. We would still want to 
record stuff with other labels, do 
splits, and do DIY tours. I feel these 
are things you think about when 
you want your band to be an ex- 
isting touring band and also when 
you take the path of enduring re- 
sponsibilities at home, rent, chil- 
dren, what ever it may be. If you 
do not care, or you do not have 
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financial bullshit at home, then you 
would not have to worry about this. 
These bands are attracted to what 
they think is the no more hassle of 
having to do everything for them- 
selves, but they are just disillu- 
sioned by the whole way a record 
company works.Those labels usu- 
ally work to benefit themselves, 
and if you don't sell enough, are 
not up to their standards, they just 
drop you. It's just a fucking tax 
write-off for them, what do they 
care!! Your just along for the ride. 
Also, you will lose all your credibil- 
ity from your true fans from the be- 
ginning. You will never get to play 
a basement againH We have been 
in the underground for a long time, 
we have been in all the big metal 
mags, opened big shows, you can 
still do all this shit and don't have 
to compromise your band for all the 


wrong reasons. They are ways to 
sign to a bigger label, and still keep 
your ethics. 

PE: Phobia has been playing 
out and releasing records 
for more than a decade 
now. Are there some deci- 
sions the band has made in 
the past that you wish you 
could take back now? What 
advice would you have for 


new punk bands starting 
out now? 

Shane: We have always stuck to 
our guns, but like most bands have 
made some mistakes. I think the 
biggest was letting Necropolis re- 
lease our Serenity Through Pain , 
this was a big mistake, we had a 
new CD that we really believed in 
and wanted it to get out to our fans, 
and they just talked a bunch of shit 
and didn't do anything with it.They 
promised 100% tour support, and 
then they left us stranded some- 
where back East with a van and a 
whole tour booked, I feel the label 
just didn't do justice for the release. 
I would say to bands starting out, 
you need to build your fan base 
through the underground, you 
need to create a foundation for 
yourselves that people can iden- 
tify with before you make any 


decisions to go to a bigger label. 
Also...The bigger labels are never 
there to support you when you 
were struggling, no money, shit out 
of luck, so don’t ever shit on your 
fans or turn your back on them. I 
would say have fun with what 
you’re doing, this is most impor- 
tant thing. Punk rock is our thing, 
not their’s to exploit, so don't be 
the mockery of the underground, 
there is enough already. Also, be 


honest with what you are doing, 
support other bands, do shows for 
them, feed them when they come 
through, help them out, it will all 
come back around.This is what it's 
all about. Think about things be- 
fore you do them, take a lot of 
things into consideration when you 
are making decisions, you will go 
a long way using common sense. 

PE: Phobia has a history of 
playing shows with more 
traditional sounding peace- 
punk and anarcho bands. 
How has the crowd re- 
sponded to your more bru- 
tal style of music? 

Shane: We have always gotten a 
good response when we play 
these shows. I think we have been 
around for a while and we have a 
common objective with this scene, 
so they show us a lot of respect. 
Despite the way we sound or our 
grumpy old man attitudes, we have 
been doing this shit when a lot of 
these kids were in their diapers, 
and now we are in our depends! 
To me, punk rock is a lifestyle, not 
necessarily the sound your band 
has... You know?? I think people 
understand that about us. I think 
the music is too brutal for some of 
the kids, and maybe they don't like 
it, but that's all their preference, it's 
allgood!!! But they enjoy the show 
and show their support, and we all 
keep opened minds! 

PE: Do you feel you have a 
commitment to the political 
punk movement? What is 
the story behind the split 
CD/LP with Resist and Ex- 
ist? 

Shane: I feel 100% committed to 
this scene, it is a huge part of my 
life and always will be. This scene 
is what saved me from being a 
blind, mindless fool with back-ass 
values like the majority of the 
population. My dad is a redneck: 
Who knows how I could have 
came out? I always did have a lot 
of compassion since I was a kid, 
and always pretty much a free 
thinker, but finding people that I 
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could relate to, and not just being 
a straight crazy punk rocker with 
no real ethics at all, I feel saved to 
an extent. I have learned a lot, and 
met a lot of cool punks around the 
world, I really feel lucky!! 

I have always liked Resist and 
Exist, since back in the day. I guess 
you could say I have a lot of re- 
spect for the band. They are all 
friends of mine, and we have done 
shows together and they were al- 
ways really cool. I was talking to 
Jimmy, the guitar player, one night, 
we were both drunk as fuck, pretty 
much talking about nothing, just 
blah... blah shit!!! And then I had a 
sobering thought... (“Hey, let’s do 
a split CD?” He was like, “Cool”) It 
was a very exciting feeling for both 
of us. I was thinking just the day 
before that I wanted to do a split, 
but with a band that had a differ- 
ent sound, but with an common ob- 
jective. I wanted to bring people to- 
gether in a sense they could check 
out something new, and we would 
both gain some new fans, and just 
have a split that was really power- 
ful and could contribute to the 
scene, and get a diverse style of 
writing, with similar ideals, but ex- 
ecuted in a different lyrical content 
as well as music. Why do a split 
with a band when you both sound 
the same? It all felt so perfect and 
right, and it just needed to be done. 
So. . . We just took it f rom there, and 
I am very happy about it. 

PE: Phobia were featured on 
an episode of Real TV. The 
clip was at a show in Japan 
where Bruce creamed some 
guy in the audience with his 
bass guitar. What is the 
story behind this incident? 
Did you know this would be 
shown on TV before it came 
out? Have you received a 
reputation for being a vio- 
lent band because of this? 
Shane: Well... It just started when 
we got to the show in Kobe, Japan. 
We were told by our translator that 
this guy was a bully and always 
starts shit with people, hit people, 
and fucks with the bands when 


they are playing, like turning their 
knobs on their amps, just an 
asshole. Our translator wanted 
one of us to sock him for no rea- 
son, everyone said I would do it, 
but I was opposed since I didn't 
want to start any bullshit when he 
didn’t even do anything to me, or 
us. Before the show even 
started he was already in two 


altercations, one being between 
a friend of ours, and a bandmate 
of the band Corrupted (who we 
were on tour with). He was trying 
to break up a fight between this 
bully and somebody else and re- 
sulted in him getting his eye busted 
open by a cane from this guy. So... 
This started to kind of alarm us, 
but I still didn't want to start any- 
thing, because I thought maybe he 
would just simmer down and the 
show would go smooth. I was 
hanging with this guy back stage 
drinking whiskey before we played, 
he seemed really cool, a bit wild, 
but so were we. It was time for us 
to go on, the guy comes and sits 
down on the side stage nextto me. 
I was pretty much just waiting for 
him to fuck up, but was hoping he 
wasn't going to start any shit and 
we could just get through the show 


and have a good time, but the vibe 
wasn'ttoo good. I think it was the 
fourth song, he grabs the micro- 
phone from me, and then I just 
punched him in the face like four 
times, he falls over into the crowd, 
and we are engaging in a full con- 
frontation. After security gets a 
handle on things, they take him out 
side, but like 5 minutes later he 


comes running up to the stage and 
jumps up and Bruce and I both 
take a shot at him, he goes to the 
ground, and then they take him 
out, but not without a struggle, and 
him breaking a bottle over our 
otherfriend’s head, which resulted 
in him having to go to the hospital 
for stitches after the show. 

Finally they get him back out 
side, but another 5 minutes go by 
and he comes running with his 
Kamikaze yell just up on stage to 
attack us again, and then Bruce 
hits him with the bass and he is 
out for the count. We saw a sharp 
object fn his hand, we thought it 
was a knife, but turned out to be 
his keys; he wasn't driving after 
that.l! So he just laid there with 
blood coming óut of his head and 
we went back stage. Ten minutes 
later he runs back stage and 
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breaks through the door and we 
start going at it again. We tackle 
him to the ground, and take the 
whiskey bottle that he had in his 
hand away, and just restrained him 
until he was calm. We let him up 
and he walked out of the club. 
Crazy shit!!! Like nothing hap- 
pened. 

I had a friend of mine that sub- 
mitted videos to Real TV from time

to time. We were just watching it 
one day at my house and he came 
over and saw it and wanted to tell 
his friend about it at the TV sta- 
tion. I think maybe a week later I 
get a call from their producer and 
we still weren't sure if this is some- 
thing we wanted to be on TV. I 
didn't want people to connect our 
band with this violent shit, it wasn’t 
a cool thing, it was very disappoint- 
ing. Butthen Ithought... "Fuckthat 
guy!" He wasn't a punk; he has a 
reputation of creating drama, and 
violence upon people. I do advo- 
cate violence if it's in the right situ- 
ations, and I felt this was the right 
situation... This was just that 


asshole that needed to be dealt 
with, and the people who run the 
show have never done anything 
about it, the people in the scene 
have never either, so we just saved 
them the hassle and the burden. 

Well... For the most part, 
people are just curious what hap- 
pened and were just amazed when 
they saw it on TV. It seemed that 
everybody just thought it was 
funny. We have had some heck- 
lers that will send stuff to our web 
site and make comments about it, 
but these people are always tallc- 
ing shit about us anyway, and they 
actually go out of their way to try 
and piss us off, but they will never 
send a reply so we can respond to 
their immature bullshit. Fuck all of 
you!!! I think Phobia has always 
had an aggressive nature to the 
band, and most people who know 
the band know this. And for the 
people that don’t, I haven’t heard 
any shitty feed back about us be- 
ing a violent band, but over all it 
hasn't changed the way people 
think about us. They still think we 
suck, they still think we are 
assholes, so we are still in good 
shape. 

PE: Phobia just toured with 
Cripple Bastards whose 
singer, Giulio the Bastard, 
has recently earned himself 
a negative reputation with 
the DIY/activist punk com- 
munity. What are your 
thoughts on Giulio’s views 
on the punk scene? Did you 
notice any fallout towards 
Cripple Bastard for Giulio’s 
behavior? Did it affect Pho- 
bia? 

Shane: Shit... Apparently hehas!!! 
Personally, I have never heard him 
say anything negative about the 
DIY scene to me. I also think he 
knows how stern we are about it, 
when it comes to the DIY scene, 
and how much Phobia values it. 
If Giulio‘s views are what people 
say about the activist punk scene, 
then I totally disagree and am very 
disappointed about that! The un- 
derground scene is who brought 


them to where they are at today 
as a band. On a personnel aspect, 
I thought Giulio was a very seri- 
ous person, a very kind person, not 
the hateful monster that people 
made him out to be, because I was 
worried about that, I didn't want to 
have to be in a situation that was 
going to be in some verbal con- 
frontation all the time. He had no 
problem talking to me about the 
accusations towards him, maybe 
it was the first time he felt an anar- 
chist punk was talking to him, 
rather then attacking him — who 
knows? Maybe since this tour has 
happened there will be a shed of 
light and a little more faith in this 
activist punk scene that he suppos- 
edly talks so much shit about. Pho- 
bia did get a little slack for touring 
with them, but it's just the same 
people who always have some- 
thing to say, but never have any- 
thing to change, except to create 
some drama. They need to real- 
ize that this can be something that 
needs to be done, to turn a bad 
situation into good situation. We 
had a good tour, we had a lot of 
support from kids and promoters. 
There was no fallout whatsoever. 

I must admit, I was kind of worried, 
but this tour was on its way, and 
we can only hope for a positive re- 
sponse and some change if there 
needed to be. 

PE: Is there anything else 
you would like to say to the 
readers of Profane Exist- 
ence? Future plans for Pho- 
bia? 

Shane: Thank you to everybody 
who supports us now, and for the 
past 1 3 years! You all make it hap- 
pen! Thank you Dan and Profane 
Existence for the support, it is an 
honor! To all the readers, we hope 
to see you all soon: We will grind 
yourfucking heads in!! Cheers!!!-

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Following in the footsteps of Aus-Rotten, Behind 
Enemy Lines deliver powerful hardcore-punk 
music with lyrics that speak volumes against the 
corrupt system we live under. For the recent PE 
benefit show in Minneapolis, BEL travelled 
a, through brutal winter from Pittsburgh, experi- 
encing vehicle problems which forced them to 
miss their previous night’s show in Chicago. 

Arriving just as the doors opened for the

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PE: How did the transition from 
Aus-Rotten to Behind Enemy 
Lines take place? Was this 
started before Aus-Rotten broke 
up? 

Matt G: it was started right after we 
broke up. We had already planned 
on doing something with Bill and it 
just happened to start up when Aus- 
Rotten broke up. 

Dave: Bill moved down from Con- 
necticut and joined Aus-Rotten to- 
wards the end, then the band split 
into two. Bill, Matt (G) and I started 
doing Behind Enemy Lines and Bill, 
Eric and Corey started doing Caus- 
tic Christ. 

PE: Has there been conflicts with 
both bands trying to do shows on 
the same date? 

Bill: It’s happened when we couldn’t 
play a show, because the other was 
playing somewhere else. It’s basi- 
cally first come, first serve, with no 
preference or favorites at all. 

Matt G: There’s really never been a 
conflict at all. 

PE: Is this a continuation of what 
you were doing before, or some- 
thing completely different? 

Matt G: I think it’s a step above. It 
has the Aus-Rotten lyrics and poli- 
tics, but the music is definitely a step 
above. 

Matt T: I think they’re taking it a step 
above, but l’m doing the same old 
thing. 



PE: After the Know Your Enemy 
LP came out, why did you not fol- 
low it up with a tour? 

Bill: Dave had some surgery on his 
back, which pretty much meant we 
were out of commission for a while. 
Matt G: Then our bass player quit. 

Bill: Yeah, then we didn’t have a 
bass player, but now we’re here. 
Dave: There’s been a lot of stuff go- 
ing on, including Mary and Matt (T) 
joining after the other Matt left. 
There’s also been busy schedules 
with other people and then my own 
health problems has meant that we 
couldn’t get out for a while. 

Matt G: Before Matt quit, we had a 
whole album written and tour 
planned. After he quit we had to start 
over again and it took a while to get 
it going again with the new album. 
Dave: Yeah, the new CD just came 
out the day before we left (for Min-

neapolis) and the vinyl should be 
out in a month, hopefully. Now we 
want to get out and start playing. 
PE: I noticed it’s on a new label; 
are you done with Tribal War? 
Dave: We’ve never had any conflict 
with Tribal War; in fact Neil had of- 
fered to do this one, which we talked 
about and considered. We were 
originally going to do it on Rotten 
Propaganda, on our own again, but 
just couldn’t come up with the 
money. Then a friend of ours in 
Pittsburgh was starting a label, 
called Antagony Media, and offered 
to do it for us as his first release. 
He’s been really great about every- 
thing — from the time he got it mas- 
tered he had the finished CDs back 


in about two weeks. 

Matt G: Yeah, we were still working 
on the artwork a month ago. 

PE: BEL have some of the most 
explicitly political lyrics of any 
punk band going these days — do 
you feel they have limited your 
access to the less political part 
of the movement? 

Matt T: Maybe we’ll find out when 
we can get out of town more. 

Bill: Maybe it limits us from being 
able to play big rock shows with 
bands like the Unseen or Casual- 
ties. Maybe. Notthat l’m saying any- 
thing bad about those bands, but it’s 
kind of a different world that we 
travel in. Personally l’m OK with 
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that. We just do what we want to 
do. 

Dave: We have a really good place 
in Pittsburgh where we always play, 
called the Mr. Roboto Project and 
we’re pretty happy doing that. 

PE: BEL, and Aus-Rotten before 
that, have songs dealing specifi- 
cally with issues around domes- 
tic and sexual violence. Are 
these songs written about inci- 



dents inside the punk movement 
or about society in general? 

Dave: They’re mainly about society 
in general. There was never any 
specific incident in the punk scene 
where we’ve specifically based any 
of our lyrics on. They were more 
from experiences I had from work- 
ing in a women’s center / shelter in 
Pittsburgh, with Planned Parent- 
hood, and just from meeting a lot of 
people and hearing about their ex- 
periences. 

PE: Does this subject have a lot 
of carry-over into the punk 
scene? 

Dave: I think so, yes. 

Bill: I think the punk scene has the 
same ills as the general population, 
or however you want to put it. I’ve 
seen all kinds of horrible things hap- 
pen in the punk scene that I didn’t 
want to believe punks would do. 
But, punks are people. 

PE: What the’s best tool we can 
use to combat this? 

Bill: Knowledge is one way. Educa- 


tion and making people aware of the 
problem. You know, some people 
grow up and see their grandfather 
beat their grandmother, their father 
beat their mother, and on and on 
from there. I’m sure people know 
that there’s another way, but this is 
a learned behavior I think. But when 
you bring the subject out in the 
open, then it sheds light on it. It can 
help people face their own problems 
and then realize that what they’re 
doing is not right. 

Mary: I think that people need to not 
be afraid to express it too. It’s still 
an issue where a lot of people wonl 
talk about it amongst their friends. 
Maybe they’re afraid to know more 
about their friends then they want 
to know. It’s like you think you know 
someone and then five years later 
an incident happens and you’re re- 
ally disappointed, because you’ve 
been really close to that person. It’s 
like you haven’t been there to pro- 
vide support when they’ve been 
abused by their partners. Be it male 
or female, l’ve seen abuse go both 
ways. I think people need to take a 
stand, even if it means pulling 
someone aside in the scene and 
saying, “Hey, I think what you’re do- 
ing is wrong and it’s going to affect 
you for the rest of your life.” It’s good 
to stand up on stage, but it’s impor- 
tant that people can’t be afraid to 
talk about it amongst each other. 
PE: Is there a fear that talking 
about it may stir up too much 
trouble? 

Mary: Big time. Absolutely. There’s 
always that period in the scene, for 
lack of a better word for a group of 


like-minded people, for a year or two 
when everything is so harmonious. 
Then things start cropping up and 
happen, because we are human 
and make mistakes. But people just 
don’t want to see their group dis- 
rupted, which is a big reason that 
no one likes to talk about it. 

Dave: I think there is a lot of condi- 
tioning, from the time people are 
born, long before they ever even get 
into the punk scene, that carries 
over too. Racism is pretty frowned 
upon in the punk scene, but the 
same people that may come down 
on that may ignore a lot of the sex- 
ism and homophobia still in the punk 
scene. This stuff definitely needs to 
be confronted, because there is ob- 
viously still a problem. 

PE (Dan): Except for the isolated 
cadre of really politicized punks, 
there is definitely a real lack of 
discussion within the punk 
movement in general and some- 
thing we have to work on more. 
PE (Maygun): Yes, it’s definitely 
something we have to work on 
more. This has been a big topic 
of discussion with my friends 
and even in the most recent is- 
sues of Slug & Lettuce and PE, 
there are female columnists talk- 
ing about unwanted sexual en- 
counters and rape within the 
punk scene. It’s definitely a lot 
of fear causing much of it not to 
be talked about. 

Mary: Yeah, it’s going to break up 
the family. It’s tough, because you’d 
think that in a group of people, es- 
pecially the more political you are, 
the more willing people would be to 
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point out the hypocrisies. I mean if 
people say one thing, and then do 
something that is blatantly against 
what they say they are for. I don’t 
know any one way in which we can 
wipe it out. There is strength in 
numbers, so even if just a few 
people will stand up and say some- 
thing to a person about it. If they 
leave, fine, I don’t have a problem 
with that whatsoever. Give the per- 
son a choice, but address the issue 
with them. Then other people will 
feel stronger and safer within their 
own communities, which is what it’s 
all about. You should be able to be 
a single male or female, straight, 
gay... whomever you are and be 
able to walk into a room by your- 
self, be there all night, and not feel 
any kind of a threat or be bothered. 
If people know that is the way it is, 
and people are actually living up to 
those codes, then people feel a lot 
better about their surroundings. 

PE (Dan): It seems the punk 
scene makes such a great effort 
to say we’re against racism, sex- 
ism, blah, blah, blah, but has to 
make some real strides with deal- 
ing with it in our own commu- 
nity... 

PE: The Know Your Enemy LP 
deals a great amount with the 
subject of US imperialism. Did 
you ever think things could go as 
far as another invasion of Iraq 
when you wrote it? 

Dave: We were just talking about, 
compared to when we wrote the last 
album, how extreme things have 
gotten, how far to the right it is, and 
how scary it is to refer to Clinton as 
back in the “good old days.” It just 
shows how fucked up things really 
are now. It got to the point with 
Clinton where it seemed like he was 
just another Republican, because 
he leaned so far to the right, it got 
to the point where I couldn’t see a 
difference between left and right 
anymore. Then it takes someone 
like Bush to come along and lean 
so far right, that the Democrats are 
now looking like the good guys. 
Which of course is really fucked up. 
I had no idea that things were go- 
ing to, or could, get this bad. I had 
an idea when Bush was running that 


things would be like when his father 
was in office, but I think he’s done 
more fucked up things in office than 
anyone else before. He’s just so ex- 
treme that even if he’s out in the next 
election, it’s going to take decades 
to repair. Any time someone like him 
comes into office, it just puts back 
all progress like 20 or 30 years. In 
every aspect, he’s moved every- 
thing backwards in this country. 

PE: The Patriot Act actually 
makes some of the stuff you’re 
saying illegal. Do you see it be- 
ing used against the punk move- 
ment? 

Dave: Have you seen anything 
about the Patriot Act II and some of 
the more scary aspects of that? For 
example, they can strip somebody 
of their citizenship. Not someone 
who came over here, but native- 
born Americans — they can just strip 
you of your citizenship. It’s not like 
they’re going to deport you any- 
where, but it’s the opposite. You 
won’t be able to leave the country, 
you won’t have the right to vote or 
anything like that, but you will still 
be forced to pay taxes and every- 
thing else. It’s pretty fucked up the 
things that they’re trying to pass 
through. The first Patriot Act was 
passed through so quickly... I mean 
have you ever try to read that thing? 
You need copies of every law in the 
US to make any sense of it whatso- 
ever and would take years just to 
try to figure it out. 

PE: Yes, it’s written as a series 
of vague addendums to laws al- 
ready on the books. 

Dave: Yes, it’s like section this and 
this of this law now is changed to 
this and that. It doesn’t give any spe- 
cifics to what these changes in laws 
are referring to. 

PE: Are Afghanistan and Iraq the 
next Vietnam? 

Dave: The broader “War on Terror” 
is... Well, they have the potential to 
keep the War on Terror going for- 
ever. You know, there is this face- 
less enemy out there that is trying 
to kill you, You never see them, but 
you have to give the government all 
the power they want to fight them. 
You have to give up all of your privi- 
leges to fight them. It’s not a war 


where you can see the frontline like 
in Iraq, but then again they made 
no link to Iraq and terrorism and we 
all know that. It’s amazing to me that 
after all the excuses to invade Iraq 
have been proven to be bullshit, that 
these people are still in office. It 
show you how most people have 
gotten to the point of being so apa- 
thetic they can get away with any- 
thing they want. 



PE: Do you think peopie are 
scared to speak out now? 

Dave: I think fear is their whole tac- 
tic. People are afraid to speak out, 
and I think that is part of it, but 
people are even more afraid of 
these “terror” attacks to the point 
where they will give up all of their 
freedoms to be safe. 

PE: What of Tom Ridge as head 
of the Department of Homeland 
Security? 

Dave: Because he was the former 
governor of Pennsylvania, I don’t 
think any of us were too happy to 
see that. He was an asshole when 
he was governor and that was bad 
enough. 

PE: Any correlation with his poli- 
tics as governor and being se- 
lected for his new job? 

Mary: Yes, I think so. I think just that 
he was following the conservative 
plank absolutely was a key to get- 
ting more power. 

Dave: I think he’s one of those

people that are being groomed for 
a higher office later. 

PE: And what of Mumia Abu- 
Jamal? Has his situation 
changed sinceTom Ridge left? 
Dave: He’s still on death row 20 
years later. I haven’t heard of any 
new changes to his situation 
though. 

PE: Have you noticed the trend 
of the punk scene towards get- 
ting away from politics? 

Bill: Absolutely, yes. 

Dave: You would think that in this 
current political atmosphere that 
things would be completely the op- 
posite, but there definitely seems to 
be a decline in political punk over 
the last ten years, at least in this 
country. I don’t really understand it. 
I mean for the most part, we’re 
preaching to the converted in the 
punk scene, but the punk scene has 
such a big turnover rate. You know, 



in Pittsburgh our scene is really 
young and we’re playing to a lot of 
new people. 


PE: How about people who have 
dropped out— do you see any of 
them coming back with the 


change of political climate? 

Bill: l’ve actually seen that a little in 
Pittsburgh. You know, people like 
Half Life, who l’ve never met before, 
because I didn’t live in Pittsburgh 
before. I’ve seen a lot of old school 
people coming to gigs in Pittsburgh 
lately, but I don’t really know how it 
is anywhere else. I guess I wish they 
didn’t leave in the first place. 

PE (Dan): Maybe the Clinton 
years allowed people to be too 
complacent? 

Mary: Yeah, political bands were ru- 
ining their good time! I just had a 
hard day at work and I just want to 
go out and drink. I didn’t want all of 
these people talking about politics! 
PE (Dan): Too busy making 
money and spending it. 

Mary: Exactly, exactly! The one 
thing I think is cool, since l’ve been 
in the band, is l’ve met a lot more 
people outside of the music world, 
like people in their 40’s and 50’s, 
and from all walks of life, that are 
like-minded. I guess even people 
that are older, like my mother, who 
is 73, we talk about a lot of things 
and we stand on the same side. My 
father is an ex-Marine and he’s also 
on the same side of wanting to get 
George Bush out and not agreeing 
with anything that he’s doing. I’m a 
little disappointed that there’s not as 
many people that I can talk to about 
this as there used to be, but l’m find- 
ing that it’s opening up a new world 
for me. I’m finding that I have a lot 
of common threads with a lot of dif- 
ferent people, like veterans, grand- 
mothers, moms, dads, kids in 
school that are concerned about 
what’s going on. Even if my friends 
choose to not be political anymore, 
it doesn’t mean they can no longer 
be my friends. But l’ve found a 
whole new group of people that I 
can discuss these kinds of issues 
with, who are actually interested in 
the band, even if they’re not into this 
kind of music whatsoever. To me, 
the people who do this kind of stuff, 
like Profane and Slug & Lettuce are 
finding new pockets of people with 
whom we can really grow as people. 
PE (Maygun): I also noticed that 
a lot at anti-war protests where 
you had all different kinds of 
people there. You know, there 


were people there with their kids, 
there were people as part of a 
black block, as punks, or what- 
ever, from all different ends of the 
spectrum, all brought together by 
one really large issue. 

Mary: I think it’s OK for people to 
have a lack of interest, but when you 
can still go out and find people work- 
ing towards your same common 
goal, then it keeps your faith up that 
there are people out there who do 
believe the same as you do. It feels 
weird to find that outside of the punk 
scene, because that’s how you go 
into it in the first place. 

PE (Dan): Yeah, a lot of non-punk 
but political people seem to be 
put off by the punk scene simply 
because they don’t understand 
the language and culture of it. 
We’ve been thinking of putting a 
punk rock glossary in each issue 
to help people understand what 
we’re talking about! 

PE: We wanted to say thanks for 
coming out here and doing the 
benefit show. 

BEL: Thanks for asking us 
MattT: We’re really looking forward 
to playing after sitting in that van for 
25 hours! 

Matt G: We’re glad to start getting 
out and playing again in general! 
Mary: The van does kick out some 
heat— no offense to the van, but this 
is probably the warmest we’ve been 
in the last two days! 

Bill: No, the van kicks out no heat. 
Matt G: The only ones kicking out 
heat are us. 

Mary: On top of everything about 
being here, the warmth is wonder- 
ful. 

PE: Anything else to add before 
Garmonbozia play? 

Dave: We have the new CD release 
out, The Global Cannibal and the 
vinyl should be out shortly. We also 
have a web site up now, which is 
still being worked on, but something 
is up at. Thanks!

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Garmonbozia are one of the best 
new bands from the Minneapolis 
punk scene, whose unique sound 
make them stand out amongst the 
rest. They combine powerful 
“crust” influences with a haunting 
backdrop provided by a cello and 
a desperately personal approach 
to politics in their lyrics. We have 
been so impressed by their recent 
live performances that we jumped 
at the opportunity to release their 
first LP. While the record will not 
be out for some weeks, we felt it 
important to interview them in 
these pages. The band is made up 
of Lisa (Cello), Mariko (Vocals), 
Chad (Guitar), Dustin (Guitar), 
Aaron (Bass), Sean (Drums). 
Interviewed by Maygun and Dan 

PE: So what is the meaning of the 
name Garmonbozia? 

Sean: Pain and sorrow, or pain and 
suffering. 

PE: Is it another language? 

Sean: l’m not exactly sure what the 
origin of it is but I saw it in a David 
Lynch movie Fire Walk with Me. 
Mariko: It was a midget from another 
dimension speaking backwards and 
eating creamed corn. 

Dustin: Definitely a creamed corn 
connection (Laughter). 

PE: Is that what drew you guys? 
Sean: We were brought together by a 
love of creamed corn. (Laughter) 
Mariko: I think how we got the name 
was Chad and Sean and our original 
guitar player were in this other band 
called Induce, they formed this other 
band, me and Sean and Chad had all 
this drunk talk at parties and stuff, like 
“We’re gonna start a band”. And Sean 
had this name in his head and for some 
reason he thought everybody in his 
band would reject it, but he said it to 
them anyways, and they were all like 
“Yeah!” and we were like “Fucker! 
That’s gonna be our name!” So we 
kinda took it from the other band. 

PE: How long have you guys been 
together? 

Mariko: About two and a half, three 
years. 


PE: What has the band done in 
regards to recording and touring? 

Chad: We did one feeble attempt east 
coast tour with a demo, split demo with 
Ignoranus, and a split tour with 
Ignoranus. 

Sean: Aaron played bass in lgnoranus.„ 
Chad: Lisa played cello (Laughter) 
Lisa: Yeah, that’s all I play. 

PE: Do you guys have future plans? 
Well, for recording you’re putting 
out your LP on Profane, but any 
future plans for touring? 

Sean: We really want to do a west 
coast tour, but we all have such crazy 
schedules, it’s hard enough to get a 
practice in. 

Chad: We’ve been talking about trying 
to shoot for roughly some time in 
September. 

Lisa: It all kind of depends when Mariko 
finishes school too. 

PE: Do you find that having different 
schedules makes it hard, or hinders 
your progress? 

Lisa: Especially with six of us. 

Dustin: Yeah, I think just having six 
people in a band at all, is just ridiculous. 
It’s hard enough if you have a band with 
three people, but it’s like getting two 
bands together who have to practice 
at the same time, and we all have 
different hours. 

PE: Do you have a difficult time 
touring? 

All: Yeah. 

Chad: A lot of people liked us, we made 
a lot of money... 

Dustin: It was really hard to leave for 
two weeks because all of us are so 
poor anyway. 

Chad: A lot of people didn’t know where 
to put us or how to book us, and in 
Richmond, we wound up playing with 
a straightedge hardcore band, I think 
at the show before we had pot leaves 
on the flyer. (Laughter). 

Dustin: The flyer in Philly was just like 
a whole string of hanging pot leaves. 
Chad: And the show before that was 
at a metal fest... 

Sean: And then the last flyer had a 
teddy bear holding a present. 
(Laughter) 

Dustin: It was like right outside in 
downtown Bloomington, Indiana. Inthe 


middle of a park, nobody knew that 
there was a show going on, with this 
band from long Island. 

Sean:There were old people dancing... 
Dustin: There were some hippies 
playing hackey sack in the corner of 
the park, they had us like plugged into 
a light post, and we played a show right 
there. 

PE: Do you guys find you have a hard 
time playing local shows too, if people 
don’t have an idea where to put you? 

Chad: No I don’t think we’ve ever had 
a problem with that. 

Sean: Mostly because we can’t, it’s so 
hard to make a consensus decision 
with so many people. Someone has to 
ask us a month in advance, at least, 
so we can all clear our schedules. We 
get asked to play a lot of shows, but I 
don’t even relay half of them because 
it’s like do you want to play next 
weekend, and no, we can’t do that. 
Chad: The thing I really like about us 
is that it’s very diverse. One week we’ll 
be playing at the Triple Rock or Pirate’s 
Cove, and the next week we’ll be 
playing some crazy West Bank show. 
Which I think is pretty cool. 

Mariko: We play all kinds of shows. 

PE: Did you guys get asked to be 
on that Minneapolis comp (No Hold 
Back, All Attack)? 

Sean: We did, but we didn’t have 
anything recorded. 

Chad: Our demo is a piece of shit. 
Dustin: It actually turned out really good 
for a guy in a basement recording us 
with a bunch of mics, but when we 
actually went and redubbed all the 
tapes, it sounded really bad. I didn’t 
even hear the tape until after we had 
come back from tour, and after I 
realized that we had sold like a hundred 
of these, I felt so bad. 

Chad: No we sold like two hundred. 
PE (Dan): So that’s two hundred 
people that won’t buy the album... 
All: (Laughter) 

Mariko: I think the only criticism of our 
demo in the Profane review was that 
the production quality was so shitty. 

PE: Are you intentionally writing music 
that is not typical of crustAhrash? 
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Chad: Actually when we first started the 
band... 

PE (Maygun): Wait, Dustin is raising 
his hand. 

All: (Laughter) 

Dustin: l’ll take this one! 

Chad: Originally it was me, Sean, 
Mariko and this dude Jeremy and the 
reason why we started the band was 
when there was a lot of the skinhead, 
street punk kids running amok, and 
everyone was constantly talking “Oh I 
hate all that crust shit” and it was 
supposed to be generically crust. It was 
supposed to be Doom, knocked down 
a notch. 

Mariko: It was alright, because I was 
actually playing guitar back then, and I 
can’t play guitar that well, but all I had 
to do was play a few chords. 

Aaron: Then I joined... 

Chad: The Aaron joined and ruined 
everything! And then Lisa joined and 
made matters even worse. And then 
Dustin came. 

Dustin: I really think a huge thing is that 
everyone in this band listens to 
different kinds of music. I think that we 
are all into different things. Aaron 
listens to a lot of classical. 

Sean: Aaron’s in a polka band. 

Dustin: Aaron is a musical genius. 

PE (Maygun): Aaron, don’t you play 
the tuba as well? 

Aaron: Yeah. 

Mariko: I don’t know, as far as musical 
style goes, I don’t know that we have 
really aimed to be different, but I know 
as far as the lyrics that I write, l’m not 
so much into writing the straight up 
political lyrics that everybody has heard 
over and over again. 

Chad: That’s Sean’s job. 

All: (Laughter) 

Mariko: I try to keep it more personal, 
like something that you would rip straight 
out of your stomach, and maybe some 
people are uncomfortable hearing that, 
but I want to go beyond the normal punk 
rock comfort zone, you know, make 
people feel shit about what you are 
writing. I know that when l’ve listened to 
Whorehouse of Representatives for 
years, and just like six months ago I read 
the lyrics, and I was like man, somebody 
writes like me! I mean, l’ve known 
[Michele] for so long, and I didn’t know 
that was in her and I think the personal 
is political. I think if you be yourself, you’re 
taking risks, but you may be making a 
greater impact. 

PE: The lyrics you write, they come 
from personal experiences then? 

Mariko: Yeah, definitely. 

Chad: Still to this day, I read some of 
the lyrics and I am really impressed, I 
mean l’ve read personal lyrics before, 


but lyrics that are written with no 
inhibitions, with complete emotion 
behind them, but they still remain to 
address issues and politics, but on a 
completely personal level. It’s like you’d 
sit down and have a conversation with 
someone and just dig into their mind. 
Dustin: I get chills down my back, every 
time I read your lyrics. 

Mariko: Alright, that’s enough... 

PE: Do you write all the lyrics? 


Mariko: I write most of the lyrics, Sean 
has written some in the past. 

PE: Is that the one song that is 
rejected from the record? 

All: (Laughter) 

Mariko: Lisa and I wrote Breaking the 
Silence, and Aaron wrote a little of The 
Sad Song. I don’t remember the real 
title to that song. 

Sean: We don’t really go by titles, we 
go by The Sad Song, The Metai Song, 
etc. 

Maygun: I know that you guys have a 
song that l’ve seen when you play that 
is in reference to sexism in the punk 
movement. Specifically to the females 
in the band, do you experience sexism 
within our community on a regular 
basis, or in general? 

Lisa: Well, me and Mariko had decided 
to write a song about it because we had 
both been experiencing things that 
made us feel left out or alienated, I 
guess at a certain show, I felt very 
angry at a band member, not in this 
band, but in another, and when I 


brought it up I had this huge backlash 
come at me from guys in the audience, 
and so it kind of prompted me to start 
writing it, and me and Mariko wrote it 
together. 

Mariko: What we had done was just 
write down a sheet of just ranting, and 
you were all like “This is how I am 
feeling about this”, and we sat down 
and pulled some things out of that list 
and fit it into that song. We so often 


get the response of “Oh, you man- 
hating feminists”. It’s not about hating 
men, it’s just about seeing something 
that we didn’t think was right and 
talking about it. I think we get so 
comfortable with how PC we are as 
punk rockers or whatever and just 
because now maybe we have been 
around longer or more people know us, 
more people don’t treat us like we are 
invisible. It doesn’t matter, because 
there are plenty of women out there 
that maybe aren’t in a band or don’t 
know people, that come to a show, and 
people say “That’s so and so’s 
girlfriend” or get treated like “That girl 
is talking, I don’t care, I am going to 
stand right in front of her in a group”. It 
just makes me so angry, because you 
care about what goes on in the scene, 
and you care about what continues to 
go on. We chose to write about being 
female. 

PE (Maygun): I think it’s great, I like 
that song a lot personally, and I think 
it’s an important thing to point out to 
people. It’s sad that it is really 
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PE: So what other bands are you 
guys in, or have you been in? 

Aaron: Well, Ignoranus. rm in kind of 
an acoustic metal band called “This 
Bike is a Crack Pipe”, and the polka 
band. 

Sean: Lisa and I were both also in 
Ignoranus. I was in A-Mess, and Induce, 
and I am playing in Mystical Unicorn. 
Chad: l’m playing in some really crazy, 
over the top sludge noise band. You 
know, holding a note for 30 minutes, 
with some noise behind it, calling it an 
LP. 

Lisa: Well, I was in a play with my cello, 
and I will probably also be on a local 
hip hop record coming up. 

PE (Maygun): And perhaps some 
Celtic music... 

Lisa: Yes, with Maygun, and Michele. 
Sean: And me and Lisa are also in this 
other band with Garret from Ignoranus 
called Skitslakt. Well maybe not 
anymore. He lives in Bemidji, we never 
get to practice, but he will someday be 
moving down to the city. 

Dustin: If we go on tour and stuff, he 
will probably go with us and do some 
vocals. 

Mariko: We discussed Garret joining 
and doing vocals with me, but we all 
decided seven members would just be 
too much. 

Chad: Just for the record, Garret is 
considered the seventh member. 
Mariko: For the record, if I am ever out 
,if this band, the only person that could 


common that the response is 
backlash or namecalling or denial. 

Sean: It’s easy to point these things out 
in society, that women get ignored, and 
it’s easy to think that because there are 
many more political issues addressed 
that we aren’t subject to it, but we are. 
Chad: I really got sick of Mariko pointing 
out to me, like “There’s [that punk 
rocker’s] girlfriend” and she basically 
looks like a coat rack. As her boyfriend 
dances around and has fun. 

Sean: Like, I want to buy this LP before 
it sells out, but will you hold it for the 
rest of the show? 

Chad: Exactly. 

PE (Dan): Has being in this situation, I 
guess this is addressed to the males in 
the band, has it made you more aware, 
have you thought more about it? 

Chad: l’ve always thought about it, and 
seen how wrong it is, but I definitely 
think about it a lot more and notice it a 
lot more, I think a lot of what we are is 
focused on that. It’s also seemed to 
bother me more and more. Before, I 
would notice it and think that’s fucked 
up, but now, it gets me and I really feel 
like it should be addressed and talked 
about when it happens. 

PE (Maygun):You and me both. 

PE (Dan): Do people think that 
because it’s against sexism that it’s 
an anti-man song? 

Mariko: That’s what people think, it has 
nothing to do with being feminist, it has 
to do with being a woman and thinking 
“Hey that’s fucked up, don’t treat me that 
way” and saying something about it. 
Maygun: Well, so much of it is day to 
day experiences that are just ingrained 
in society, and within our movement.l 
think it’s important to address these 
issues, because it is a big deal. 


Mariko: Also, me and Lisa both felt this 
way that we would go to shows or 
parties and everybody would walk up 
to Sean or Chad and say hi, and 
completely disregard that we were 
there. It was like a boys club, and like I 
said, it’s changed over time, but we’re 
kind of in a position that a lot of women 
aren’t. 

PE (Dan): Do you think it’s changed 
because you are more known now? 

Aaron: I think it’s changed for 
everybody. 

Dustin: It’s retarded, it’s totally 
ridiculous how you get treated different. 
Chad: Yeah, it’s so stupid, we get 
invited to all the parties. 

All: (Laughter) 

Lisa: Yeah, right, we wish. 

Sean: We just got our scenester club 
cards in the mail, it’s great. 

PE (Dan): Well, once the record comes 
out you get your anarchy card. 

All: (Laughter) 

Chad: Well, me and Sean have our ass 
tattoos. 

PE (Dan): We should have brought 
the camera! 

[Sean and Chad pull down their pants 
to reveal their tattoos: the Carhartt logo 
on their asses, but with a “G” instead 
ofa “C”] 

Lisa: Maygun, you’ve seen these 
haven’t you? 

PE (Maygun): Yes, I have. [unfortunately] 

All: (Laughter) 

Mariko: l’m going to get mine soon as 
well, we are all going to get them. 
Sean: Bad band tattoos. 

Chad: Isn’t that what the ass is for, you 
aren’t going to get some beautiful piece 
of artwork on there. 

PE: How has it been with two 


‘couples’ in the band? 

Sean: Surprisingly it hasn’t been that 
bad. 

Dustin: l’m not a part of the grouping of 
people being in relationships, it’s really 
weird. I mean me and Aaron, once in a 
while we’ll spoon, but nothing beyond 
that. It’s really weird. I mean, when 
people are mad at each other, you know 
it. 

Sean: But we don’t let it interfere with 
the band. 

Mariko: When we went on tour, we were 
like, oh, this is doomed. But we are 
around three years later. People always 
ask me “What are you guys going to do 
if one of the couples breaks up?” and I 
think we are strong enough and all into 
this band that we would all work through 
it. We all know enough about each other 
now. I’ve known Sean since he was 13, 
l’ve known Chad since he was 14. You 
think there would be so much more 
drama, but there isn’t. 

Chad: I never saw this thing going 
anywhere, I didn’t think we would put 
out a release. I was just stoked if we 
ever played a show, but it was really 
just a house band. It just kind of worked 
out so well. 
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sing in my place is Garret, and he has 
to sing about women’s issues. 

All: (Laughter) 

Chad: I think it would be appropriate to 
give Brian a shoutout here and just say 
“Moosecock”. 

PE: Anyways, is punk a means for 
youth to drop out of society, or is it 
a means to affect change on society? 
What got you guys into punk? 

Sean: l’d say both. 

Chad: Yeah, both. I dropped out high 
school and moved to Minneapolis. 
Thanks a lot, punk. 

All: (Laughter) 

Mariko: I went to lots of different high 
schools, one was the main one for north 
St Paul. I had no friends, I hated 
everybody at school. It was sort of an 
escape. To find any other kids from the 
suburbs that liked punk and go to shows 
with them. It was like a bonding thing 
for people that had no other friends, you 
know, like we weren’t even cool enough 
for the skaters. (Laughter) 

Chad: When I was like 13, 14 I spent 
all my time out in Minneapolis, going to 
shows. Volunteering at Extreme Noise. 
Mariko: Chad was that drunk kid at the 
Insurrecreation Center or somewhere, 
who got really drunk and was throwing 
beer at everybody and was breaking 
light bulbs... 

Maygun: That was you? 

All: (Laughter) 

PE: Now that you have been involved 
for a while do you think you look at 
it differently? 

Sean: I think punk is the silliest thing 
ever and the most important thing in the 
world to me. 

Chad: Exactly. 

Sean: Because there is a lot of stupid 
shit that goes along with it, and doesn’t 
really mean anything, but it’s also what 
makes me get up ín the morning and 
makes me be a better person. 

Dustin: It doesn’t mean anything. But 
then it does. 

Sean: That’s what l’m saying. I wouldn’t 
be doing half of the active shit that I do 
if it wasn’t for punk and politics. It all 
came from my sister, we used to listen 
to the Ramones when we had to do the 
dishes when I was in Kindergarten, and 
I thought “Oh, the Ramones! These 
guys are silly and wonderful and I am 
going to do stuff like that for the rest of 
my life”. 

Aaron: I don’t know if punk is 
necessarily the end all, but it’s realiy 
great if you are getting into anarchist 
movements, stuff fike that, a lot of huge 
cooperative movements that are so 
huge in this town. 

Chad: I love that I always seem to have 
problems with too much drama, but it 


used to be like lets get 20 people 
together and go for a bike ride and go 
down to the lakes and get drunk. Now 
it’s like “What you doing?” “Going to the 
bar”. It would be cheaper if we bought 


a case and sat around here and talked 
about stuff. Or go for a bike ride, or go 
bum around the woods. That’s mainly 
what I like doing. 

Mariko: You know, it sounds really 
stereotypical to say, and it sounds like 
the punk thing to say, but I don’t 
consider myself a punk. I don’t think I 
fit anywhere. It’s something that I like 
and that I am involved in. 

Aaron:The punk label definitely entraps 
people too, l’ve seen some of the most 
narrow-minded...some people just see 
in black and white terms. A lot of punk 
just flattens all issues. 

Lisa: Some of it too, I think is arguments 
and drama between different factions, 
which is ridiculous, but you hear all the 
time in Minneapolis. 

Chad: I never even really, I always felt 
silly calling myself a punk, until I started 
working more steadily, and found 
myself working around people who are 
not. Basically, I worked with punks and 
hung out with punks, and now it’s 
become more of a pride thing. 

Aaron: I have a much broader definition 
of punk than I think most people do. I 
include a lot of people who aren’t into it 
forthe music, I think a lot of people who 
don’t necessarily like the music are very 
punk. 

Chad: Yeah, I agree with that 
completely. 

PE (Dan): I was talking with some old, 
older punks in their 40s and it’s 
basically like even though some of 
these people have been out of the 
punk scene for a while, their punk 
attitude — they have a hard time 
looking at authority figures seriously, 
like it has followed them through their 
real mainstream jobs. Like to their 
boss, they may be “Yeah, yeah” but 
as soon as their bosses back is turned 
it’s like “Fuck you!” (Laughter) 

PE (Maygun): Well, I think the point that 
Chad brought up is true, you don’t 
necessarily think about it as “This is how 
I identify myself” until you are out in the 
mainstream. maybe you have a job that 
you don’t really want to have, and then 
you are very aware of yourself. 

Chad: Yeah, all my first jobs were very ’ 


“punk” jobs, and now it’s kinda not so 
much that way. Not that I really work 
with the mainstream, but I still find that 
I have to put the shields up...claim the 
glory of punk rock... (Laughter) 


PE: What are some issues that are 
not addressed enough in punk? 

Mariko: Well, l’m part Asian, and from 
what I see a lot, most of the punk scene 
is mostly Caucasian, and l’d like to hear 
more people talk about what it is to be 
biracial, or to talk about racial issues. 
Not being afraid of it. 

Chad: I noticed the race conversation 
in punk is kind of a “Shh!” conversation, 
because obviously punk is 
predominately white, here anyway, and 
it isn’t really discussed or talked about. 
A lot of people kind of shy away from it 
because a lot of people don’t have the 
answers, and I think a lot of people get 
defensive or weird when they don’t 
have answers to a certain question. It’s 
kind of shied away from whenever you 
bring it up, even though you aren’t 
putting it down or shooting it down or 
calling it a racist scene in any way. 

PE: I think there are deeper issues, and 
they go beyond punk rock, and that 
scares the crap out of a lot of people. 
Mariko: I think there’s a lot of people 
that probably are biracial or of other 
ethnicities that it isn’t talked about. I 
think people should be proud of all their 
cultures, and we should talk about it 
more. 

Jfc Another thing l’d like to hear 
people tafk about is like, unpopular 
things to say, like people talking about 
topics that are not popular, to rock the 
boat. Like, yes I know it’s punk to think 
this way, but what about this? And being 
more controversial, we’re preaching to 
the choir. 

Chad: A lot of what I hear is just people, 
like you hit the age of 26 and you just 
become a bar punk. Not everyone, of 
course, but it seems like a lot of people 
I know. Instead of throwing together 
“Hey, we’re all going to get together at 
this bar and get wasted”, how about 
“Hey, we’re going to hang out here”. 
Dustin: I think it has a lot to do with 
people realizing that they aren’t kids 
anymore, and then they don’t realize 
that you don’t have to change, like you 
can stay young forever. 

Chad: I understand that a lot of people 
who have been in the scene for a long 
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Seara and Chad pull down their 
pants to reveal their tattoos: the 
Carhartt logo on their asses, but 
with a “G” instead of a “C” 


time become kind of jaded, but that is 
something I have yet to come across, 
l’m still really young, until that day 
comes l’m going to continue to ask 
questions. 

Mariko: l’m only 23, and I don’t know 
what it’s going to be like when l’m 30. 1 
like to think that I would hold onto this 
life and these beliefs, but you just can’t 
judge what you will do. 

Dustin: Soon we’ll all be calling cabs 
places... 

Chad: Fuck that. I ride the bus, or rock 
that motherfucking bicycle in sub-zero 
temperatures. 

Dan: Riding to the bar everyday? 
Sean: Chad can’t get into the bars! 

All: (Laughter) 

Chad: Two weeks — two weeks! 

PE (Maygan): Yeah, talk about bar 
punks then! 


All: (Laughter) 

Chad: Well, yeah, that’s my point. I’m 
not really one to talk shit, l’m not trying 
to talk shit, because I don’t really 
understand, so until that time comes l’m 
going to have to question it. 

PE: How do we encourage more 
discussion amongst punks? When 
you are up on stage it’s kind of a one 
way thing, how do you encourage 
more interaction? 

Aaron: I don’t know if that is necessarily 
possible in a show environment. 
Mariko: I think not being afraid of 
controversy, don’t be afraid to get into 
a conversation with someone, things 
may get heated, but if you respect each 
other, you can share your opinions 
without being afraid of that. 


Also, I would love it if more people 
heckled us, and talked to us. I wish that 
people would yell stuff at me. I want 
people to challenge us. 

Sean: I do! You just can’t hear me from 
behind the drums (Laughter) 

Maygun: I think that sort of stuff is good, 
because it forces you to reinforce your 
own beliefs. 

Mariko: I don’t mean seriously, but I 
think it’s great if people feel comfortable 
enough to say things to us at shows. 
Aaron: One thing that I do like is that 
people can shout and joke a lot here. 
Mariko: I wish that more people would 
come up after a show and say “You 
sang about this or this, what is that all 
about?” Or to all the men that hear ouf 
song and take it personally and think 
“Oh, they’re anti-man” come up and talk 
to me about it. I don’t hate men, not at 


all. Lisa doesn’t hate men. 

Sean: I don’t think a lot of people take 
all the issues to heart. Like, we talk 
about how fucked up Imperialism is and 
Capitalism, but then you go buy shirts 
that you silk-screen your logo on that’s 
made by children in Indonesia. 

Chad: That’s another thing that always 
confused me. Buying punk shirts and 
realizing they are made in Indonesia, 
or Mexico. Granted that doesn’t 
necessarily mean that they were made 
in sweatshops, but those are countries 
that have been known to have a lot of 
sweatshops. It’s either investigate it 
more or just buy US made T-shirts. Not 
just like “I got a mad deal on these 
shirts!” 

Mariko: None of us are blameless, 
whatever topic you are talking about. 


Dustin: We’re all fucked up (Laughter). 
There’s no question, all of us have our 
things. We’re not as ideological as we 
would like to believe. 

PE: So here’s the most important 
question of the night. Say you are 
traveling through the desert, and you 
stumble across a magic lantern, and a 
genie pops out and grants you one wish, 
and says “You can wish for anything in 
the world, but you can’t ask for more 
wishes”. What do you wish for? 

Mariko: I know that probably the most 
important topic to me is mental illness, 
and I would probably wish that all 
mental illness would be gone. Like that 
there would be no more. 

Chad: Honestly, l’d probably have to agree 
with Mariko. I’ve sat around and thought 
about questions like this, form being with 
her, living with her and understanding how 
terrible and awful it is, I can’t really think of 
anything worse than that, so I would have 
to agree with Mariko. 

Dustin: l’d go with Felix’s magic bag. 
Magic bag of tricks. 

Chad: Not Felix the person, but Felix 
the Cat. (Laughter) 

Sean: If you can’t ask for more wishes, 
can you ask for more genies? 
(Laughter) 

Dustin: Yeah, cause that’s the ultimate 
goal! 

Lisa: I second that. 

Dustin: l’d probably ask for something 
really stupid right away... 

Dan: Got a smoke? 

Sean: Man, I wish l’d found you sooner! 
All: (Laughter) 

Aaron: If I was in the desert, l’d 
definitely ask for water. 

Mariko: Please somebody say 
something more PC than mine. 

PE: Well is there anything else you 
wanted to add? 

Mariko: As far as everything we’ve said, 
we are probably the least serious band, 
well, me and Lisa and Aaron are- 
Dustin: And Sean! 

Mariko: Sean is not serious. 

Dustin: But then me and Chad, yeah 
that’s a whole lot of bullshit. 

Mariko: Please don’t print any of this. 
PE: You wish! (Laughter) 

Dustin: Yeah, that would be my wish. 
(Laughter) 

Chad: I really enjoy that we can write 
some serious topics and have a serious 
side, but in real life we are all also the 
biggest bunch of fuck ups, we joke 
around, but we all have a serious 
conscious about things. I think that is 
really important, otherwise you burn 
yourself out.

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The new larger size for this PE has allowed us to expand the content of the 
magazine in ways we could only dream about before. Features on punk art- 
ists and galleries of their work is an idea that we had always wanted to pur- 
sue in these pages. This new “Featured” artists section will become a regu- 
lar part of this magazine’s content from this point onwards. The selection of 
Marald to kick off this section was all too easy to make. Marald has been 
doing punk are since the early 90’s and joined the PE “family” after drawing 
the cover artwork for State of Fear’s LP in 1996. He has done many other 
covers recognizable by those who own records by Calloused, Scorned and 
more. Most recently he has done additional cover art for PE Records re- 
leases , including the just-released Another Oppressive System / Human 
Waste split 7” and the forthcoming State of Fear discography LP/CD. 




PE: How did you get involved 
with doing artwork for punk 
records? What was the first 
record upon which your art- 
work adorned the cover? 

M: In 1989 I started with the aid of 
two friends a fanzine called Mis- 
prints. Besides doing interviews, I 
made the front and back cover, sev- 
eral small drawings and a poster. I 
always wanted to do cover art but 
didn't know if I was good enough. 
After the release of the zine, the 
feedback I got was very positive, so 
I decided to give it a try. I started to 
ask bands that I liked, if I could do 
their cover and the first to take 
the bait was No Security. Not a 
bad start, eh? 


PE: Why so many American 
bands and so few from your 
area? 

M: Good question, I asked myself 
that for some time. I think we can 
blame Jon ( Deormed Conscience/ 
SOF/Calloused) for 50%, I mean ev- 
ery new band he started, he forced 
me to do the art. The other 50% you 
can blame on me. I'm such an ugly 
bastard that people need an ocean 
between us before working with me. 


PE: Your works seem 
featured mainly on the 
covers of thrash 
“Scandi crust” bands - 
does this reflect your 
musical taste? 

M: AOS calls me a "vet- 
eran crust" artist on their 
website. Well to some I 
might be old ( l'm 33 ), but 
a "crust" artist? The first two 
bands I did covers for, No 
Security and Destroy, do fit 
that category. Obviously I 
love those types of music but 
that doesn't mean I don't listen to 
anything else. I enjoy a wide variety 
of music in Punk and other "genres". 
I believe most musical styles con- 
tain a couple bands/persons that are 
worth checking out, with the excep- 
tions of Reggae and Irish Folk, of 
course. So bands who don't fit the 
thrash/crust description, feel free to 
write. 


And don't 
forget, the grass is always greener 
on the other side, there is probably 
a very good artist in Minneapolis do- 
ing art exclusively for Dutch bands, 
who knows? 

Seriously, I do think Jon has 
been a major factor plus word of 
mouth, I mean at one point I thought 


I had an exclusive for Minneapolis 
based bands. As for local bands, l've 
offered my services to several bands 
but most of them are not interested. 
They either do it themselves or have 
a good friend whom according to his 
demented mom and boozed up pals 
can actually draw.... 

PE: Do you have a favorite 
cover piece? Is there any you 
wish you could do over? 

M: My favorite right now is the SOF- 
discography LP. It's a return to the 
painted style I started with the De- 
stroy 7" and now it has evolved 
into something way beyond 
that. But then again the next 
one will be better. 

I always try to 
give myself 100%, so 
even though l'm not 
pleased with all my work 
(the Calloused LP, al- 
though the purple 
doesn't help either, the 
Deformed Conscience 
LP, the background 
sucks and with the Start 
a Riot cover I used the 
wrong kind of paints, what 
an amateur!) I try to see 
them in the light of time, I try 
to learn from my mistakes. 

PE: Have you done covers for 
records that never came out? 
Please list them! Has anyone 
used your work for their band 
without permission? 

M: Yes, for Man is the Bastard I did 
splash art for the inner sleeve of a 
7". That was a dream come true, 
MITB was my favorite band at that 
time. Since I had close contact with 
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Eric Wood, I sent him the original 
without a second thought. After 
awhile I asked him what was up and 
during a very vague phone call, him 
being stoned out of his skull, he told 
me he "jacked" me. I never saw the 
art again or heard from him, thanks 
buddy! 

Olivier Simonpietri, the man 
who first released the Deformed 
Conscience/EOW LP not only 
ripped of the bands but me as well. 

I sent him the original art and never 
got paid or had the art returned. Last 
thing I heard a French band is on 
trial against him, serves the bastard 
right! 

Will Dandy, I did a new cover 
for the Starta Riot comp. Lp, a cover 
for a Laceration 7" and a cover for a 
comp. 7" called Deaf, Dumb and 
Blind. All would be released by 
Clean Plate Records. I never saw 
any copies or got paid. 

I've seen loads of patches, 
stickers, buttons and shirts sporting 
art I made, for which I don't recall 
giving permission. That's the differ- 
ence in interpreting DIY. For me it 
stands for making something origi- 
nal but for loads of people it stands 
for bootlegging other people’s work. 

I never tried to stop that, I think it 
will be useless to try and fight that, 
my guess is that after this feature 
the amount of bootlegs will be 
doubled, ha, ha! 

PE: Much of your work has a 
certain science-fantasy look 
to it — does this reflect your 
inf luences? What are some of 
the inf luences for your work, 
artistically speaking? 

M: Don't know what you mean but 
most of my cover work is influenced 
by comic art. But it is hard to pin- 
point your influences, Pm a very vi- 
sually focused person, so all things 
that I see and affect me can be of 
influence in my art. Here's how I 
usually work: When a band gives me 
a free hand, I use their lyrics for in- 
spiration. Good lyrics can invoke 
images. When l've come across a 
good image, l'll start to sketch to see 
if it works on paper. After that III start 


looking for references, I always want 
to make sure everything is correct, 
it helps me to achieve a kind of real- 
ism that wouldn't be possible if I just 
used my imagination. So therefore I 
have an extensive book collection 
and am an avid skull collector. 

With Scorned it has become a 
sort of theme to use the image of 
death, so that is the starting point 
with any art for them. 

PE: Do you do artwork that 
isn’t for punk bands? What 


are the subjects? 

M: Yes, I used to do commercial 
work but Pll get to that later. When I 
don't do covers, I work on my paint- 
ings. I always used classical themes 
as subjects, most of the recent work 
is based on the Edda and 
Heimskringla. Right now l'm consid- 
ering to vent my darker side and 
blend in the themes I used in my 
covers and see where that leads. 

PE: Would you say you are a 
political artist? 
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longed to do freework but didn't have 
the energy after doing shitty draw- 
ings. At one point I decided to quit 
and start looking for a part-time job. 
Since I didn't want to change my 
looks, I could either work in a shop 
selling people crap they don't need 
or I could help people. So now I work 
in healthcare, taking care of seven 
deaf, mentally handicapped people. 


PE: Do you charge bands for 
your artwork? Is this some- 
thing you could make a liv- 
ing from? 

M: My first interest, is the printing of 
the cover, I always stress to bands 
to do that right. As for payment I only 
deal in trades, l'll ask for some cop- 
ies of the record (not more than five) 
and since I collect comics I mostly 
get paid in rare comics. I always let 
the band decide how much they 
want to spend, of course it should 
be reasonable for both parties. 
Since I have a part-time job, I have 
the luxury to keep it in this form. If I 
would charge for my hours and tal- 
ent, a cover would easily cost 1000 
euros. 

The only way I could make a 
living from it, would be to do work 
for commercial bands, but since l'm 
already familiar with commercial 
work, I know what kind of restrictions 
it brings along. I’ll pass for that but 
who knows, if Slayer comes to my 
door and asks politely I might just 
sell out... 


What constitutes selling out? 
Should DIY punk artists be 
expected to follow the same 
rules as far as not working 
with major labels and major 
label bands? What are your 
thoughts on Pushead doing 
punk covers after working for 
Metallica? 

M: Selling out: to abandon your ide- 
als and change yourself ( look, men- 
tality ) for money. 

As for the Dl Y punk artist, it de- 
pends whether the artist has a job 
or is trying to make a living from his 
art. If s/he decides the last, the temp- 
tation to work for a major label/band 


M: Tough question. It's hard to say 
if my art is political, I know I am but 
my art? Art to me has to do with aes- 
thetics and not with ethics, therefor 
I see the subject as less important 
than the form; if you have a weak 
idea but make a great image out of 
it, that is better than a brilliant con- 
cept poorly giving form. So as an art- 
ist I strive for aesthetical perfection, 
ril try to make a powerful image as 
possible. If I succeed in that l'm 
happy. Of course some of my work 
is used by political active bands, 


thus the images get a more political 
meaning. 

As for how I deal with bands, I 
would say that is a political choice. 


PE: Has punk affected your 
other choices in life — career 
choice for example? 

M: Definitely, I was a freelance illus- 
trator for four years (before that I 
lived off my paintings. ) I made de- 
cent money but it didn't quite fit. The 
work I mostly did was way below my 
talent and my heart wasn't into it. I 
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would be hard to resist, after all you 
could also put some of the money 
you earned into the punk scene. It’s 
up to oneself to make the decision, 
I know there are punks working for 



major companies. If you can keep 
yourself sane and hold your own, it 
could be a logical step. But others 
might be hard pressed to still call you 
a DIY punk. I find it hard to point a 
finger, I try to be critical of myself 
and make decisions wthat I can live 
with. Right now I try to keep my art 
independent from money, that's why 
I took a part-time job. But I don't ex- 
clude the possibility of doing art for 
major bands, it will however depend 

on many factors 

Pushead seems to be a scape- 
goat for a lot of people. This is al- 
ways the fact with people who have 
some status in the scene. They are 
right there in the open, easy targets. 
Most accusations come from people 
that have neither the skills or talent 
to be tempted by major companies. 
So before they start yelling slogans 
they should place themselves in the 
position of the person they accuse. 

I don't know him personally, so I can't 
judge wether he has changed or not. 
If people have a problem with him 
doing art for punk bands, they 
should criticize the bands and labels 
that hire him. I think it speaks for him 
that he still works for punk bands. 

Have you considered releas- 
ing your own comic book or 
graphic novel? 

M: For my exams at the art acad- 
emy, I made a graphic story. There 
were plans to print that. A teacher 


even showed interest in helping out 
financially but the reproduction costs 
were too high, so it was never re- 
leased. 

I know my own restrictions too 
well to try to release my own comic, 
it is a really underestimated form of 
art. There is however a short comic 
story that I did art for that has seen 
print, it's collected in Seasons # 2. A 
feeble Dutch attempt to produce 
American-style comics, it wasn't a 
smooth cooperation. They saw me 
as an enigma and I did nothing to 
change that. 

PE: Have you ever gone 
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through periods of being 
burned out with doing punk 
artwork or even the punk 
movement in general? What is 
the cause of the vast new 
amounts of your artwork being 
produced for records lately? 
M: Well it wasn't so much as being 
burned out by punk as it was being 
sick and tired of humanity in gen- 
eral and with some former friends 
specifically. I went through some 
rough times, I never was much of a 
social person but personal prob- 
lems, with work and relations made 
me a misanthrope. I never went out, 
I did the occasional punk cover but 
didn't try to expand my contacts, in 
fact I lost f riends. The change came 
when a friend of mine dragged me 
to the gym and I started working out, 
it had a positive affect on me (god, I 
sound like Jane Fonda, aargggh! ) 

The new amounts have to do 
with me meeting Scorned and visit- 
ing the PE message board, both 
convinced me there was a genuine 
interest in me. Plus the fact that I 
made a career change, which pro- 
vided me with the freedom to do 
what I want. I dug up some old con- 
tacts and like in the old days, mailed 


people if they were interested in me 
doing some art for them. The fact is 
that I love doing covers and right 
now I have reached a certain level 
that "guarantees" quality. 

PE: Would you agree that doing 
artwork is a constant process of 
refinement? Where would you 
like to see your work improved? 

M: I agree, if one practices art cor- 
rectly one is never satisfied and al- 
ways sets out to improve them- 
selves. I look at my predecessors 
and try to make their standards my 
own. Some of them are unobtain- 
able, it doesn't mean I don't try to 
reach that level but in my heart I 
know l'll never get to that point. I 
wouid love to improve in every way 
possible, my goal is to amaze 
people, to make them wonder how I 
achieved it.

We had written to the UK band DAN and offered 
them to release a record over here in the US.The 
reply we had received was the band had broken 
up, but members had formed a new band called 
Sofahead. We liked the female-fronted, up-beat 
political music enough to release it as the first 
record on the PE label. 1000 pressed. Also 
released on Meantime Records (UK) 

Exist 001.5 (1989 - originally AYF 3): 
DOOM Police Bastard 7” 

Five songs recorded in 1989 during the same 
session in which they recorded their brilliant split 
LP with NO SECURITY. This 7” is now 
considered a classic and is one of the best 
selling records ever released by PE. 15,000 
pressed. Also released in the UK by Discarded 
Records. 


Exist 002 (1990): 

NAUSEA Extinction LP / Cassette 

Angry male & female vocals venting rage over 
powerful often emotionally charged music from 
one of the founding bands of the modern 
anarcho-punk movement. The original pressings 
had a gatefold cover, but was later issued with a 
Crass-style fold out poster sleeve. 13,500 
pressed (500 on clear vinyl). Also released by 
Meantime Records (UK). 

Exist 003 (1990): 

SOFAHEAD Invitation to Dinner 7” 

Their second PE release, taking on a more dark 
and serious tone to their message on a thematic 
EP against rape and violence towards women. 
1000 pressed. Also released by Meantime 
Records (UK).

Profane Existence records was started in 1989 as a 
means to release cutting-edge political punk music of the 
type covered in the pages of Profane Existence Magazine. It 
was originally started by Bill Steinhagen with help from 
myself, then the sole editor of Profane Existence Magazine. 
After six releases, Bill dropped out of the collective due to the 
label’s financial distress, caused by distributors not paying 
their bills (a reocurring problem plaging PE throughout the 
90’s). I took over much of the label’s responsibilities in 1991 
and stayed with it until this day. While PE was shut down 
(1999-2001), there were no new releases on PE Records, but 
I continued to repress many old titles and put together benefit 
projects to help pay off the collective’s lingering debt. While I 
am mainly responsible for most PE Record projects, the 
following people should be credited with orchestrating 
individual projects for Profane Existence Records: Newt: 
Natural Cause 7”; llja:Negative Stance 7” and Think Globally 
double 7”; Todd Fuk: In the Spirit of Total Resistance double 
7”: Mandy: Assrash 7” and LP; Kerry SFR: Coprofilia 7”. 

Also, The State of Fear 7” was originally released by 
Reiterate Records. The observant readers may notice there 
are gaps in the numerical sequence of the Profane Existence 
Records catalog numbers. These indicate titles that were 
split projects between Profane Existence and Skuld Releases 
and pressed in Germany. These titles reverted to just being 
Skuld Releases in 1 999 and were renumbered with new 
Skuld catalog numbers. I hope to feature a similarly 
complete Skuld discography in an upcoming issue. 


Exist 004 (CANCELLED): 

VARIOUS Nightmares of Reality double LP 

An impressive double LP compilation never 
released due to financial and technical 
difficulties. Squabbles amongst band members 
over royalty copies further frustrated our efforts 
to release the compilation and we finally gave up 
in frustration. Years later, we discovered that the 
tapes had deteriorated beyond recall and they 
were destroyed. 

Exist 005 (1990): 

ATAVISTIC Vanishing Point LP 

The first (and last) full length release by this 
politically out-spoken band from Kent, UK (they 
have two earleir EPs which are now incredibly 
rare). Atavistic played a combination of noisily 
chaotic thrash and metal with highly intelligent, 
deeply political lyrics, making them one of the 
most misunderstood bands of the time. 1000 
pressed. Also released by Deaf Records (UK). 

Exist 006 (1991): 

MORAL SUCKLING Reach LP 

From deep beneath the underground of Salt 
Lake City’s religious zealot-controlled 
wastelands came Moral Suckling, who recorded 
one of the most innovative releases ever to be 
aired by PE Records. We are looking for former 
members of this band to assemble a complete 
discography of this awesome, but relatively 
unknown band. 1000 pressed. 

Exist 007 (1990): 

ASBESTOSDEATH Dejection 7» 

This is the second EP from San Jose's 
ASBESTOSDEATH, whose gloomy and gut- 
wrenching sound was the progenitor for a whole 
new wave of immitators to follow, and was their 
last recording with the original line-up before 
changing their name to Sleep.

Mohawk Warrior benefit 2 x 7" compilation

CIRCUS plus a 64-page booklet on 
NativeAmerican resistance struggles.

Exist 015 (1993): 

NEGATIVE STANCE Spectators of 
Decadence 7” 

A two-song US release previewing the Europe- 
only LP release from this powerful and political 
band from Athens, Greece. The cover contains a 
massive booklet on the situation of political 
prisoners in Greece. 2000 pressed. 


Exist 016 (1994): 

RESIST Ignorance is Bliss LP 

A 90's classic! The second full length LP from the 
band that put Portland on the proverbial 
anarchopunk map! The packaging included an 
impressive fold-out cover, and a full onslaught of 
angry punk rock noise inside. 6500 pressed (first 
2000 on red vinyl). 


Exist 017 (1994): 

MISERY Who’s the Fool... CD 

Their 2nd full length LP ready to please even the 
most discerning anrcho-punk / crusty types. 

Fans of AMEBIX will love this one! CD contains 9 
extra tracks from their ultra-rare split LP with 
SDS originally released on MCR (Japan).The 
vinyl was released in Germany as Skuld 020 and 
was our first in a long series of splits with Skuld.

Nine raging songs of brutal Swedish thrash in 
the vein of early ANTI-CIMEX, SHITLICKERS, 
MOB 47, etc. with the usual political lyrics about 
war and stuff, sung in Swedish of course.

While visiting a distributor who had owed us 
$3000 for more than a year, they gave us a copy 
of the Brutal Truth demo tape. With good lyrics, 
Danny Lilker from Nuclear Assault (interviewed 
in PE #4) in the band, and fueled by a thirst for 
revenge, we released a bootleg EP featuring the 
songs The Birth of Ignorartce and Anti- 
homophobe. 500 pressed (50 sent to the band). 

Smut Records OOI (1991 - split release): 
SMUT Wall of Hate 7” 

"Right from the initital scream and pounding 
drum beat you know this is a classic 7". The 
vocals are always inevitably compared to APPLE 
singer Jae, and for good reasons. However, 

Smut are much more powerful than APPLE 
musically, and faster, too. Great heavy, crunchy 
medium paced p-u-n-k with no fucking apologies 
and no slack. - Joel (PE #14). 1000 pressed. 

Exist 008 (1991): 

HIATUS IVay of Doom 7" 

Their powerhouse 1991 EP release on Profane 
Existence Records. Six songs of the best 
English-influenced Swedish punk ever to come 
out of Belgium...

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Since Franco’s death and the coming of 
the long awaited “democracy” of a state 
of rights, we’ve seen how the number of 
prisons not only hasn’t dropped, which 
was the logical inference from every 
person who believes democracy is the 
universal panacea and THE freedom; 
contrary to what the constitutional left 
parties promised, more prisons have 
been built, but this time away from big 
cities, hidden, isolated... so they can’t 
be seen now even though they’re much 
bigger. They keep telling us they’re go- 
ing to build more huge prisons to reduce 
the overcrowding of the existing ones. 
They are even going to renew some of 
them, Itke Barcelona’s Modelo. But the 
reality is that at the end of Franco’s dic- 
tatorship, in 1974, 14,760 persons were 
imprisoned, 9,390 after the amnesty of 
77, and now, at the beginning of the year 
2004, there’s almost 54,000, obviously 
still suffering overcrowding, facing a 
sometimes more subtle repression, or 
as hard and sadistic as before. 

Isotation is one of the modern ways 
of psychological torture that is being ap- 
plied in many ways as a revenge. The 
first one is prisons’ remoteness from big 
urban areas, which complicates (when 
it doesn’t prevent) the family or friends 
visits, beíng that due to bad public trans- 
portation, to work schedules or due to 
economic restraints; we’ve to think that 
besides transportation, we’ve to think 
about the money that involves sending 
clothes, money so the prisoner can buy 
some stuff, lawyers...) But this isolation 
gets worse when those in prison are 
there because theirrebellion ortheircon- 
demnations of the non-fulfillment of the 
laws that have sent them to prison. Also 
to the people that have been con- 
demned for things related to their ideol- 
ogy, who obviously doesn’t fit the sys- 
tem. Oreven the people that are suffer- 
ing this isolation because the governor/ 
warden orthe prison officer just wants it 
that way. In these cases, isolation gets 
much worse: al those people are being 
scattered, and that means no more just 
some hours to visit someone, but over 
1000 km. of distance to get a visiting 
room for 40 minutes separated by glass. 
After that, the coming back home, with 
the tiredness provoked by such big dis- 
tances, tiredness that ends up in some 
đeaths on the road to family and f riends. 
And this is only when you can afford driv- 
ing those distances. 

But perversion is long from ending 
there. If walls and distances weren’t 
enough, in 1991 FIES was created 


(FIES stands for Special Prisoner’s 
Monitoring File) and is able to totally iso- 
late (prison inside prison) to those clas- 
sified with FIES 1 -direct control, or DERT 
in Catalonia. Those can be kept 23 hours 
a day in a cell, going out for only an hour 
and alone, with communications with the 
outside limited and always controlled 
(read, photocopied, recorded...). This 
situation can last for months or years, 
but it is better to be unaware of that, 
right? But, hey, on Sunđays we’re going 
to see an exhibition about how bad was 
Franco, because now these things doft’t 
happen... or do they? 

No, torture is not like before, at 
least not in such a scale. Now they have 
to be more subtle about leaving marks 
on prisoners since we’re living in Europe 
and thank god (or thank Bush), we live 
in a state of rights and with human rights, 
so we can shout “stop violence”. Those 
who deny that in police station cells 
people are being tortured are the same 
that years ago claimed the non-exist- 
ence of GAL (note: GAL was a counter- 
terrorist force that used straight terror- 
ism against ETA and GRAPO, resulting 
in many killings. It was founded in the 
80’s under the “socialist government” of 
political party PSOE) The same ones 
that think that these are isolated cases 
and that justice wiíl do justice are the 
same that thought that GAL was only 
about "some uncontrolled" people that 
had no ties with the socialist govern- 
ment. Sadly enough those who now suf- 
fer from that are the same that suffered 
them in the transition (to democracy af- 
ter Franco's death) and that suffered 
during dictatorship. The difference lies 
in that now we can talk about the hor- 
rors of dictatorship (we MUST unveil 
them, they say) and so the Generalitat 
(Catalonia s government) can carry the 
flag of historical justice to the 
dictatorship’s victims 

From 1992 to 1998, 1996 torture 
reports were presented, more than half 
of them in Madrid and Basque Country 
against Guardia Civil and Policia 
Nacional, but also against prison offic- 
ers, regional police and city police. Lots 
of these reports end up in nothing, oth- 
ers “are fost” in the court’s archives and 
some of the sentences end up in acquit- 
tances, decorations and promotions 
given in recognition to the counter-ter- 
rorist fight of the officer. 

Tyrants foment diseases like hepa- 
titis or AIDS denying the access to new 
and clean syringes arguing that drugs 
in prison are illegal, and so “no heroin 


exists within prison”, provoking lots of 
new infections every year. Since when 
does illegality and non-existence mean 
the same? Even worse when those who 
accept or carry the biggest quantities of 
drugs are the same police officers, a fact 
that the media censorship is not always 
able to hide, like in the prison of Ponent 
(Lleida) not long ago. 

How many times a prisoner that en- 
ters critical stage of illness is kept inside 
the prison with the pain and lack of the 
medical attention and means that their 
same law guarantees? Sometimes this 
happens until the prisoner is dying and 
is driven to the hospital or straight to 
sorne family’s member house, so he of- 
ficially doesn’t die in state’s hands, thus 
minimizing the numbers of deaths in 
prison? Even so, they can’t hide the 
more than thousand deaths in the 
Catalan prísons during the 90’s, most of 
them due to infectious diseases, but also 
what they call “suicides” and we caít 
state crimes. 

We could go on talking about work 
exploitation, controlled in Catalonia by 
CIRE, where Marta Ferrussola, which is 
the wife of the ex-Catalonia s president 
Jordi Pujol, gets a good profit by paying 
the prisoners fess than 1 euro/hour. 

Or also talking about hidden life- 
long imprisonment that exists due to 
eiimination some imprisonment term re- 
ductions, the extension of maximum im- 
prisonment terms -aiways arguing ''ter- 
rorism". But it’s only a matter of time that 
these things are applied to all prisoners. 
Also about how they continue to ignore 
the laws by not applying them to people 
who have spent in prison more than 20 
years, and so on... Prisons will never be 
social rehabilitation centers, because 
there’s no possible rehabilitation in this 
society; the only alternative we’re given, 
it doesn’t matter in which side of the 
walls you’re in, is submission. Dissi- 
dence and rebellion are, were and will 
always be crimes, since those in power 
are the ones who do the laws to protect 
themselves, and those who fight against 
power was, is and will be repressed, ei- 
ther in democracy or in dictatorship.

Globalization 
and Femicide in 
Ciudad Juárez 

Just across the US - Mexican border from El Paso, 
Texas lies a large urban zone called Ciudad Juárez. Since 
the North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) went 
into effect ten years ago, the city has been referred to by 
neoliberal policy makers as a “successful” model of 
economic globalization. Over 300 foreign owned factories, 
known as maquiladoras, have profited immensely by 
relocating to Juárez, Mexico where they exploit the labor 
of poor young women and take advantage of lax 
environmental laws. Together these companies gross an 
average of $16 billion dollars yearly. These profits have 
come at the cost of the safety of the people living in 
Juárez, particularly the women. 

This epicenter of economic globalization has also 
become a hub for drug trafficking, prostitution, poverty, 
corruption, and horrendous violence against women.The 
establishment of maquiladoras in Juárez marked the 
beginning of over a decade of rape, abductions, and 
murders of hundreds of women. The impunity around 
these violent crimes, has led some to name Ciudad 
Juárez as the “best place in the world to kill a woman and 
get away with it.” 

After NAFTA opened trade barriers between Mexico, 
the US, and Canada in 1994, thousands of US 
manufacturing jobs moved south of the border. Waves of 
poor, young Mexican women began moving north in 
hopes of improving their economic conditions and easing 
the daily task of survival. These women have found that 
the wages earned in the maquiladoras are not enough to 
push them up and out of poverty. Most women work 12-15 
hour shifts and earn an average of $5 dollars a day. 

Young workers are also encouraged to use illegal drugs 
because this is thought to increase productivity. In 
addition to being overworked and underpaid, the women 
are subjected to rr^andatory pregnancy tests. When found

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pregnant, they often lose their jobs. 

Ciudad Juárez was never equipped to handle the 
wave of new workers it received after NAFTA went into 
effect. Shanty towns consisting of cardboard houses line 
the city. Over 12% of the one and a half million people in 
Ciudad Juárez live in these settlements, without access to 
potable water, proper sewage systems, or electricity. This 
is the Ciudad Juárez that neoliberals have named “the 
city of the future,” and a “successful model” of free trade 
policies, of foreign investment and of big corporate profits. 
It is also a place where women, who are not only faced 
with poverty, must confront the daily fear of being raped, 
abducted, and murdered. 

Since 1993, over 370 women have been brutally 
killed in Ciudad Juárez. Over 400 more have disappeared 
and remain missing. According to a recent Amnesty 
International report ( www.web.amnesty.org/library/lndex/ 
ENGAMR41 0272003 ) at least 137 women were sexually 
abused before they were murdered and 75 of the bodies 
found have still not been identified. The majority of the 
women targeted for these heinous crimes are in their 
early teens and twenties. These young women are almost 
always pretty, slender, dark and poor. Many of the women 
suffered weeks of torture before they were killed, some 
had body parts removed, some were burned alive, some 
were gang raped and some were found with ritualistic 
markings on their bodies. Although a number of the 
murdered women were students or worked at other 
locations, sixty percent of them worked at the 



have refused to take simple preventative measures such 
as putting lights in dark factory parking lots where bodies 
have been found. They have also refused to improve 
security in the factories and on factory transportation 
routes. 

The Mexican government and law enforcement 
officials are not any better than the corporations when it

maquiladoras ; many of them disappeared while waiting in 
the dark for buses to take them to and from work. 

Over 80 % of the 300 some maquiladoras are owned 
by U.S. companies. Among those companies with 
factories in Juárez are Ford, General Electric, General 
Motors, RCA, Dupont, and Alcoa . The lives of poor, 
young, women appear meaningless in the eyes of these 
companies who employ them. Corporations deny any sort 
of connection to the epidemic of femicide in Juárez. Many 
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comes to taking responsibility for preventing the 
gruesome violence against women. No efficient actions to 
solve the murders, prosecute those responsible, or put 
the killings to a halt have been taken. Ten years of 
despondency and repetitive blaming of the victims sends 
the message to sex offenders and dangerous criminals 
that it is okay to kill and brutalize young women, and that 
there will be no punishments or repercussions for this 
misogynistic behavior. Because of this impunity, femicides 
similar to those occurring in Ciudad Juárez are being 
seen with escalating frequency in other parts of Mexico. 
Women are now being abducted and murdered in other 
border towns as well as Chihuahua City, the capital of 
Chihuahua State, where Ciudad Juárez is located. 

When asked to explain the rapes, murders, and 
disappearances, many Chihuahua State politicians try to 
excuse the crimes by saying that the women killed were 
prostitutes, or that they had “secret lives.” Women are 
accused of provoking their own rapes and murders 
because of their “provocative dress” or “late night hours.” 
In reference to the situation for women in Juárez , 
Chihuahua State public prosecutor, Arturo Gonzales 
Rascón claimed, “It is hard to go out on the street when it 
is raining and not get wet .” These statements shift the 
blame from offenders to the women, they make violence 
against women look like a “normal” occurance, and they 
silence victims of sexual abuse and make them feel guilty 
and responsible for what they have suffered. Many 
women are forced to be alone after dark because the

shifts at the maquiladoras begin at 5:00 in the morning 
and many end as late as ten o’ clock or midnight. 
Regardless of this, the point is that violence against 
women is altogether unnacceptable, in any time or in any 
place. Every woman should feel safe while out or while 
trying to get from point A to B. Whether she is a 14 year 
old working at an assembly plant, a student, or a 
prostitute, every woman’s life should be valued and 
recognized as equally important. 

When families ask for help from local law 
enforcement officials, they are frequently told to wait 
before investigations are opened and that most likely their 
daughters are only off with boyfriends. Families have 
taken it upon themselves to comb through city parking 
lots, dumpsters, and surrounding deserts in search of 
their daughters, sisters, wives and mothers. If evidence 
such as new information, remnants of clothing, torn 


people of the murders. Most of the scapegoats accused 
of the murders have been beaten and tortured into 
signing false confessions. This was the case with Cynthia 
Kiecker, from Bloomington, Minnesota and her husband 
Ulises Perzabal. The couple, targeted because of their 
unconventional appearance, was falsely implicated forthe 
murder of 16 year old Viviana Rayas. After being dragged 
from their Chihuahua City home on May 29 ,h , 2003 with 
bags over their heads, they suffered days of torture with 
electrical shocks and beatings until they agreed to sign 
pre-typed murder confessions. Their separate 
confessions do not correlate with one another or with any 
of the other evidence in the case. Innocent, and with no 
real evidence against them, Kiecker and Perzabal 
continue to wait in Chihuahua State Prison for the judge 
to make his final decision.The decision could go either 
way. Many people feel the couple was lucky to have 



panties, decaying bones, or hair is discovered, and police 
are contacted, they usually don’t follow up on the leads. 

In October of 2003, the assistant attorney general of 
Chihuahua State, Oscar Valdez Reyes, declared that the 
DNA samples taken from all serial-killing victims in 
between the years of 1 993 and 1 998 “may have been 
lost.” There have been other reports describing how mass 
amounts of evidence and clothing have been burned. On 
several occasions where parents have been called in to 
identify bodies, the bodies bare the clothing of their 
daughters but the skulls and bones end up belonging to 
other women. Many of these signs suggest that police 
have some involvement in these crimes. Why else would 
they continually lose, cover up, or fabricate evidence? 

There are many theories behind the murders, some 
people believe that there is organ trafficking involved and 
some believe that the killings are a part of satanic rituals. 
Many think that it is the drug traffickers, the police, and 
people within the maquiladoras or all of these groups 
working together. What seems to be a general consensus 
is that whoever is committing these crimes has a lot of 
power, money and connections to people placed higher 
up in the strata of a very corrupt legal and political 
system in Chihuahua State. 

Due to increased pressure to find the criminals and 
lack of real evidence, police are now accusing innocent 


gotten a trial, apparently several of the people falsely 
accused in Chihuahua end up sitting in prison for years 
before recieving a trial, that is, if they even get a trial. 

Mothers of the missing women and concerned 
community members have formed small groups and non- 
governmental organizations (NGO’s) in order to seek 
justice for the families, the murdered women, and the 
falsely accused. They hope that one day the real 
perpetrators will be found and that the young women will 
stop disappearing. Working around this issue has not 
been easy for the groups, they are often harassed by 
government and law enforcement; many have been 
threatened with their lives for asking questions and 
demanding justice. Last fall, news came out that 
Chihuahua business leaders were contemplating suing 
the activists groups in Chihuahua for giving Ciudad 
Juárez a bad name by drawing extra attention to the 
murders. Despite these ridiculous allegations and 
dangerous obstacles, many groups, like Nuestras Hijas 
de Regreso a Casa, ( www.geocities.com/ 
pornuestrashijas/ L Justicia Para Nuestras 
Hijas.í espanol. geocities.com/justhijas/ ). and Casa Amiga 
( www.casa-amiga.org L continue to fight for justice in 
Chihuahua. 

International attention around the issue has been 
growing. Amnesty International recently released an 
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extensive report denouncing the femicide and human 
rights abuses in Ciudad Juárez and Chihuahua State. On 
November Ist, 2003, Day of the Dead, there were 
protests in twenty different cities across the planet. 
Groups of people in Several Mexican and US cities, in 
Spain, and in Tokyo, Paris, and Belgrade all united in 
solidarity with the families and activists of Chihuahua 
State. This global demand for justice, and an end to the 
impunity and femicide in Mexico, has nudged Mexican 
politicians to promise that they will take solid action 
against the femicide in Chihuhuahua. Until these 
promises are fulfilled, and the murders cease, this is a 
crucial time to show your support and solidarity for the 
women of Chihuahua State. Now is the time to show your 
concern for the victims of gender-based violence and the 
lack of seriousness around this issue. 

Gender based violence and sexual assualt happens 
in every community, although it is extreme in Chihuahua 
State, it is not just limited to Mexico. Neoliberal plans for 
economic globalization, like NAFTA, contribute to the 
mounting gap between rich and poor. Global capitalism 
increases gender inequality, where women with families 
are often forced to take lower paying jobs out of 
desperation and the need to survive. One must only look 
at the situation in Ciudad Juárez to see how globalization 
contributes to these inequalities. It is time to topple the 
neoliberal regimes that create breeding grounds for 
violence and hatred towards women. Please take action 
to stop free-trade agreements before they start and 
please take action against sexual violence towards 
women. Help to give the women of Ciudad Juarez and 
Chihuahua State a voice in your community...

★ Research the issue and spread awareness about it 
in your area. 

★ Make action leaflets or a zine about the women of 
Juárez or gender violence in general.

WHAT IS NAFTA’S 
CHAPTER 1 1 AND 
HOW DOES IT WORK? 


NAFTA’s Chapter 1 1 is a provision that protects the 
financial gain of foreign investors while doing business 
abroad. Under Chapter 1 1 , foreign corporations have the 
right to sue governments if those governments decide to 
implement any new laws or policies that could interfere 
with the profits being earned in that country. In other 
words, if the Mexican government was to mandate that 
the maquiladoras in Ciudad Juárez increase security and 
take more responsibility for their employees, the foreign 
corporations who own the maquiladoras could turn 
around and sue the Mexican government in a secret 
tribunal (the public would have no knowledge this was 
even happening) under the pretense that the Mexican 
government was hindering their profits. 

NAFTA’S Chapter 1 1 has been responsible for 
awarding millions and millions of federal dollars to rogue 
corporations who sued governments for trying to regulate 
those corporations’ use of toxins that were seriously 
poisoning and contaminating entire communities. This 
“pay the polluter” policy is likely to appear in other free 
trade agreements, such as the FTAA, CAFTA, and PPP, 
which are all modeled after NAFTA despite NAFTA’s 
negative results for the people. These free trade 
agreements give corporations and international financial 
institutions the power to supercede the jurisdiction of 
sovereign governments. They take away money that 
should be spent on the community, and instead put it in 
the hands of greedy investors. More action must be taken 
to stop the FTAA, CAFTA and PPP from going any further, 
from creating more maquiladora zones and from creating 
another Ciudad JuáreZ.

2004 didn’t start very good 
concerning the state of hardcore/punk 
scene in Czech Rep. Just before 
Christmas the Papirna squat in Prague 
got evicted by city authorities. It’s hard to 
say what exactly has happened, because 
the place used to have some contract 
preventing it from eviction, but the sad 
reality is that it happened and that we lost 
one of the best spaces for gigs here. Right 
now Prague suffers from lack of places 
to play - only the 007 Club (where it’s not 
possible to organize gigs during 
weekends, because they are not too 
profitable) and the last squat in Czech - 
Milada (which is pretty small and too far 
away from the city center) remain. 

To add insult to injury, another space 
in the opposite part of the country, VRAH 
Club in Roznov pod Radhostem, is also 
under the threat of eviction. This place is 
run in total DIY way and currently is in 
huge debt (rent, electricity etc). It has to 
be paid back by June and the sum is 
pretty big considering the economic 
situation in Czech (which is even worse 
in the area of Roznov town) — more than 
1 ,600 USD. Several kinds of benefits are 
organized around Czech Rep., but it 
seems it won’t be enough and your help 
is badly needed. 

What’s VRAH Club about? 

Gig place: VRAH started back in 
January 2000 in abandoned agronomical 
high school space (the gig room itself 
used to be a classroom!) and it provides 
a place for gigs of dozens and dozens of 
bands since this date. Probably every 
good Czech and Slovakian hardcore/ 
punk band has played here, but it also 
helped countless foreign bands touring 
through Czech Rep. There’s no space to 
list them all, just couple of names I can 
recall right now: ANTICHRIST, LOST, 
INTENSITY, HARUM SCARUM, 
DISABLE, TRAGEDY, ARTIMUS PYLE, 
BORN DEAD ICONS, FROM ASHES 
RISE, SIN DIOS, PETROGRAD, VIALKA, 
ENDSTAND, SEVERED HEAD OF 
STATE, STRENGTH APPROACH, 
AKURAT, BLACK FIRE, LA FRACTION, 
MANIFESTO JUKEBOX, HERO 
DISHONEST, SOCIAL INSECURITY, 
IMBALANCE, FISKALES AD HOC, 
EXECRADORES, SEGUE, S.A.F., 
ATROCIOUS MADNESS, FORCA 
MACABRA and many, many more. The 
gigs usually took place in a super-friendly 
and wild atmosphere in front of 
enthusiastic crowds. Also they don’t cost 
more than 3 USD to get in, you can buy 
cheap booze inside, spaces for distro- 
tables are always provided. The bands 
are treated extremely well receiving 
decent money, food, sleeping places. To 
put it straight - VRAH is the best place to 
play in Czech Republic and we can’t 
afford to lose it. 
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Recording studio:VRAH also 
provides the space for “Moc Plevele” 
recording studio run by CO-CA and V.V.B. 
guitar player. If you have heard any recent 
recordings of bands like COMPLICITE 
CANDIDE, FESTA DESPRATO, HOMO 
CONSUMENS, VYBOR VEREJNEHO 
BLAHA, AD CALENDAS GRAECAS, 
FOOLOCRACY, PHALLANX, SICHER 
HATE SYSTEM or PSI, they were all 
recorded here. Punk bands from this part 
(North/East part of Czech Rep. - Roznov 
and Vsetin-towns area) are the best in 
Czech in my opinion and this cheap 
analog studio manages to document their 
music pretty well. 

Space for arts, practice place etc. 

Not only gigs take place here. Often you 
can find different exhibitions of non- 
commercial art, video projections or 
regular painting/sculptural courses. Also 
a few local bands do practice here. In 
short it provides the much needed space 
for different kinds of activities for youth in 
an area where you can hardly find any 
options for autonomous action. 


The only income for the VRAH 
comes from the door money (not very 
much considering the fact that the touring 
bands have to be paid as well and the 
entrance is still much cheaper in Czech 
than abroad), drink sales (also not very 
much considering the fact that many 
people come in already pretty shit-faced) 
and from bands practicing there. The 
electricity bills are insane and the rent is 
also pretty high. In the past situations like 
this one already have happened, but now 
{beginning of 2004} it’s much worse than 
before. If you can help, please do it. 
Benefit shows, parties, releases - any 
help is welcomed. If you can’t donate 
money, maybe you should consider 
donating some of your band‘s/label‘s 
releases, which will be sold as 100% 
benefit for VRAH.

Since it’s early days, the punk 
movement has been one of 
“Do It Yourself” rebellion 
against the status quo. It was a 
rebellion against the stagnant 
music industry, who churned out 
predictable albums from one 
“super group” after another for 
mass consumption. Punk also 
had a very deeply political 
message, which rallied against 
the conservative politics of 
the 1970’s. Punk was about 
smashing down the old 
power structures and 
replacing them with something 
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more democratic 
and more socially 
responsible. 

By the late 1 970’s, 
a more politically active 
punk movement began to 
embrace the ideas of 
anarchism and equality in a 
much more serious light. 
This anarcho-punk move- 
ment spread around the 
world and is at the very root 
of what the DIY punk 
movement is today. Obviously 
early examples of anarchist 
and egalitarian 
can be found in the 
of CRASS, Poison Girls, 
Dead Kennedys etc. There are 
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also numerous examples of these politics influencing other punk 
rock institutions and into the pages of its magazines. 
Maximumrockandroll, while not explicitly anarchist, embraced 
many of the politics and ideals and has been published 
continuously since 1983. More bands, collectives, magazines, 
etc. have followed these examples, at least in spirit, if not always 
in practice. 

Yet 25 years later, the punk movement has not come much 
closer to creating true equality within its own circles, let alone brought 
mainstream society to a more egalitarian state. It’s evident that a 
few token lyrics and tired slogans aren’t enough to create true equality 
among the sexes. The lack of follow through from lyrics and slogans 
into every day practice is the key reason for this failure. Coupled 
with this, is the inherent inability of many of the participants in the 
movement to recognize or even understand that a problem exists. 
The punk movement is by and large a male dominated chorus, while 
the female voices are drowned out, ignored, ridiculed, or labelled 
extremist (such as the Riot Grrrl movement of the late 90’s). 

Bands, shows, participants in collectives and spaces have a 
lack of women involved in the decision making processes. When 
women do show up, they have often not been taken seriously; often 
theirviews and ideas are muffled by the long upheld male dominated 
voice of the scene. The rare key woman participant has almost come 
to represent token equality, but in reality this is often not the case. 
Women are often not given credit for their ideas, actions, and labor. 

In the early days of Profane Existence, women in the collective 
fought hard to be taken seriously. The men, had a hard time 
recognizing that they held a position of power, and for many it was 
the first time they had worked with women on a basis of purported 
equality. We have all been brought up in a society where only men 
have important leadership roles and this baggage followed us into 
punk. The men of the collective were forced to unlearn their roles 
and develop ways in which women were allowed equal voice and 
equal participation. We also found that without rigorously keeping to 
the ideals of equality, that things could easily revert to the male 
chorus. 

In other collectives, where male dominance has not been taken 
seriously and addressed, women have become disenchanted, 
ceased participating, and have left. We have heard this complaint 
time and time again from female participants of numerous collective 
organizations (stores, distros, gig spaces, etc.). Who can blame them 
when they are interrupted at meetings, their opinions ignored or 
ridiculed by other members, or are flat out told that they’re not qualified 
to make decisions? 

Even once the sexism was being worked on from within, it 
was still experienced from without. One former collective member at 
Profane Existence hung up the phone on one asshole who ran a 
record label, because he insisted that he only talk with the “guy who 
ran the distro.” This guy just couldn’t believe that the woman who 
answered the phone was equally qualified to answer questions and 
make business decisions. As recently as the PE benefit show in 
November, women played an important role in setting up and running 
the show, but felt they were not equally recognized for their efforts. 

This leads to the wide-spread assumption that men run all of 
the important projects and are more knowledgeable about punk. As 
told by a female volunteer at Extreme Noise Records, on numerous 
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occasions, customers won’t listen to advise on “what is good,” unless 
it came from a male volunteer. Chris from Slug & Lettuce zine has 
had to qualify her name in print as Chris(tine) to stop the assumption 
that she’s male. 

In addition to a lack of recognition and equal participation we 
have fallen short as a movement in the creation of safe spaces. 
Sexist remarks and abusive behaviors such as unwanted physical 
contact and demeaning comments prevail. In fact, they are even 
accepted as normal, just like mainstream society. The meaning 
behind the lyrics and slogans painted on jackets scream a call for 
equality, but in reality they are nothing more than empty promises. 
While we decry the inequalities found in the world, they continue in 
our midst. 

Further, punk has fostered a place that can often be a safe 
place for the abusers. The reason is that they are protected by Iheir 
friendships, accomplishments, scene credibility, not to mention the 
deep mistrust of authorities and the legal system. In addition we 
often lack ability, power, or a unified strategy to enact change against 
such inequalities or behaviors in our own midst. This situation has 
been played out in the pages of punk magazines over and over, 
most recently in the columns of Arwen Curry in MRR and Adrienne 
Droogas in PE. 

At this point, we want to make clear that this is an article about 
sexism, and NOT about or even against sexuality. We here at Profane 
Existence are all for freedom of sexuality, which we promote and 
practice as often as we can! However, sexuality is something to be 
practiced in a consensual, non-exploitative manner that respects the 
rights of all individuals. We have outlined what we feel are a basic 
set of rights for all individuals and are listed in detail later in this 
article. 

Also, we are not trying to say that punk hasn’t made an effort 
to erase sexism from our movement. When you compare punk to 
other genres of modern music (metal, rock, hip hop, etc), we have 
made great strides. However, as a serious social movement, we 
have a long way to go. 

ROOT CAUSES OF SEXISM AND ABUSE 

Sexism can be blamed on the socio-historical reality that men 
maintain a position as the dominant gender.This domination is called 
patriarchy — an artificial relationship of the sexes where males are in 
a dominant role. Throughout most of recorded history men have 
maintained this power in everything from laws, traditions, and plain 
old brute force. Women are treated as second class citizens; it is 
only in very recent history that women have made serious gains in 
the struggle for equality that has been going on for thousands of 
years. 

To this day patriarchy asserts itself in many ways. Men have 
been resistant to give up control and domination. They have a lot to 
lose, in that, achieving equality would mean sharing the other half of 
wealth and power. This resistance has manifested itself in blatant 
forms as recently as the 20th century, for instance denying women 
the right to vote, own property, receive an inheritance, or receive 
equal pay (which still holds true today). 

Today more subtle forms of control perpetuate patriarchy. We 
still continue to live according to biased gender roles. Women as are 
still viewed as sexual objects and as property. Leadership roles are

discouraged, if not in theory then in practice. The lack of females in 
powerful political or business positions is accepted as the norm. 
Even in such things as professional and amateur sports, women 
are relegated to second class participants or placed in a supporting 
role. There has been far less recognition and sponsorship for 
proffessional women’s sports associations and specific sports 
programs for women at universities. The huge disparity between 
male and female graduate students in scientific fields lends credibility 
to arguments that the educational system teaches men and women 
differently, reinforcing these roles from early age. 

Women are still encouraged to assume the role of caretaker 
for children and household and maintain traditional societal visions 
of femininity.They are not encouraged to be the primary bread winner 
and still statistically receive less pay and fewer promotions in the 
work place. This is why it is not surprising to hear stories of women 
who are penalized in the work place for deciding to have children or 
take maternity leave. 

Other more aggressive forms of control and domination 
permeate our society, through both covert and overt verbal and 
physical abuse. Our society has been molded to view women based 
upon their physical appearance and the perceived submissive gender 
role. Women are taught to believe that this is normal. They are led 
to believe that they must maintain a certain appearance based on 
social precedence, this being the repetitive depiction of the so-called 
“perfect” woman free from imperfections: blemishes, body fat, body 
hair, etc. This perpetuates negative body image, low self esteem, 
eating disorders, dieting, and plastic surgery of women trying to 
obtain this notion of beauty. Don’t believe this? Check out the 
propoganda displayed at the checkout counter at the grocery store, 
or on billboards, on television commercials, etc. Our society is 
bombarded with visions of what women are supposed to look like in 
order to be perceived as attractive. 

And women are bombarded with reactions from men who feel 
they have the right to make comments based on physical 
appearance. Whether a woman fits into this so-called version of 
beauty dictated by mainstream society, or not, the fact remains that 
men feel it is ok to publicly comment on a woman’s appearance. 
These demeaning behaviors reinforce this submissive role and can 
be viewed as a type of low-level warfare. The weapons used include 
cat calls, inappropriate looks, comments in public from strangers, 
lewd comments from friends, unwanted advances or attention 
because of dress or appearance. On the other hand, they can be 
used as a put down by commenting on so-called unattractive 
attributes, for example, weight, alternative dress, or even for 
possessing self-confidence.These are daily occurences that women 
endure on the street, in schools, in the workplace, and even at home. 
Regardless of the intention of the comment (whether it be “nice ass” 
or“you’re ugly”), these actions presume that a woman’s appearance 
is up for public discussion and ultimately reinforce demeaning 
behavior. 

The further escalation of control over women by men is in the 
form of physical abuse. Gender roles have already taught men that 
they must be physically strong in order to compete and control. Any 
emotions other than anger are traditionally viewed as a sign of 
weakness in men. Often, they are unprepared for anything but a 
violent response when their domination and/or authority is 
confronted. This escalation is an ingi'ained male response and is 
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documented by federal crime statistics that show that men perpetrate 
almost all violent assaults, whether the victim is male or female. 

Sexual abuse is the oldest tried and true means of asserting 
control and domination.This is NOT strictly defined as forced sexual 
intercourse (rape), but ALL forms of coerced sexual contact or 
exploitation. Almost everybody knows someone that has been a 
victim. Sadly, it continues at an alarming rate and is often not reported. 
Sexual abuse occurs in many forms and levels of aggressiveness 
that vary in degrees, but include unwanted physical advances from 
a stranger, family member, friend or partner, and are often 
accompanied by other acts of physical or emotional abuse. 

At this point, we would like to point out that emotional abuse 
is even more wide-spread than physical or sexual abuse. Emotional 
abuse is another form of control and most often occurs in close, 
personal situations (partners, friends, family, workplace, etc.). If has 
equally damaging results, but in a non-violent means. In the context 
of this primer, the following examples apply (but most certainly are 
not limited to): Ignored your feelings or made fun of them, put down 
women as a group (examples — called them crazy, emotional, stupid, 
weak, or incompetent), constantly criticized and called you names, 
yelled and screamed at you, ignored you in social situations... 
escalating to the level of threats of physical violence, suicide, etc. 

Ultimately, the results of physical, sexual, and emotional abuse 
are detrimental to the victim’s mental and physical well-being.These 
consequences are often life long and life threatening; victims suffer 
from such things as mental anguish, guilt, anger, lack of trust, fear, 
low self esteem, etc. that will affect them for the rest of their lives. 
Many women have suffered further because they have difficulties 
confronting their abusers, who often go unpunished. They cannot 
tell the police due to the well-founded fear that they will not be believed 
or that they will be blamed. 

EFFECTS IN THE PUNK MOVEMENT 

Almost a mirror of general society, the punk movement is 
riddled with the same problems of patriarchy. These range from in 
your face oppression to much more subtle forms of dominance. The 
end result is still the same; the continuation of male dominance and 
perpetuation of inequality. Whether the end result is 
disenfranchisement from the movement, non-allowance to 
participate, or even emotional and physical scars, the end result is 
the creation of victims. Ultimately this has cut our potential community 
participation in half by allowing this activity to continue. 

When confronted with the subject of sexism in the punk 
community, there are those that take the problem seriously and those 
that do not. Those that take it seriously are derided as pc fanatics, 
liars, feminazis, or worse. The other camp often responds — or 
doesn’ — by turning a blind eye to these events. By not confronting 
the reality of these situations, a dangerous silence is created. 
PATRIARCHY DOES EXIST and by being silent about it is a tacit 
show of your support. If you aren’t actively fighting against it, then 
you are helping to maintain it. 

All too often, we see sexist behavior happen within the punk 
community. Language, physical objectification, and unwanted 
advances are only occasionally confronted by women, and almost 
never by men. This lack of confrontation of sexist attitudes and 
behaviors gives the false impression that they should be tolerated. 
Even in mainstream society this should not happen, but confrontation,

should be automatic within our “enlightened” community. 

Punk women are wary of reporting verbal and physical abuse 
and rape to “authority” figures, but are also just as wary to voice it 
amongst their peers. When they do speak up, they are not believed 
or supported. Further, they may be ostracized or ridiculed, especially 
if the attacker is well known (for example, is in a popular band or 
project). There have been numerous incidences of abuse and rape 
in the punk community, commited by punks, who continue to get 
away with their actions. We have proven ourselves to be ill-equipped 
to handle this, although there are real victims whose lives have been 
forever altered because of these events. 

People who have spoken out against their attackers have been 
dealt such a backlash that they have ended friendships, dropped 
out of the punk scene, or moved to other cities. Why would women 
want to participate, when it’s own ranks perpetuate unsafe 
environments and blame the victims? Why would anyone that claims 
to strive for equality of the sexes? 

For years, people have been excusing such behavior with lame 
explanations such as “We were drunk”, “We were young”, etc. Many 
of these people are still around today and some enjoy positions of 
respect in the punk community. Meanwhile, victims suffer long lasting 
effects, further hurt by the calloused attitudes of denial by others in 
the punk movement. 

As Adrienne wrote in her last column in Profane Existence, 
“There are men in the punk scene that I know who have sexually 
assaulted women.There’s the guy in the band that tearfully told me 
about how he had drunken sex with a girl in a front yard and she was 
crying and obviously not into it and he did it anyway. There’s the guy 
who’s all over MTV who told me about how he used to get girls wasted 
drunk and then fuck them. Or the guy who runs the record label who 
took my friend home when she was drunk and even when she said 
no to him over and over again, still forced her. She graphically 
described to me how she was saying no while he was forcing his 
way inside her body. These are men in bands that you would 
recognize in a heartbeat. Men that are high profile and respected in 
the punk scene. Men that write for the fanzines that you read. All of 
these events that were shared with me happened many, many years 
ago and a couple of the men expressed deep remorse, regret, and 
guilt over what happened. So is that a reason to keep silent? Will 
these men be banned from the punk scene and made to suffer as 
the women they assaulted suffered? As far as I can tell from all the 
times that issue has come up within the punk scene, no. No, they 
will not suffer. No, they will not pay a price. No, they will not lose any 
of their esteem and worth within the punk scene. No, they will not be 
ostracized and punished.” 


PUNKS FIGHT BACK 

The real weakness of the punk movement’s efforts to fight 
against inequality is its decentralized nature.The lack of any kind of 
movement-wide authority to hold abusers accountable for their 
actions has meant that they can continue to get away with it. This is 
not an advocation in any means toward creating any kind of punk 
policing institutions or governing body. Instead, a tactic for confronting 
sexism and abuse should be tailor made to fit the movement. To do 
this, empowerment for fighting back against sexism and patriarchy 
must be made on the basest level on up: individual -» collective -» 
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movement. 

For simplicity’s sake, we’ve broken down what we feel are 
basic fundamental rights and responsibilities aimed at individual 
empowerment: 

★ Respect for self and others. 

★ Responsibility and accountability for one’s actions. 

★ Commitment to work across gender lines against sexism 
and towards equality. 

★ Creating safe places and respecting women’s only spaces 
and events. 

★ Raising a voice against sexism and abuse. 

★ Self-defense, defense of safe spaces, and each other. 

★ Recognize that the fight against sexism is a part of an overall 
struggle against tyranny which also includes racism, 
homophobia, etc. 

1. Respect yourself and others: 

We must treat ourselves and others as we would want other 
people to treat us. Respect other people’s wishes in regards to 
comfort level. We must not place others in situations that we would 
not like to be in ourselves. Threats or physical violence are not 
acceptable means of forcing our wills onto others. No means no. 

Respect should also be given when women speak out on 
sexism and sexist situations. This should also include respecting 
the voice of the victim. If a victim makes a public accusation about 
sexist behavior, abuse, or rape, they should be taken seriously. 

2. Responsibility and Accountability: 

Each one of us is responsible for our individual actions and 
their implications. Each of us must be held accountable for the 
situations we create and perpetuate. Each of us is responsible to 
our peers as well as ourselves. We all should be willing to accept 
criticism and critique and take actions to improve. We should be 
responsible in letting others know when they are crossing boundaries. 
Similarly, we will be held accountable for not being responsible in 
our interaction toward others. 

3. Working together across gender lines against sexism and 
toward equality: 

We need to accept the fact that the whole community, men 
and women, are negatively impacted by the effects of sexism. 
Therefore, it is the responsibility of both men and women to take 
these issues seriously and strive to eliminate them. We must 
acknowledge male privilege and help create situations where women 
feel safe and are allowed equal participation. 

There are numerous means in which to establish sexism-free 
environments (groups, collectives, etc.) that have been proven 
effective. First and foremost is the idea of direct democracy where 
all participants have equal voice. To ensure democracy, regular 
meetings should be held where all members are allowed to 
participate. Within these meetings, there are certain tools that can 
be used to ensure that the democratic process prevails.These include 
Robert’s Rules of Order or similarly, using moderators and agendas 
for facilitating discussions, self-facilitation, establishing, posting, and 
distributing collective guidelines for acceptable behavior, regularly

4. Create safe (sexism and abuse-free) 
places: 

As individuals and as a 
community we should strive to 
create and maintain spaces 
that are free from 
discrimination. This 
includes public spaces 
such as live shows, 
infoshops, venues, 
and collectives. 

Appropriate declarations of 
sexism-free environments should 
be made and/ or posted. 

Women’s-only spaces should be 
respected by men. There have been 
instances that have justified the 
creation of women’s, only spaces, 
for example, due to safety reasons, 
meetings amongst women dealing 
with defense against patriarchy. 
Ultimately, as an oppressed class, 
women have the right to self 
determination and to self- 
organization. Men should 
respect the rights of women to 
declare such spaces and to 
take control of their own lives. 
This should not be looked at as 
an attempt to create barriers, or 
not working across gender lines. 
Rather, it should be looked at as 
a method of empowerment for 
women and equal rights. 

The same guidelines as 
used in public spaces should be 
applied at home as well. Domestic 
abuse must not be tolerated; if the 
home is not safe, what is? As a 
community, we are responsible for 
the well-being of all of our 
community members. We should 
hold accountable those who 
commit abuse behind closed 
doors the same way in which we 
hold them accountable in public. 

5. Right to raise a voice against 
sexism: 

Individuals who experience sexism 
or sexual abuse should feel empowered to 
speak out against/about it without fear of 
retribution. Serious accusations deserve 
serious response and a sincere audience. To 
do otherwise reinforces and perpetuates sexism 
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in the punk community. 

We as a community should take action when these situations 
and incidences occur. Our first line of defense is mutual support from 
our friends and relations. Safe places within the community should be 
available for meetings, discussions, and the planning of problem- 
solving strategies. These situations are unique and require action as 
determined by circumstances, but methods include public forums, 
educational campaigns, use of our own media outlets (i.e. message 
boards, magazines) to publicize and educate. 

Smear campaigns against the accuser/victim must not be 
tolerated. Only when the victim feels that their accusation will be taken 
seriously will they feel able to step forward against the accused. 
Therefore, it must be given that they will be taken seriously and those 
not taking such accusations seriously stand in the way of equality and 
justice. 

6. Right to defend selves, safe places, and each other: 

Each of us as individuals have the right to defend ourselves, our friends 
and our safe spaces against sexism in any form. This includes 
confronting sexist language, behaviors, or actions. Self-defense 
includes verbal confrontation, expulsion from events, or physical 
defense when needed. 

The right to self-defense is meaningless unless it is exercised. 
We must get into the habit of confronting and defending ourselves, 
friends, and safe spaces. An integral part of self-defense is preparation 
and readiness. Personal self-defense classes are highly 
recommended, as are creation of affinity groups or networks to deal 
with situations as they arise. 

In addition, we must be ready to defend other people against 
sexism and abuse. One example would be helping vulnerable or 
intoxicated individuals get home or find a safe place (don’t leave your 
friend passed out on a couch at a party!). Another would be to help 
friends out of abusive relationships and be supportive in their efforts 
to leave (30% of women murdered in the U.S. are killed by intimate 
partners). 

7. A broader struggle: 

We must recognize that the fight against sexism is a part of an 
overall struggle against tyranny which also includes racism, 
homophobia, etc.This is all part of a greater struggle against hierarchy 
and all forms of domination and oppression. 

CONCLUSION 

Equality is not a mere slogan — it is a commitment. This 
commitment will only work when we uphold it and practice it in theory 
and practice it in our everyday lives. When we work toward achieving 
this within the punk movement, we will also be working towards 
achieving equality and combatting sexism in mainstream society. 

This is an ongoing process that must continue to prevent 
backsliding into old habits. It is also essential that new members of 
our community be educated in not only the reasons but methods for 
fighting patriarchy, sexism, and sexual assault. 

If each of us uses these tactics in our everyday lives, it will 
allow all of us a voice and a means to confront sexism (and other 
forms of oppression). These are a fundamental set of rights for 
everyone, movement wide. A general sense of respect for one another 
will strengthen our internal community, and provide a means to 
seriously start fighting back against oppression. ★

Anarchy = Equality 
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FREE SHERMAN AUSTIN! 

STATE JAILS ANARCHIST WEBMASTER OF RAISETHEFIST.COM 


On January 24, 2002, officers from the FBI 
Joint Terrorism Task Force, Los Angeles 
Police Department, and the Los Angeles 
Sheriff’s Department surrounded Sherman 
Austin’s house with machine guns, entered 
his home, and went straight to his room. 
Once inside, they began ripping through 
his belongings; taking his books, his po- 
litical posters, and finally dismantling his 
computers which were immediately taken 
outside, had the information downloaded 
to government servers, and then confis- 
cated. And then they left; his room torn 
apart and the life of his family and friends 
turned upside down. They left and he was 
charged with nothing! 

Three days later Sherman drove 
3000 miles to New York to participate in a 
peaceful demonstration against the poli- 
cies of the World Bank and IMF. Standing 
in Columbus Circle, as the march was 
beginning, he was surrounded, this time 
by 20 police officers, and arrested. He was 
jaiied an interrogated without the pres- 
ence of a lawyer for 30 hours. While in- 
side, he was asked over and over again if 
he was a terrorist and if he belonged to 
any terrorist organizations. He was re- 
leased without being charged. 

Thirty minutes after he had been re- 
leased, and was waiting at the courthouse 
for a ride, he was surrounded again, this 
time by six FBI agents, and arrested. He 
was grabbed by his neck, thrown into 
a black SUV, and taken to a federal 
building where he was placed in a maxi - 
mum security jaii and held for 1 1 days. 
He was taken out of prison in New York, 
and moved to Oklahoma, where he was 
put in a federal jail for 2 more days. 

At this point you might be asking... 
what was his crime? Was he a mur- 
derer? Had he broken any laws ? Or was 
it that he was a young, black, PEACE- 
FUL activist who refused to be silent? 

Sherman ran a website from his own 
server in his bedroom called 
RaisetheFist.com. It hosted information 
about all kinds of topics, dealing with ev- 
erything from challenging racism and po- 
lice brutality, to giving voice to those en- 
gaged in a movement to challenge corpo- 
rate globalization. The server also hosted 
other sites, some of them linked to 
RaisetheFist.com. One of these sites, 
authored and posted by someone other 
than Sherman, contained information 
about explosives. Yet it was Sherman, six 
months after the initial raid on his home 
and being arrested twice, who was finally 
charged with distribution of material re- 
lated to explosives with the intent that 
they be used to further a federal crime 
ofviolence, namely arson. He was pres- 
sured, after being threatened with a ter- 
rorist enhancement which could have 



added 20 years to his sentence if found 
guilty, and finally signed a plea agreement. 

He was sentenced to one year in 
a federal penitentiary for having a link 
to a site which he himself did not au- 
thor, post, or politically endorse, con- 
taining information that could be found 
anywhere... ANYWHERE! It could be 
found in libraries, it could be found in book- 
stores, it could be found on internet book 
distributors like Amazon.com. 

This case is not about the distribu- 
tion of information, and it is not about the 
internet. It is clearly an example of a sys- 
tem trying to intimidate, to make an ex- 
ample out of an outspoken activist and a 
strong organizer. The judge himself said 
in a hearing on June 30, 2003, “Isn’t there 
another part to sentencing other than 
customizing a sentence to what is pre - 
dictable about the future conduct of this 
defendant? Isn’t there a deterrence? 
You think thatgiving this sentence, this 
defendant, four months or a month is 
supposed to be a deterrence to some 
other revolutionary who wants to 
change the world according to his or 
her own views... This is a case that has 
national, international overtones. ” 

This is a glaring example of the level 
of hypocrisy that not only runs right through 
Sherman’s case, but it is also weaving its 
way into the fabric of our everyday lives. 
It’s an example of the vicious and repres- 
sive political climate setinto motion by the 
Bush administration in the aftermath of 
September llth; a climate in which the 
right wing violence ofthe state, forexample 
the illegal bombing and occupation of Iraq, 
is sanctioned in the name of building de- 
mocracy, while simultaneously they de- 
stroy it right here at home. It is in this cli- 
mate where blind obedience and buying 
things are equated to patriotism, when be- 
ing Muslim is to be considered a suspect, 
and being a Black, free-thinking, righteous 
anarchist is equated with being a violent 
criminal. 


All of this doesn’t even begin to 
speak to the unjust suffering imposed upon 
his family and friends; the fear, the harass- 
ment, the humiliation, the intimidation, the 
longing, the loss, and the pain which no 
words can describe. 

It is time to let this government 
know they are not going to silence 
Sherman or keep his case in isolation! 
They thought they could railroad him 
so long as it was kept from public view. 
Word travels fast, and with some dili - 
gence and some struggle, justice won ’t 
be far behind!

This will be a new section featured in each issue of Profane Existence, part of a larger project that was 
started near the end of 2003. The goal is to publish a compilation of essays, stories, poems, artwork, etc. created 
by current or former prisoners, having to do with all aspects of the experience of incarceration. The product will 
be a book assembled and printed for sale, with any proceeds going to projects that support our comrades, family 
and friends behind bars. The book will continue as planned, but now an additional outlet has been opened 
resulting in having a small portion of the submissions being featured in each issue of PE. The goal of both 
projects is to first and foremost, give incarcerated men and women an opportunity to convey a voice and share 
a world of emotions, experience and realities that may not necessarily be heard otherwise. Another purpose is to 
build bridges and solidarity in the larger community, giving support to those in need while simultaneously helping 
raise awareness of the implications of incarceration. 

All too often, victims of the INjustice system are shuffled away out of sight, only to get sucked into a 
world of isolation, violence and destruction. Many are then forgotten about and become just another faceless 
number in a vast abyss created for those whom most of society has written off as monsters . It is time to hold the 
true criminals accountable; the rich lawyers, the filthy judges, the abusive correctional pigs, the apathetic 
prison doctors and the like for their perpetuation of the horrors around us. Prison is the ultimate enemy of 
freedom and reformation, crushing the will, self-responsibility, or individuality of those lying in the belly of the 
beast of the state. A life devoid of healthy human interaction or access to constructive tools of learning and 
activity, rather, having to spend the majority of the day either laying in a tiny room, immersed in degrading cheap 
labor, or sitting through ineffective generic rehab programs, is really no life at all. Moments in the chow hall or 
in the recreation areas are plagued with violence, segregation, hate and abuse to which a blind eye is almost 
always most certainly turned. How can it then be expected that those lucky enough to make it out of prison will 
emerge renewed and optimistic about society and be able to live or even cope after being shit on day after day? 

With the help of many wonderful, talented, intelligent, funny and strong people, this project has really 
taken off. I have gotten many responses so farfrom my initial contacts, and am looking to get in touch with more 
people. Please, if you are a prisoner, have been at one point, or have something to share, consider contributing 
and talking to your comrades about the project. Of particular interest are testimonies of what life is like inside 
prison, your experience with the justice system , perspectives on incarceration, capital punishment, and the 
politics involved, and pieces that bring feelíngs of human emotion that we all can relate to. Please indicate 
whether or not you would like your contact information printed, and if so, the preferred address. I can be con- 
tacted at the address below by anyone who may want to help. 

As of right now, Profane Existence will continue to be sent free of charge to prisoners. However, with 
the new format, the mailing cost of doing so has increased quite a bit.

I would like to thank Tricksterl , Ed Bored, and Joe Wheeler not only for their contributions, but also for being just way too fucking cool. 
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Well, l’ve been locked away 
here in Texas for two years 
with five left, and it looks 
like l’ll be doing every day 
of it once again. 


They call this the justice 
system, but justice for 
whom? No, this is a fuck’n 
hate factory, an enterprise 
in warehousing human 
beings...this is fuck’n hell. 

This system makes, kills, 
and breaks. Sometimes 
this system will lead you 
into taking your own life, 
like my homeboy Shane 
Parks did in juvenile back 
in Everett, Washington. I’ve 
watched youngsters take 
flying leaps off high places 
like they were some kind of 
bird. I’ve seen motherfuck- 
ers stabbed over and over, 
raped over and over ‘til 
they liked it, l’ve seen the 
after effects of doing 20 
flat, how their body starts 
to deteriorate and they 
spend their last days in misery, l’ve ate out of brown bags while we waited for them to kill 
somebody. I’ve been hit with their batons, gassed ‘til I glowed orange, hit with an electri- 
cal shield that makes you piss yourself, beaten down in racial riots. I know what it’s like 
to not see the sun for a year, and worst of all I know what it feels like to have love taken 
away from you. 


Nowadays I spend 22 hours a day in the cell with a broken heart and a painful memory 
waiting to do it all again. I sure miss traveling, riding out in the middle of nowhere...no 
laws, no fences, passing around a space bag amongst friends, going to shows, sleeping 
wherever, my fuck’n dog, whisky, hoodies, and mohawks. 


Now this! I just want to fucking explode, but no...if I was gonna do that it would’ve been 
a long time ago...l’m stuck with the burden of living, to witness the construction of the 
road of destruction. 


As I squat here by my cell door in the late hours of the night, I chant a song by GG Allen, 
it goes like this: “Fuck authority, fuck authority, kill the president and society...” That’s 
all I remember, but that’s enough.

I tell you it’s one hell of a ride through a system that promotes 
universal hatred.Yes, I am talking about living in a prison here inTexas. 
There is no rehabilitation in prison. It’s as if by no choice you are what 
you’re around. IVIajority rules a lot. The mentality here is ludicrous. It is 
‘Lex talinos’ the law of the jungle. Being a young white man, one has 
trouble the instant the doors slam behind. They say “kind run with 
kind” in here. I don’t know that anybody in here are my kind. 

Anyway, for some reason, it’s the rule of law that everyone 
who comes in here gets the warm welcome of either fighting, paying 
protection, or subjecting themselves to some degree of sexual servi- 
tude. I personally don’t understand it at all. People just can’t leave 
well-enough alone. There is an exception if you are a gang member of 
some kind. There’s many of them in here and l’m not one of them. So 
that means I had to choose. Normally if you fight and win or lose, you’re 
considered a man as long as you fight back. White test or check white 
and so on. Suppose to be that way at least. Oh, and if you try alerting 
the authorities, they simply refuse to do anything for you, unless of 
course you give them information like who gang members are, who’s 
got drugs, tobacco, etc. They will help you only then, and once you 
stop giving them information, they go and inform all the people you 
gave up that you were responsible for their trouble, and they put you 
amongst them or where you will be reached by them, so most don’t 
choose that option. 

I chose to fight a black Crip gang member.The so called white 
gangs here pay others to test people as they did in my case. Well, I lost 
the stupid punching match and I lived through it. Sadly enough, the 
very next day I had a visit from a close friend and she just loved the 
cuts and black eye I had. Well, I entertained somebody enough evi- 
dently, but there was a horrible drawback to “proving” myself to some 
other men (did I say men?). The drawback is that I contracted hepati- 
tis-C from that bloody fight. By showing these stupid people I can get 
beat up on, I now have a non-curable fatal disease, one which TDC 
refuses to treat unless you’re basically, well, bad...real bad. I got this 
disease which is destroying my liver every day and they refuse me 
treatment, even when I informed them that l’d pay for it myself. So now 
l’ve been down here 4 years on a 12 year robbery charge that I was 
wrongly convicted of, and now I may just have a death sentence...HCV.

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■ NTRO: 


Politics are something that l’ve 
focused on for a long time now. Not 
because it interests me although I 
have to admit, it does. But ultimately 
I ve focused on politics out of 
feelings of necessity, urgency and 
discontent. The desire to try and 
make some kind of difference or 
bring about change, no matter how 
small. Obviously significant change 
is what most of us hope for but high 
expectations cannot only be 
unrealistic but they can also be self- 
defeating, effecting out motivation 
when change is slow in occurring. 
It’s easy to burn out, give up, become 
complacent and apathetic when we 
don’t see results, when we feel like 
our efforts have been in vain. But 
when we let these feelings of 
powerlessness diminish our efforts 
that’s when those in power have 
truly conquered us. All of us 
committed in our efforts to bring 
about change have to find balance. 
The balance that prevents us from 
submerging ourselves into what 
we’re fighting against to the point 
where it overwhelms us. The point 
where it affects our ability to work 
effectively, focus on anything else or 
simply enjoy life. I’m still working on 
finding this balance so I won’t 
pretend like I can offer any insight 
into this. What I have learned over 
the years though is to utilize your 
own talents, whatever they are. Not 
all of us are going to excel in the 
same areas. So the key seems to be 
for each of us to figure out where 
we’re most effective but also what 
we each enjoy. It stands to reason 
that if we focus our efforts in an area 
that genuinely interests us or we 
actually enjoy then we won’t burn 
out as easily. We’ll then be that much 
more effective in the long term in 
utilizing our strengths, trying to work 
to actually create change. I’ve 
discovered over the years where my 
strengths and weaknesses lie. It’s 
been a lot of trial and error on my 
part that have helped me find where, 

I believe, I can be most useful. So I 
have dedicated myself mostly to 
these areas. That’s not to say that I 
feel like I should neglect other areas 
that I feel are very important, 
especially in regards to activism. I 
believe that activism, the power of 
protest and direct action are of 
extreme importance. It’s in this 



capacity that we’re able to directly 
confront our adversaries and I 
believe that it’s in this area that we 
have the potential to accomplish the 
most significant results. But I also 
feel like it’s very important to work 
within our own community of 
likeminded groups and individuals 
because it’s this environment where 
we can support one another and also 
accomplish a tremendous amount. 
I’ve been focusing on conveying my 
political message through music, 
writing and art. This is where, I 
believe, my strengths lie. I’ve been 
interested in trying to compile some 
of my writings and art and I asked 
Dan at Profane here if they’d be 
interested in helping me get a book 
together.

What happens when a nation ignores 
the U.N.? What happens when a nation 
refuses to honor international treaties? 
What happens when a nation 
stockpiles weapons of mass 
destruction? That depends on what 
nation it is. If it’s the United States of 
America then the nation starts an 
illegal, immoral and unjust war against 
a sovereign nation that just happens 
to have the second largest oil supply 
in the world. The Bush regime is 
guilty of everything that they 
accuse Saddam Hussein’s 
regime of. Every bit of rhetoric 
that Bush uses to try and 
convince us that Saddam 
Hussein is evil can be used to 
also describe his own 
administration and this country. 

I have yet to see anyone in 
this country who is against the 
wardefend Saddam Hussein.We 
know Saddam Hussein is a tyrant, 
that is not the point. The point is 
that the U.N. weapons 
inspections were working. The 
point is that Iraq was being 
disarmed without the loss of life. 

The point is that Iraq poses 
absolutely no threat to this 
country no matter how much 
falsified evidence Secretary of 
State Colin Powell presented to 
the U.N. that suggests otherwise. 
There is no link between Al Quida 
and Saddam Hussein. The point 
is that the American government 
cannot be trusted to bring democracy 
to the Iraqi people. 

For those people who believe that 
our country has gone to war to bring 
democracy to the people of Iraq just 
take a look at the American 
governments aversion to democracies 
in the last fifty years or so. The 
American government backed a 
military coup in 1949 to depose the 
elected government of Syria. The 
American government overthrew the 
freely elected, democratic government 
of Guatemala and blocked free 
elections in Vietnam in the 1 950’s. The 
American government undermined 
democracy in the Congo and Brazil in 
the 1960’s.The American government 
backed a coup by the Ba’ath party 
(Saddam Hussein’s party) in 1963.The 
American government helped to 
overthrow democracy in Chile in the 
1970’s. The American government 


supported the brutal authoritarian rule 
of Suharto and Indonesia’s brutal policy 
at oppressing the people of EastTimor 
in the 1990’s. These are just a few 
instances.. 

How far have things gone when 
empty rhetoric seems to triumph over 
reality time and time again? How has 
the American public gone from being 
largely against a unilateral war to 
strongly supporting it? Why do people 
feel the need to support an illegal war 
for the sake of showing American 
soldiers their support? I can’t, in good 


conscience, bring myself tosupporting 
American troops in a war of 
aggression. I support bringing them 
home safe, alive and without becoming 
murderers in the process. Just like I 
support the Iraqi people and their right 
to exist. Are we as Americans under 
obligation to support American soldiers 
regardless of what they’re doing in 
another country? To say, “well they’re 
just doing their jobs” and “defending 
our country” so I support them even 
though they’re killing innocent people. 
Was it morally justified for German 
citizens to “support the troops” during 
World War 2? 

The way the Bush regime has 
been conducting themselves 
domestically and internationally has 
been the epitome of American 
arrogance. Bush has pulled out of 
important international treaties such as 
ABM, Kyoto, refused to participate in 


the international court and ignored the 
will of the U.N. Not to mention that we 
have the largest stockpile of weapons 
of mass destruction in the entire world. 
So where does this country get the 
moral authority to judge, condemn and 
police countries such as Iraq and North 
Korea? It makes me sick to see George 
W. Bush playing the concerned 
defender of freedom and the 
oppressed. Heartbroken for the poor 
Kurds that Saddam Hussein gassed to 
death. As much as I agree that this was 
indeed a tragedy the part that enrages 
me most, the part that our 
government and the American 
media seem to conveniently leave 
out every time, is that when 
Saddam Hussein gassed these 
poor people to death, in 1 988, he 
was our ally. He had the backing 
of Washington. The American 
government not only supplied 
Saddam Hussein with the means 
to carry out this atrocity, they 
initially tried to cover it up and 
when that didn’t work they tried 
to blame it on the Iranians (who 
we were also secretly arming). 
But I somehow don’t think that 
George W. Bush’s father George 
sr. is going to get caught up in the 
war against terrorism net for 
helping to arm Iraq’s ruthless 
dictator. I don’t think that Ronald 
Reagan is going to be prosecuted 
for aiding terrorists. Or that 
Donald Rumsfeld (who profited 
more than anyone else by arming 
Saddam Hussein) is going to 
have his finances examined or his 
funds seized. All of these dangerous 
weapons that Iraq may or may not still 
possess came from first world nations, 
mostly the U.S. I’ve been hearing 
reports now about how Iraqi troops 
have been fighting American and 
British troops with some Russian, 
French and German technology. 
Someone recently asked me if I 
thought that this was the reason why 
those nations were unwilling to back 
the Bush regime. I feel very confident 
in saying that had Russia, France and 
Germany gone to war these stories 
would somehow fail to reach us. Just 
like we won’t be hearing any stories 
about how American and British 
soldiers are being killed by weapons 
that people like George Bush sr. (like 
father like son, Prescott Bush made his 
family’s fortune by selling arms to the 
Nazis during World War 2) and Vice

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president Dick Cheney (then sec. of 
state) profited from by putting in the 
hands of Saddam Hussein. Or how 
every one of us paid to arm Saddam 
Hussein with the weapons that are now 
being used against our own troops. We 
have no say whatsoever about our 
governments arming of ruthless 
dictators, just like we apparently have 
no say whether we go to war. And 
people naively believe that we’re still 
living in a democracy. The Bush regime 
has ignored the will of the American 
people and the rest of the world and 
taken us to war. And instead of people 
being outraged and trying to remove 
this regime people are lining up behind 
it. Are people so easily 
manipulated that they’ve 
been convinced by the 
dumbest leader in 
American history that this 
war is really in our best 
interests? That this is a 
war to protect us from 
evil? That this is a war to 
free the Iraqi people? And 
if people really believe 
that this is a just war and 
a righteous struggle then 
why do the supporters of 
this war have such an 
extreme stand against 
anyone who doesn’t 
support this war? Is there 
some underlying guilt in 
their hearts? You would 
think that if they really 
believed that this was such a just cause 
then they wouldn’t be so threatened by 
a differing opinion. That they’d feel 
secure enough in their own beliefs that 
they’d be able to tolerate someone 
else’s. It seems like Americans would 
prefer to remain ignorant, turn a blind 
eye to what’s really happening rather 
than face what this country’s become. 
This country is now viewed by the 
majority of the world, including our 
long-standing allies, as the biggest 
threat to world peace and world 
stability. Which as the Bush regime has 
now proved, it is. America is looked at 
as an absolute tyrant, the world’s sole 
superpower and the most oppressive 
regime in the world. A nation driven by 
money, greed, and the arrogant attitude 
that we’re above all others. That we 
can do whatever we want in this world 
and as long as we flex our muscles no 
one will confront us. 

But what is going to be the cost 
of our actions? World sympathy, for the 


most part, was with America after 9-1 1 
but the way the Bush regime has 
exploited that tragedy and alienated the 
rest of the world has left us with 
practically no allies. The “coalition of 
the willing” is more like the coalition of 
the coerced and bribed according to 
many analysts. As time goes on and 
we’ll continue to find ourselves more 
and more isolated by our actions. 
Unable to count on support or help from 
anyone when and if we’re attacked 
again. Anti-American sentime*it is 
spinning out of control, the number of 
people willing to lay down their lives to 
kill Americans by any means necessary 
grows with every oppressive move this 


country makes. How can a country, 
even with our military superiority, filled 
with the most selfish, self-indulgent 
people on the face of the earth win 
against people who are willing to make 
that ultimate sacrifice? We can’t and 
we won’t. I believe that the Bush 
regime will win the war in Iraq, but 
occupying the country long term to 
bleed the oil wells dry will be a much 
more difficult task. With our list of 
enemies growing how can this country 
commit huge numbers of troops to 
occupy a country when chances are 
that the Bush regime will soon be at 
war elsewhere? North Korea, Iran or 
Syria most likely. This whole issue of 
countries developing weapons of mass 
destruction will also continue as long 
as the country with the most weapons 
of mass destruction leads by the 
example that might makes right. 
Countries like North Korea will continue 
to pursue nuclear weapons as a 
deterrent to keep American imperialism ’ 


at bay. And can you blame them? This 
country has chosen to use it’s military 
might not to preserve peace in the 
world but to act as aggressors. 

Forthose people who believe that 
this invasion in Iraq is something that 
was spawned by the war on terror 
consider this. Were you aware that the 
PNAC (Project for the New American 
Century) which was founded in 1997 
and included supporters such as Dick 
Cheney, Donald Rumsfeld and Paul 
Wolfowitz sent open letters to then 
president Bill Clinton and GOP 
congressional leaders. In these letters 
the group called for “the removal of 
Saddam Hussein’s regime of power” 
and a shift toward a 
more assertive U.S. 
policy in the Middle 
East, including the use 
of force if necessary to 
unseat Saddam 
Hussein. And in a 
report before the 2000 
election, the group 
predicted that the shift 
would come about 
slowly, unless there 
was “some 

catastrophic and 
catalyzing event, like a 
new Pearl Harbor.” 
Well needless to say 
after 9-11 the group 
and the Bush regime 
had their “new Pearl 
Harbor” and would use 
it to fuel public support for invading 
Iraq. Of the 18 people who signed the 
letter, 10 are now in the Bush regime 
as well as Cheney, Rumsfeld and 
Wolfowitz. The morning after 9-11, 
before it was even clear who was 
behind the attacks, Donald Rumsfeld 
insisted at a cabinet meeting that 
Saddam Hussein’s Iraq should be “a 
principle target of the first round of 
terrorism,” according to Bush at war by 
Bob Woodward. 

For those people who don’t think 
that this war is about oil consider this: 
Houston based oil company 
Halliburton, less than a week into the 
war, received a $4 billion contract with 
the Bush regime to not only put out the 
fires in the oil wells but to also rebuild 
the oil refineries that have been run 
down by over a decades worth of 
sanctions. Halliburton did not win this 
huge contract by underbidding other 
companies, no other companies were 
considered for this deal or even able 
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to submit bids. So why did Halliburton 
receive such preferential treatment? 
Maybe it has something to do with the 
fact that Vice President Dick Cheney 
served as Halliburton’s CEO from 1995 
to 2000. Now where would anyone 
possibly get the idea that oil has 
anything to do with the drive for 
invading Iraq? We’ve been told that this 
war is a continuation of the war on 
terror, a war to liberate the people of 
Iraq from Saddam Hussein’s 
oppressive regime. Just like we 
liberated the lucky people of 
Afghanistan from the oppressive 
tyranny of the Taliban. Right? If this was 
the case then one could assume that 
the people of Afghanistan were better 
off now then they were before we 
invaded them. But the Post-Taliban 
Afghanistan is basically the same 
nation as it was before our incursion 
except without the law and order. 
Thugs and rapists roam the streets 
unchecked, stonings still continue and 
women remain under burqas. Not to 
mention that the Bush regime had 
promised to rebuild Afghanistan but so 
far not a single house or building has 
been rebuilt with U.S. assistance. 
650,000 Kabuli refugees urged by the 
U.S. to return to Afghanistan are now 
homeless. The one thing that the Bush 
regime has accomplished in 
Afghanistan is the one thing that they 
promised they had no interest in and 
would never do. The $3.2 billion Trans- 
Afghanistan pipeline to carry gas and 
oil from landlocked Turkmenistan, 
Uzbekistan and Kazakhstan to Indian 
Ocean oil tankers is being built 
according to Ted Rall (author of Gas 
War:TheTruth Behind the Occupation 
of Afghanistan). I’m sure the people of 
Afghanistan are very grateful to the 
Bush regime for their noble, selfless 
commitment to bettering their lives and 
bringing democracy to their nation. 

Iraq is just the next nation in line 
to conquer in order for the Bush regime 
to achieve their special interests they 
are after. And in order for them to do 
this they needed to convince the 
American public that these wars were 
in our nations best interest. 

Why is it that after 9-11 when 
anthrax letters started popping up all 
over the place that we immediately 
would always hear the reference to Iraq 
as the likely suspect? A couple of 
reasons, first: the Bush regime was 
desperately trying to find a link to 
terrorism and Iraq that would justify an 


invasion. Second, they know that Iraq 
has anthrax labs. How do they know 
this? Because America not only built 
them the labs but also trained them 
how to manufacture anthrax. And while 
l’m on the subject does anyone else 
find it interesting that somehow Tom 
Daschle, a Democratic Party leader 
and now an outspoken critic of the 
Bush regime’s war, received an anthrax 
letter but no one in the Bush regime 
did? 

Also why is it that these letters 
were all we heard about for weeks until 
they actually figured out that the 
majority of letters, over 300, were not 
sent by international terrorists or Iraq. 
They were sent by Clayton Waagner, 
member of the anti-abortion terrorist 
(though our government refers to them 
as extremists not terrorists) network 
called the Army of God. Thankfully 
these were all hoaxes and not really 
anthrax that he mailed out to Planned 
Parenthood offices and women’s 
health care clinics while he was a 
fugitive from the FBI. Why did the story 
suddenly lose headlines and media 
coverage once it was discovered that 
Clayton Waagner was the culprit? 
Because it was more beneficial to the 
Bush regime if the American public still 
believes that Iraq and terrorists, let me 
rephrase, that international terrorists 
who don’t share the same anti-choice 
views as Bush and attorney general 
John Ashcroft, were responsible for 
trying to spread a deadly disease in this 
country. Just like it’s been beneficial for 
them to convince the American public 
that Saddam Hussein was responsible 
for 9-11, which 50% of Americans 
apparently now believe. 

Americans seem to fear terrorist 
attacks more than anything else even 
though the chances of one of us being 
killed in a terrorist attack have been so 
extremely obscure. But will that change 
now? Has the Bush regime been 
greatly increasing those chances with 
their actions? It’s ironic that the best 
reason many feel is why we should 
invade Iraq was probably the best 
reason why we shouldn’t have, why we 
should’ve pursued diplomatic 
solutions. The best reason in the 
American scheme of things, that is- 
self-preservation. Maybe if George W. 
Bush (George W. Bush because of 
daddy’s influence had the luxury of 
hiding in the Texas National Guard to 
avoid going to Vietnam and “protecting 
his country”) or any of the others in his 


regime had to go to war themselves or 
send their children to “free the Iraqi 
people” we might have seen more of 
an effort made to resolve things 
peacefully. Again self-preservation and 
self interest, the American way of life. 
Only one member of congress (out of 
535 members) has a child in the war. 
Why is it when George W. Bush and 
all the other members of our 
government talk about Americans 
making sacrifices for this country that 
never seems to include themselves. 
They reap the benefits while the rest 
of the country makes the sacrifices. 
Nothing new. I am not willing to give 
my life, my child’s life or the life of 
anyone else on the word of George W. 
Bush. A man who’s been handed a life 
of privilege, who’s gotten by because 
of his family name and has yet to 
accomplish anything on his own. Most 
of us have more in common with the 
poor and working class people of Iraq 
than we do George W. Bush. 

For those people who think that 
the Bush regime actually cares about 
“Iraqi Freedom” just look at the way the 
Bush regime is conducting themselves 
in their own nation. 

We are being led by a regime that 
has done more than any other 
administration in American history to 
take away our guaranteed rights and 
freedoms. How can anyone possibly 
believe that this regime is concerned 
with freeing the Iraqi people while it 
works simultaneously at taking away 
the rights and freedoms of it’s own 
citizens. Of course in this day and age 
of post 9-1 1 America not only has there 
been very little resistance to these 
freedoms being taken away but they’re 
actually applauded in many instances. 
Why? Because we’ve become so 
afraid of the rest of the world and of 
ourselves. The American government 
and the media constantly bombard us 
with fear tactics, designed to keep 
people from resisting the changes that 
they’re enacting. Of course all of these 
new laws under the PATRIOT ACT are 
there only for our own protection and 
would never be used to spy on or 
infringe the rights of law-abiding 
citizens. This is what they tell us 
anyway. We all have to make sacrifices 
in our war against terror, well most of 
us anyway. George W. Bush can still 
have his secrets. 

Bush has issued an executive 
order delaying the release of millions 
ohclassified documents for at least 3 
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years. These documents were to be 
released in April automatically under 
the freedom of information act. This is 
at least the third time that Bush has 
restricted access to information. Bush 
has acted to prevent the release of over 
68,000 documents from the Reagan/ 
Bush years.There is much speculation 
that Bush has done this to not only 
protect his father but also members of 
his own administration that were a part 
of the Reagan/ Bush administrations. 
Bush generated around 33 million new 
secrets in his first year of office but the 
rest of us are entitled to virtually no 
privacy or protection from government 
spying. 

Their tactics of 
choosing sides, “you’re 
either with us or you’re 
with the terrorists” has 
worked wonders for the 
Bush regime. They’ve 
managed to paint anyone 
who is against this 
unilateral war as 
terrorists, or at the very 
least anti-American 
terrorist sympathizers. 

How did we get to the 
point in this country that 
war is seen as patriotic, 
an American tradition and 
peace as anti-American? 

Where a man can be 
arrested for wearing a t- 
shirt that says, “give 
peace a chance” while 
shopping at a mall. Where 
Oregon state senator 
John Minnis (republican 
by the way, big surprise I 
know) writes up and is 
currently trying to pass a 
bill (senate bill 742) 
making anti-war 

protesters able to be tried 
as terrorists, punishable 
by a minimum sentence of 
25 years to life in prison. 

After 9-11 instead of anyone 
addressing the likely reasons why 
anyone would attack us, all we ever 
heard as to a reason was that “they’re 
jealous” of our freedom.” What 
freedom? The last few freedoms that 
we have are being stripped away from 
us while we lock ourselves in our 
homes, cowering in fear from the rest 
of the world. Maybe this is George W. 
Bush’s ingenious plan, take away all 
of our freedoms and they won’t have 
anything to be jealous of. They can’t 


resent us for what we no longer 
possess. 

Well, the good thing that’s been 
happening in this country and around 
the world is that people are starting to 
finally wake up. We hear polls and 
reports everyday about how the 
majority of Americans are behind this 
war. Maybe l’m a pessimist but I don’t 
put too much stock in polls done by the 
American media. I don’t really think that 
FOX news is unbiased nor do I believe 
that they represent the view otthe 
average American. I do think that 
there’s much more opposition out 
there than we think. The very fact that 
we’re seeing efforts to silence the anti- 


war movement being stepped up 
proves that they’re afraid. Afraid of the 
rising numbers of people that see 
through their lies. Afraid that more and 
more people are willing to fight to 
oppose this regimes actions. The 
divisions that are being built in this 
country are not going to disappear the 
minute the war ends. Many people are 
fed up with the actions of this country 
and then there are those people who 
are fed up with those of us who are not 
blindly going along with the way the 
Bush regime is conducting themselves 


in the world. The scary thing is that the 
new standard seems to be that political 
correctness has moved from the left to 
the right in this country. The 
conservatives seem to have the grip 
on what’s politically correct now and 
speaking your mind against the Bush 
regime is not politically correct. What 
is politically correct now is to keep your 
eyes closed and your mouth shut. To 
question the intentions of the Bush 
regime or oppose this war is to be 
labeled as a terrorist and a traitor. 
We’re seeing people’s reluctance to 
speak up against this regime as well 
because of the repercussions. A 
majority of Americans were against this 
war before it started but 
have been unwilling to 
oppose it once it actually 
started or have at least 
been unwilling to voice 
that opposition. Being 
anti-war when there is no 
war and then keeping 
your mouth shut during 
one is what seems to be 
happening here and it’s 
a direct result of the 
pressure being put on 
people to support the 
Bush regime and this 
country during a time of 
crisis. What we need to 
do is confront these 
tactics of the right wing. 
We need to be voicing 
our discontent louder so 
it can’t be ignored. We 
need to put an end to this 
type of mentality and 
apathy that allows people 
like Bush and the rest of 
his cronies to get away 
with the crimes that they 
are getting away with. 
We need to step up our 
efforts because things 
are quickly getting worse 
and worse and they’re making it harder 
and harder for those of us with a 
conscience to stand up for what we 
believe in. We need to expose what’s 
been really going on and use the 
oppressive tactics of this regime as the 
fuel against itself by showing people 
how we’re all being lied to and 
manipulated to line this regimes 
pockets. And most importantly we need 
to have hope, as a close friend told me 
recently, we can’t give up hope 
because when we lose hope then we 
have nothing left.

So now we’re all safer. That’s what 
we’re being told, we’re all safer since 
Saddam Hussein has been captured. No 
longer will Saddam Hussein be able to 
threaten Americans and the rest of the 
world. No longer will he be able to develop 
weapons of mass destruction. No longer 
will he be able to sponsor terrorist 
networks like Al-Quida. Well of course this 
sounds great on the surface but haven’t 
we learned anything this past year? Time 
and time again we’ve learned that the Bush 
administration has lied about anything and 
everything that would help convince 
Americans to go to war. Anything and 
everything that would take the focus off of 
their real agenda. Their reasoning, 
excuses and propaganda are flimsy at 
best, yet it’s been more than enough to 
convince the average American that this 
war was in everyone’s best interest. All the 
while those who are really benefiting from 
this war are the very same people who not 
only aligned themselves with Saddam 
Hussein for years but also built him up and 
made him what he is.

It has been suggested by many 
that the Bush administration had full 
knowledge and repeated warnings by the 
FBI that 9/1 1 was going to happen. That 
in fact the administration was briefed that 
there was a terrorist plot to highjack 
commercial airplanes and crash them into 
New York and Washington D.C. That the 
FBI was aware of suspected terrorists 
enrolled in flight training schools. The FBI 
considered this to be a credible threat and 
of the utmost importance to national 
security. So what did the Bush 
administration do with this knowledge? 
Absolutely nothing. Our fearless leader 
was obviously too busy vacationing, living 
his life of privilege, to lift a finger to protect 
the American people.This is our president. 
Our fearless leader that has sent hundreds 
of American soldiers to their deaths and 
another thousand or so to be maimed in 
Afghanistan and now Iraq. This is our 
leader who has killed more than 3 times 
as many innocent civilians as those who 
died in 9/1 1 . This is our leader who has 
chosen to align himself with the Saudi royal 
family and the bin Laden family. 
Concerned more for the safety and well- 
being of these people in the wake of 9/1 1 
than for his own citizens. Providing safe 
passage for all of these Bush allies out of 
the U.S. before they could be questioned 
by the FBI on the only plane allowed to fly 
over a devastated nation immediately after 
the 9/1 1 attacks. 

The Bush administration has done 
more to cover up the truth about 9/1 1 and 
protect those who may have had a role in 
the attacks than any terrorist network 
could’ve ever hoped to. If Bush is going to 
send Americans to their deaths to defend 
our country, something he was unwilling 
to do himself, then don’t they at least 
deserve to know the truth?

Punk Rock Pancakes 

2 1/2 Cups Unbleached Flour 
2 Tbsp. 

2 Tbsp. Baking powd^f^W^ 

1 Tbsp. Vegetable Oil 

1 tsp. Saft 

2 1/2 Cups Soy Milk ’ 

Mix afl the ingredfents together in a large 
bowl. Let them sit for 5-10 minutes to rise. 
Mix onfy enough to moisten the batter-- 
overmixing will make them tough.

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We are being lied to, and I want to 
know why. Every time I have turned on 
the news this week, it seems to be 
missing something...oh, yeah, it seems 
to be missing newsworthy stories! From 
one event to the next, I sat in awe at the 
lack of appropriate media coverage about 
issues both here and across the world. 
The building of the lce Palace in St. Paul, 
Minnesota? Michael Jackson twenty 
minutes late to his first day in court? The 
Atkin’s diet? THIS is the crap that passes 
for news these days? Why are we being 
sedated with bullshit? Why are important 
issues entirely absent from mainstream 
media? How do we combat this obvious 
attempt to keep certain issues out of 
mainstream media? 

I’d like to address a couple of issues 
that I feel have been left out of 
mainstream media on purpose. I think 
these issues are all extremely important, 
they by no means encompass the entirety 
of topics that have been covered up or 
ignored. Since mainstream media is 
averse to speaking the truth about issues 
involving death, rape, injustice, disease, 
poverty, the right to have an abortion, and 
the overall hatred of America, I raise a 
few here for discussion. 

There is an article about Ciudad 
Juarez in this issue of Profane Existence 
that is well written, researched, and 
informed. It tells of the deaths of almost 
400 women over the past decade, many 
who are working in factories (called 
maquiladoras) run by American (or 
multinational) companies just across the 
border from El Paso, Texas into Mexico. 
These companies, boasting familiar 
names as 3M, Ford, General Motors, 
Avery, and Phillips are overworking these 
women, underpaying them, and ignoring 
the dangers of their job and the risks they 
take on a daily basis to come to and from 
work. In addition to turning a profit on 
sweatshop labor directly south of the 
Texas border, these companies are 
ignoring the very real and very scary fact 
that many of these women are being 
abducted, raped and murdered outside 
their jobs. 370 of them have already been 
murdered, and over 200 more are 
missing. Surprise, surprise...the American 
companies, as well as the Mexican police, 
and the American and Mexican 
governments are doing nothing to stop 
these events from occuring. This is a 
horrendous tragedy, and it has continued 
for far too long now. Doesn’t this scream 
INJUSTICE? How long do the residents 
of Ciudad Juárez have to suffer these 
losses and live in perpetual fear before 
somebody takes action? Why has this 


been going on for ten years and people 
are just starting to hear about it? 

If you are wondering how I came to 
know about the femicides occuring in 
Juárez, Mexico, you can bet I didn’t hear 
of these events from my local paper or 
on the 6 o’clock news. I heard it from 
friends who have become involved in 
solidarity groups and awareness actions 
to spread this story to others and push it 
into the public eye. The news has shied 
away from these events, and the myriad 
reasons why seem all too obvious. A 
decade later, this issue is just starting to 
get some mainstream attention from the 
media. 

I’ve read statistics that state that one 
in three men in South Africa is infected 
with HIV. One in three. How can a disease 
we have found no vaccination or cure for 
be spreading at a such a rapid rate and 
killing of entire parts of society without so 
much as a word from the news? I found 
this statistic buried pages into the 
newspaper, no reference to it on the front 
page, just a small column ten or so pages 
back in a center section of the local paper. 
The American statistics are worse than 
you would imagine as well. I read a 
billboard on a bus that said “1 in every 
250 Americans is infected with HIV. 1 in 
every 500 knows it”. It struck me as quite 
odd that this is a topic that has gotten 
minimal attention, regardless of the fact 
that our statistics have gotten worse, and 
not better, in the past couple years. Why 
aren’t we talking about this virus, this 
disease, that is taking lives far faster than 
we can create a cure? Do people not want 
to be disturbed by illness and death — is 
it easier to pretend that it is no longer a 
problem? 

Thanks to Minnesota NARAL I have 
been regularly informed of the ways in 
which the Bush administration is working 
hard to take away my reproductive rights. 
But there isn’t much discussion about it 
in mainstream media. It almost seems as 
if it has been made to be a secret; behind 
closed doors they work to take away 
women’s rights to choose whether or not 
to bear a child. They won’t tell you about 
the numerous changes that are being 
passed into law, chipping away at 
reproductive freedoms. Again, the 
information I have received on this topic 
is because I have gone out and searched 
for it. 

What is REALLY going on in Iraq? 
We all know that this issue has gotten 
plenty of coverage on local and national 
news. The topic of the war on terror, the 
war on Iraq, has definitely gotten its fair 
share of coverage here in the Sates. But 
I want to know what is really going on. 
What was the war actually about, what 
did/do Iraqi citizens feel about the 
American government forcing a war 
despite worldwide opposition? What 
really happened to Saddam Hussein? 
How much have the upper classes 
benefited from this war, and at what cost 


to the rest of us? Why is there no 
coverage on the local news about how 
many people were opposed to this war, 
or that the entire world hates the United 
States now because we have a president 
that ignored not only UN charters but the 
voices of millions of protesters and went 
ahead in his quest to gain more control 
and money and oil? Why isn’t this 
discussed in the newspapers and news 
broadcasts? 

Does mainstream media think the 
American public is a bunch of fools? Or 
do they purposely omit details and events 
from the public eye in an effort to keep 
Americans uneducated? I am so fucking 
frustrated at the media’s manipulation of 
the public’s awareness! The examples I 
listed above are merely a couple of the 
things that are distorted or omitted entirely 
from the news every day. These barely 
touch the surface, but they happen to be 
a few I know about. Perhaps if each of us 
wrote down and passed along the few 
things we know about that are being held 
from the public eye we could get a better 
sense of what is really going on in the 
world. I am frustrated and angry, but I 
am driven. I want to encourage all of us 
writing, reading, speaking, and creating 
in alternative media to continue to do so, 
to pass along information via zines and 
websites, via pamphlets at shows, in 
music and alternative radio and 
television, in every day conversation. We 
need to continue to pass along the 
information that really matters, that affects 
us and those around us, that documents 
the exploitation of others and the 
corruptions of the so-called systems we 
live in. It is up to us to pass along the 
truth that gets ignored.

1*11 miss the posters and flyers 
on the walls that have passed through a 
dozen houses, the clutter of essential oil 
bottles in the bathroom and the collage of 
outhouse photos on the wall. I’ll miss all 
the notes we left each other by the tele- 
phone, the anxious and exciting packing 
we did before festivals far away. Pll miss 
the music coming from Mary’s room, the 
balmy summer evenings spent on the fire 
escape with a beer and my journal. I’ll miss 
the huge 70’s record player we had to 
leave behind, and the broken, wood pan- 
eledTV used as an Appalachian,TV stand. 

I loved the fact that no one knew where 
my belongings began and hers ended. I 
loved the fact that we could never deny 
travelers or bands a place to crash whether 
it be a band from Norway or kids traveling 
by bike from Indiana. 


I have that optimistic mindset that 
would really only want to see the good that 
came from Vine but honestly the negative 
weighs heavy too. All of the little things 
added up and stitched to my emotions, like 
the memory of our insane redneck main- 
tenance man (and upstairs neighbor).This 
is a guy who slashed my mom’s tires, beat 
his dog, and wielded broad swords in the 
parking lot while yelling racial profanities. 
This man who had an obsession with my 
roommate and had paranoid delusions that 
she was fucking with the water while he 
showered (?!?!). A person who we never 
asked to fix our leaks or various other slum 
problems because we didn’t want him near 
us. And who completely annihilated Sab- 
bath and Alice Cooper songs while hav- 
ing band practice at 1 0 AM.

Something I saw a week ago while 
fucking around on the PE message board 
got me thinking about a lot of things, not 
just within the world of punk rock but 
within society as a whole. I must have 
spent an hour reading a thread on the 
board on violence, more specifically when 
it’s acceptable and when it isn’t. Of 
course, that’s not a decision that one 
person or even a group of people can 
make; I would guess that the decision as 
to whether or not to use violence as a 
means of getting a point across depends 
largely on whatever situation you’re in. 
What I do know is that there definitely are 
times when the “punks” or whatever forget 
that punk rock is a subculture within 
society itself, and therefore prone to the 
same pitfalls and other bullshit that can 
befall any sort of community or group. 

But what happens when violence 
manifests itself in your community, 
whether “punk” or otherwise? Do you just 
turn the other cheek in the hopes of 
avoiding confrontation? Or do you come 
steaming in at the first sign of trouble, 
ready to kick ass in the name of “being 
true?” I personally laugh whenever 
anyone tells me that punk is violent or 
dangerous-some of the people l’ve met 
through being in the punk/hardcore scene 
are folks I would trust my life to. But 
nonetheless, the bullshit still seeps in. I 
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think in particular of seeing 9 Shocks 
Terror play at the 2001 Havoc Fest. I think 
it was either the first or second song of 
their set when it was realized that some 
yahoo had decided to bring a bag of 
charcoal to the gig and take the 
opportunity to pelt unsuspecting fest- 
goers with briquettes. I think that kind of 
shit is so bent. I mean, I understand 
wanting to rock out and have a good time 
without making random people suffer. I 
can’t think of anyone who goes to a show 
with the purpose of getting a broken face. 

Ever since “thrashcore” got popular 
again, I have been to an unsettling 
amount of shows where people (well men, 
but l’ll get to that in a minute) are so 
desperate to be the hardest rocking one 
in the crowd and inadvertently become 
the ones that ruin it for everyone but 
themselves. I have definitely come to 
think that in our race to find the one band 
that sounds the most like 80’s Boston 
Youth Crew or whatever, we have 
unearthed one thing that I don’t think 
people in the hardcore scene really paid 
much attention to back then (don’t quote 
me on this, I was probably listening to 
W.A.S.P. at the time): the fact that punk/ 
hardcore has a very real potential to be 
just another fucking boys’ club, and quite 
frankly, the macho aspect of it all drives 
a lot of people away from its music and 
its message. 

I get shit occasionally for voicing my 
feelings on this. Sometimes I feel like 
l’m one of the dying few that still feels 
that punk should be for everyone, not just 
the toughest guys at the gig. I think in 
particular of seeing INEPSY and 
HELLBOUND on their recent tour and 
thinking that indeed you can have a 
raging show where everyone’s going hard 
and be free of the ridiculous harder-than- 
thou mentality. One of my favorite 
memories of 2003 was going fucking 
crazy to HELLBOUND, surrounded by 
kids jumping around in dumpstered 
Halloween costumes. Even people who 
were complete strangers before the show 
were suddenly arm in arm, pumping their 
fists in the air and yelling. I remember 
driving a whole carload of people back 
home with my neck hurting like fuck, but 
wishing that some of the people I know 
that have recently gotten into hardcore 
could have seen this particular show and 
could have sensed the community there 
as opposed to being stuck at a gig 
somewhere with random people just 
trying to beat the fuck out of each other. 
It is seeing shows like that that remind 
me that punk isn’t some goofy shit that I 
just stumbled across, and that I can be a 
part of it for as long as I want, no matter 
what anyone says. 

I don’t envision myself as any sort 
of “scene police” or anything to that effect. 
I’m just someone who enjoys the 
community aspect of punk and doesn’t 
want to see it get ruined by a bunch of 
fist-throwing, kick-boxing idiots. I don’t 


think PE has a huge readership amongst 
meathead hardcore boys, but I do think 
that we all need to keep in mind that the 
punk rock community is what we make it, 
and that the best way to “make punk a 
threat again” is to foster that sense of 
community as much as we can-even 
going outside our collection of punk rock 
friends. This notwithstanding, anyone 
who wants to hear my fantasy of slaying 
right-wing hardcore goons sporting a 
loincloth and a war hammer can drop me 
a line.

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I was lucky enough to quit smoking 
cigarettes back in 1 992 after four or five 
years of smoking. Thinking back, I simply 
woke up one day and decided that I didn’t 
want to be a cigarette smoker anymore, 
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and that was the end of it. I gave away 
my Drum tobacco stash and I walked away 
cold turkey. I don’t know what possessed 
me or how I managed to overcome any 
addiction I may have had, but I couldn’t 
be more grateful for my good fortune. 

Others around me haven’t been so 
lucky. I know a lot of people who love to 
smoke and they’ll light up anywhere and 
everywhere. All the shows I play and at- 
tend are filled with cigarettes.Then there’s 
the after parties. You can’t escape the 
smoke unless you venture off on your own, 
at the risk of seeming antisocial. 

It’s disgusting. Not just the stench, 
but the fact that almost everyone who 
smokes is a slave to a corporation. I prob- 
ably wouldn’t mind so much if smokers 
grew their own tobacco and rolled their 
own. But its not just the tobacco compa- 
nies who benefit from tobacco addiction, 
the medical industry and drug companies 
are making their fortunes, too. 

I remember the first time I ever 
smoked, I must have been eight or nine. I 
sneaked some of my father’s packs of Win- 
ston, while my buddies down the street 
stole some beer out of their father’s boat. 
We met up in the woods nearby and tried 
to light the cigarettes but didn’t succeed 
because we didn’t know how to inhale. We 
lit every cigarette in several packs but hast- 
ily threw them all down. We drank a few 
sips of beer, but at eight years old, beer 
tastes awful so we didn’t drink very much. 

Later that night, I could hear a lot of 
commotion outside. It sounded like it was 
coming from down the street in the woods. 
Pretty soon, there were phone calls and 
neighbors knocking on the door. My mom 
came in and confronted me. Apparently 
the woods had caught fire from the ciga- 
rettes we threw down, and all the neigh- 
bors had to rally with water hoses to put it 
out. Luckily it didn’t get out of control and 
burn up the neighborhood. 

I don’t know why we did that. I guess 
because we were only eight and really just 
imitating our fathers. And boy did my fa- 
ther smoke and drink. He started smok- 
ing in high school and he never quit. Ask 
him what he was doing at any particular 
moment in time, such as when he heard 
of the Kennedy assassination, he would 
say he was smoking. 

Nearly every photograph I have of 
my father and I, he is smoking. He was 
probably smoking at the very moment I 
was born. I associated smoking with him 
and can remember saving my allowance 
as a kid to buy a carton of cigarettes for 
my Dad’s birthday. I was just a boy and 
certainly didn’t know any better. He was 
definitely smoking when I was five and 
hospitalized for collapsed lung. The doc- 
tors told him I was allergic to smoke, and 
the second hand smoke along with addi- 
tional allergies, was causing my condition. 

He tried to quit a couple of times in 
his life. Once in the eighties, when I was 
twelve. He gave it his best shot, but boy 
was he irritable, and my how he gained 
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weight! I don’t remember him starting 
smoking again, I do remember him say- 
ing that he loved to smoke and wasn’t go- 
ing to stop. 

The other time my father quit smok- 
ing was about a year and a half ago, when 
doctors diagnosed him with throat cancer. 
Of course it was caused by his addiction. 
But even then, at that moment in time, he 
couldn’t quit smoking. It was the radiation 
treatments in the following months that 
made him quit. The radiation destroyed 
the wall of his throat. Smoke was literally 
painful to inhale, as was most foods. 

Chemotherapy and radiation had re- 
ally taken a toll on his health. He couldn’t 
eat despite hunger. It was simply too pain- 
ful to swallow. But after six months of treat- 
ment, doctors believed he was cancer free. 
Summer was upbeat and everyone really 
thought he had beaten the cancer. We 
were looking forward to the future. He and 
I even planned to start a family band with 
my brothers and I trading off instruments. 

At the end of the Summer, my band 
The Cooters played a festival down in 
Monticello, Mississippi called 
Montipaloosa. Monticello is a town of 
about seven or eight thousand and I bet 
you all of them were there at the festival. 
We got booked on the thing because one 
of the producers also owns a recording 
studio and is a big fan of our music. But 
really Montipaloosa is the redneck 
Woodstock and believe it or not we played 
on the main stage with Seven Mary Three, 
Dishwalla, and Bad Company. Yeah, it 
was a hoot! We had a great time making 
fun of all the other bands backstage and 
funny enough, there was a small contin- 
gent of Cooters fans. We even made 
some new ones. 

I returned home the next day ex- 
hausted to find a message on my answer- 
ing machine, “Newt, this is your Dad. Give 
me a call. I’m at home.” 

It was a chilling recording because I 
could tell something was wrong. I went to 
his house and he told me the news. The 
cancer had come back and the only hope 
was surgery to remove the cancerous 
cells. The procedure was risky and there 
was a chance that he might not survive 
the surgery because major arteries would 
have to be cut. 

Although I was already spending 
Sundays and holidays with him, I began 
to see him every night. We had a lot of 
conversations about politics, music, sports, 
food, family, even death. One night, I 
asked him if he wanted to watch the Presi- 
dent address the nation on the Iraq war. 
“Hell no!” Barked my Dad. “I don’t want to 
listen to that damn liar!” I laughed. 

The night before his surgery was in- 
credibly emotional. My Dad was not an 
emotional person throughout his life. He 
rarely told me he loved me in person. He 
just wasn’t that way. But that night, faced 
with the possibility of never seeing me 
again he not only told me he loved me, 
but he hugged me and cried. I, of course, 


did the same. 

The surgery left him with no control 
over his esophagus and he was on a feed- 
ing tube. I couldn’t believe how much his 
neck had swelled, and the wound went 
from his ear to his chest. He had come 
out of the surgery much better than ex- 
pected, though. The doctors didn’t have 
to cut his artery after all. 

His outlook was good. Once again 
the doctors thought they removed all the 
cancer. He was optimistic about recov- 
ery, too, despite the feeding tube. The 
doctors were going to install a prosthetic 
voice box and they even believed he would 
eventually regain control of his esophagus. 

I continued to spend a lot of time with 
him, even though at times he told me not 
to. I hadtobethere, though. Whenlgrew 
up in the seventies and eighties, my Dad 
was my hero. I wanted to be just like him. 
He was a renowned bass guitarist in the 
60s throughout north Mississippi. He even 
cut a single with Stax records, produced 
by Issac Hayes and David Porter. I still 
think that is cool! He was totally respon- 
sible for teaching me bass guitar and in- 
troducing me to politics and government. 

I owed him a lot. 

In November of 2003, the cancer 
came back again stronger than before.The 
surgery had not rid him of the disease. His 
throat, his lungs, his brain and spinal cord, 
even his heart had the cancer cells. It was 
so bad that he couldn’t even tell me. I 
came home one day from work to find my 
answering machine filled up with mes- 
sages from family members that my father 
was back in the hospital. 

I rushed to his hospital bed and was 
shocked to see a man I hardly recognized. 
It seemed as if he’d aged 20 years in only 
a few days. He looked so much like my 
grandfather it was scary. I had just seen 
him four days before, and he looked en- 
tirely different. 

“Where’s your brothers?” He asked 
in a barely audible, dry, scratchy tone. 
“They’ll be here in a minute, Dad.” I re- 
plied. Moments later they walked in and 
the doctors took us aside and told us the 
news. We all cried and tried to talk to him, 
but the man in the bed was no longer able 
to say very much. I couldn’t believe my 
father’s life was about to end. I was 
shocked. 

He lived another two weeks. I spent 
every day by his side. Thanksgiving was 
quiet and somber. He passed away two 
days later at five in the morning. 

Burying him was one of the tough- 
est things l’ve ever had to do. It was a 
closed casket funeral and I honored his 
memory by having the kind of funeral my 
dad wanted: simple and with as little reli- 
gion as possible. My Dad wasn’t a reli- 
gious man. When I was a teenager, he 
once told me that all organized religion was 
“complete bullshit.” We did hire a bag piper 
to play “Amazing Grace” at the gravesite, 
though. He was always real partial to that 
song on bagpipes, and was certainly 
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knowledgeable about our Scotch-lrish 
roots, so it seemed entirely appropriate. I 
was moved to tears. 

Some people may wonder why l’ve 
chosen to write so much about this time in 
my life. There are many reasons. I haven’t 
been enthused to write very much lately, 
and that’s a crappy feeling because I have 
enjoyed writing my column for Profane Ex- 
istence very much. Writing this all down 
today, some 49 days after his death seems 
therapeutic. 

Plus, I know there are a lot of people 
out there who smoke and I can only hope 
that the tragedy of my father’s life influ- 
ences a few of you to quit for good. The 
cancer set on so quick that it only took thir- 
teen months to kill him. He was 55 when 
they discovered it and he died three 
months after his 56th birthday. He never 
did regret smoking or at least he never said 
he did. He did mention one time that he 
wished he would have quit along time ago 
because the longer you smoke, the harder 
it is to quit. I will hate to see anyone else 
go through what my father went through. 

Another reason l’ve chosen to write 
about this is that I know many of you also 
have strained relationships with your par- 
ents. Although we’ve all spent a lot of time 
and energy rebelling against everything, 
in the end we really are more like our par- 
ents than we care to admit. Don’t wait until 
its too late to reconcile your differences. 
Life is short and the time we spend on this 
planet will be gone before you know it. 

I never did delete my Dad’s message 
off my answering machine, either. I kept it 
there for five months. It was a chilling re- 
minderof where we had been. Itwasthe 
last time, and one of the few times, he ever 
called me. The message was accidentally 
erased just today when a transformer blew 
outside my house and wiped the memory 
clean off my answering machine. Some- 
how, I feel better now, knowing he is at 
home, and finally not suffering anymore.

I was chatting with a female friend of 
mine recently and she was feeling a bit 
pissed off. She lives in the city and she 
walks a lot and she’s young.Thus she’s a 
target for a number of unwanted com- 
ments in regards to her body or clothes. It 
is possible to ignore it to a certain extent, 
but not everyone is at Gandhi’s level in 
their passive resistance to harassment. A 
few comments during a single walk to work 
can easily cause someone to snap. Thus 


not surprisingly, my friend has at times 
whirled around and verbally lashed out at 
the moron who made the comment. This 
can be a nice release of frustration, can 
be a sense of empowerment, and might 
even give the moron pause for thought the 
next time around. 

But sadly it can also instigate. The 
moron, whose pride has just taken a se- 
vere beating by a GIRL who had the nerve 
to give back the shit he’s just dished out 
to her, is now pissed off. Like far too many 
morons wasting space on this planet, he 
cannot tolerate a verbal ass-chewing and 
now wants to make that clear.

Will 
she start to feel hurt and resentful, objec- 
tified and powerless if she simply ignores 
it?

This is but one example where em- 
powerment should come into play, where 
the playing field should be level. And this 
is where a recent law in Minnesota (and 
already on the books in many other states) 
can work in one’s favor. And that is con- 
cealed carry. Now straight off, while the 
image of plugging some sexist ass in the 
“lower abdomen” with a piece of lead after 
he shouts “Yo, baby, show me some more 
o, that nice ass!” can be kinda nice, this is 
best left in the mind,s eye. If , after that com- 
ment, the woman tells the guy what a fuck- 
ing waste of DNA he is, and the guy de- 
cides to step up to getting physical....that’s 
when something like a handgun can be a 
nice thing to have. 

It is a topic of debate that is perhaps 
surpassed only by abortion in that it will 
guarantee a fiery argument in many 
circles. I do not wish to see people going 
around shooting each other for trivial mat- 
ters, I do not want to see innocent people 
caught in the crossfire. But I do not have a 
problem with ordinary citizens, who have 
taken extensive training and have passed 
various background checks, to carry a gun 
for self-defense. In the current paranoid 
post-9/11 environment here in the US I 
think it is an amazingly liberal act (though, 
oddly enough, generally supported by con- 
servatives and assailed by liberals). I do 
not think it paranoia to feel the desire to 
carry a gun any more than health insur- 
ance is paranoia of getting sick. Nor do I 
think that by carrying a person will sud- 
denly have nothing to fear, that is will cure 
all evil. It is merely a tool that may (hope- 
fully) never be needed. Like a fire extin- 
guisher in the house. However, unlike a 
fire extinguisher, in a situation in which you 
feel your life is in danger, merely brandish- 
ing a pistol will deter all but the most se- 
vere cases. 


Any time a bill comes forward that 
allows concealed carry, opponents imme- 
diately predict ‘Wild West’-style shoot-outs. 
In several states where the law has long 
been in effect, this simply has not hap- 
pened. They will also decry the fact that it 
will bring more guns onto the street.There 
have been no huge rushes for CCW per- 
mits, and additionally one must recognize 
the marked difference between a person 
trained and legally entitled to carry versus 
a felon carrying a gun illegally and who 
does not really care who gets in the way. 

If one even considers carrying a 
handgun (or for that matter ANY type of 
self-defense tool) it is CRITICAL that you 
know how to use it. You have to know how 
it functions, how to carry it, how to handle 
it, all in a safe manner. You have to prac- 
tice with it and you have to be comfortable 
with it. Guns have a stigma attached to 
them. Many people view them the way 
arachnophobes view tarantulas. Though 
they can be fun to shoot, in general guns 
are essentially designed to kill. They de- 
mand great respect and there is little room 
for error in mishandling a loaded firearm. 
But with knowledge and practice comes 
confidence. 

Concealed carry is not for everyone. 
What I want to stress is that it IS an option 
available to many, and if you are con- 
cerned about self-preservation regardless 
of whether you’re male or female, it should 
at least be considered. But also take into 
account the effort and responsibility that 
will be required to safely and effectively 
carry. The best defense is to avoid con- 
frontation in the first place, but this is not 
always possible. Whatever you do, make 
sure you come out on top.

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a week I would pound down some shots 
with my friends late at night. I would sneak 
out of my house, trunk it in my friends car, 
get wasted at some party or house show 
and leave only to wake up the next day 
with this incredible urge to puke. I’d wait 
until I got dropped off at school and then 
l’d purge. 

I’m so amazed I never got caught. 
Sometimes l’d take a chance and drink 
at school. I even smoked out at school a 
few times. It’s not like anyone ever paid 
any attention to us. So we did anything 
as long as it helped us not feel anything. 
If you went to the school I went to you’d 
understand. Escapism was the only op- 
tion for me and my friends. The freaks, 
nerds, wierdos and K-ROQers. You’d 
drop acid, smoke weed, get drunk, pop 
pills, cut yourself, starve yourself, fuck 
your brains out...whatever you had to do 
so you could laugh off all the things hap- 
pening around you that you have no con- 
trol over. So you wouldn’t slip up and 
show any signs of weakness. Because 
the moment you did you were sure to get 
fucked with. 

If the teacher left the class for even 
a second I was sure to get beat up. Socked 
in areas were the damage wasn’t visible. 
Slapped around the face for humiliations 
sake. I went to a school filled with a ton of 
little tough guys with close shaved heads, 
semi-cut bodies and an intention to prove 
theirtoughness. Going to school with little 
wannabe gangsters while being a punk! 
And by punk I mean what a punk was in 
Jr. High, someone that listens to Nirvana, 
Sublime or Marilyn Manson. Not only was 
being ”punk” an open invitation to getting 
fucked with but I had a scrawny build, my 
face was riddled with acne and I had a 
pretty messed up hairdo. 

I remember this one guy Casper.That 
was his nickname because he was a very 
light skinned guy yet he was Mexican. 
Someone was talking to me about him but 
I wanted to clear it up if that was the per- 
son he was referring to. So I asked him if 
he meant the white guy. Somehow it got 
back to Casper that I had called him white 
and he came up to me. “Hey motherfucker 
did you call me a fucking white 
boy!?!” he yelled. 

And my dumbass, out of fear, 
couldn’t think to lie to him. So I said ”Uh, 
yeah aren’t you?” I got stabbed by a pen- 
cil in my thigh area a few times. 

When I fell I got kicked around a bit 
and I heard him say in a matter of factly 
kind of way, “If you ever call me a white 
boy again l’m gonna kill you,” and he 
meant it. 

There was already a murder at my 
school that year and I definitely didn’t 
want to be the second one. What I heard 
was that the kid who got killed, an ac- 
quaintance of mine from a class, was in 
a gang. He unfortunately ventured into 
another gangs territory effectively seal- 
ing his own doom. They chased him 
down. The chase ended in our school PE 


field where after hopping the fence he 
was shot in the leg. He was then beaten, 
had his arms tied behind his back, and 
shot execution style right in the face.Then 
they strung him up on the basketball 
courts. 

There was definitely reason to be- 
lieve that if someone threatened your life 
they weren’t joking. Hell, l’ve gotten 
stabbed, sliced, beaten and humiliated 
more times than I can count. And the shit 
my friends went through was worse than 
anything that ever happened to me. 

My friend Eric and I used to play a 
game we called bloody quarters. It was a 
fairly simple game to play, you chucked the 
quarter at one another’s hands until the 
person couldn’t handle the pain anymore. 
Except we altered the game a bit from the 
original form. Eric would get pliers and tear 
into the quarters so that when we would 
fling them we would get stabbed by them. 
Eric invented this version of the game. He 
also used to carve things into himself. He 
would carve things like pentagrams, upside 
down crosses, words like pain, hate, or his 
favorite band Nine Inch Nails. 

He did this because not only did he 
have to endure the humiliation of his 
peers but also that of his dad. His dad 
was a very, very violent alcoholic. Every- 
day Eric would show up with new bruises 
and right along side them he’d have new 
carvings. But one day he just didn’t show 
up to school. His dad had been beating 
him so much that he finally snapped and 
took a knife to his throat. He didn’t kill him 
but he should have because right after 
he took the knife away his dad put him in 
a mental hospital. 

Krista was raped so many times she 
started doing drugs to forget. Instead she 
would just get raped even more when she 
was high. Kind of ironic. She’s a drug addict 
now. She’s still alive but she might as well not 
be because she’s always in a stupor. 

And David is completely unaware of 
what the hell is going on with his life. He 
lives the punk rock life of fucking and 
drugging in the streets of LA. He’s so 
burnt out on homemade acid I don,t even 
think he knows his own name. That’s 
pretty sad because he has a kid. At least 
that’s what I heard. I lost contact with 
them a while back as we all started going 
through our own personal shit. 

So with my friends deteriorating, my 
dad always riding my ass about my 
grades (“B’s and C’s can always be 
A’s!!!”), pressures of school, pressures of 
puberty, and assholes always punking 
me, how was I going to avoid drugs!?! 

By just saying no!!! Please (read 
sarcasm). 

Add to this my growing awareness 
of my own sexuality and you have a very 
volatile mix. Not only was liking girls and 
being fairly dorky a problem but now I had 
to hide the fact that I liked guys. I didn’t 
know what the hell my problem was so I 
decided to hide from my life in the closet 
if you will. Until high school came along, 


of which l’ve written in past columns. 

Speaking of past columns I should 
really finish off the last one. But I don’t 
feel like it right now. Instead I promise to 
tie up all the loose ends from other col- 
umns and talk about some of the projects 
l’m currently involved in. So until next 
time.

I 
saw a hatred of women that seemed to 
run so deep. Was the men's reaction to 
the porn common'/ I don't know. Did the 
group mentality take over and unleash 
something that boils just beneath the sur- 
face? I couldn't tell you. My experience has 
left me with more questions then answers. 
And if you think I was on a bus with a group 
of rednecks or jocks, think again...l was 
on a bus full of punks. And that fills me 
with a sadness that words in a cølumn 
couldn't even begin to describe.

This issue of PE represents an obvious 
and drastic format change for us. When 
publication of PE resumed in 2000 (after 
18 months inactivity) we looked for ways 
to get PE out as far and as wide as 
possible without the hassles of collecting 
money from hundreds of small 
distributors. The solution was a cheaper 
newspaper format with no cover price, 
funded entirely by advertising and 
donations. As additional issues went to 
press, funding did not keep pace with the 
increased demand for copies. Cash- 
strapped DIY labels had trouble paying 
for ads, which make less and less sense 
with the advent of the internet for 
advertising and distribution. Donations, to 
say the least, were few and far between. 

Seven free issues later, we were 
faced with shrinking space for content, as 
we received fewer and fewer ads each 
issue. While the last two issues were our 
largest circulation ever, they were also the 
smallest in terms of content. They were 
also financially disastrous in the fact that 
the ads received didn’t even begin to 
cover the thousands of dollars in postage 
needed to ship them out. In spite of 
several benefit shows and a 
blackmailesque donation drive on our 
web site (where I pulled the plug on the 
much loved message board for a day) we 
still had to come up with an enormous 
amount of cash out of our own pockets. 
Seeing as none of us has the financial 
resources to continue funding the 
magazine as such, nor do we enjoy 
begging for cash, we realized that we 
could no longer give them away for free. % 

From the very early days of this’ 


magazine, we have tried to keep a good 
balance between music and politics, as 
well as a balance of news reporting and 
in-depth theoretical / historical articles. 
Often we were not able to achieve this 
combination due to size limitations that 
our small or nonexistent cover price 
permitted. The balance of content would 
swing greatly from issue to issue, in the 
direction that the editors felt was most 
important at the time. During the later 
90’s, we began raising the cover price in 
order to expand our space for content. 
At the point of our “final issue” in 1998, 
the progression was really beginning to 
take hold, with each issue larger and 
more varied than before. 

The issues immediately following 
our hiatus (#38 and #39) were a valiant 
attempt to get the magazine going again, 
but completely lacked in any kind of 
cohesive direction that had been there 
previously. It wasn’t until after #40, when 
Maygun joined the editorial staff, that 
serious discussions took place on the 
future of this magazine. It was agreed that 
we wanted to get back to the hands-on 
type of practical anarchist politics PE had 
previously had, while maintaining it’s 
focus on punk rock as a counter-cultural 
social movement. We wanted to publish 
in-depth primer type articles while 
focusing on the cultural aspects as well. 

Still, we were bound by the shrinking 
format and space restrictions, so once 
again we had to pick and choose our 
focus for each issue carefully. Some 
issues focused heavily on the music while 
others were dominated by political 
articles. Completely lost in the shuffle was 
the news coverage that was formerly a 
prominent feature in the magazine. We 
were not completely happy with the end 
results of these past few issues, but felt 
they were the best we could produce with 
the limited financial resources we had. 
While we waited for money to come in to 
ship out the last two issues, we time to 
reflect on how to alleviate our problems. 
It doesn’t take a genius to realize we were 
attempting to do too much with too little 
money (therefore needed to make some). 

The reason for resisting a cover 
price was mostly due to the enormity of 
the task of collecting on small invoices 
from hundreds of small distros and stores. 
This had caused huge headaches in the 
past, which included countless wasted 
hours and money sending out payment 
reminders and statements to people who 
did not pay on time. There were also 
numerous people who simply did not pay 
their bills, which was greatly responsibly 
for our financial collapse in 1998. It was 
decided that if we were going to charge 
anything at all for a cover price, then it 
would have to be more worthwhile in 
terms of return. 

We also decided that we would no 
longer send any of the magazines out 
without either being paid in advance or 
by some sort of trade for stock we can 
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sell in the distro. In the past we would 
send out magazines, along with a bill, to 
just about anyone who asked. Most times 
we were paid in the long-run, but too often 
it was months and months late, if we 
received payment at all. This is not to say 
that DIY distros are necessarily bad or 
rip-off prone, but very few are responsible 
and financially stable enough to pay their 
bills on time. For an ongoing project with 
deadlines and up-front expenses like 
postage and printing, this system just 
doesn’t work. 

In the end, our decision was to 
transform the magazine to not only have a 
cover price, but something larger than ever 
before, and with a value that was 
comparable to projects produced by the Dl Y 
punk movement, which of course is our 
distribution network. This move was 
designed to give us a much more solid 
financial footing to continue publishing. 
After checking in with various printers for 
prices, we settled on this format with a $5 
cover price ($7 in this case due to the CD). 
For the time-being, we have set all of the 
subscription rates based on this as a 
guideline. 

Most importantly, the move to this 
format gives us an amount of usable we 
space had only dreamed about before. 
We are finally able to bring together most 
of the elements that have collectively 
made up PE magazine in the past. We 
are now able to cover both music and 


politics with a much more in-depth 
approach to both. Neither of the past two 
issues contained any band features, while 
this one has three. The Punx vs. Sexism 
primer is a continuation of our practical, 
hands-on approach to anarchist politics, 
which we plan to continue throughout 
future issues. We are also greatly pleased 
to have room for such cool new feature 
sections such as By Any MEDIUM 
Necessary, The INjustice System, 
Maygun’s Vegan Recipe Page(s) and the 
Featured Artist section. We also now have 
more space for other informative articles 
and news pieces, almost completely 
lacking in recent issues. 

We do realize that the new format 
does come at a price. Not only does such 
a massive project take much longer to. 
construct, but will undoubtedly take longer 
to distribute, and to far fewer places. The 
higher cover price (and huge expense of 
overseas postage) means that far fewer 
copies will make it to places outside of the 
first world economy. By trading for local DIY 
punk materials, we hope that PE will still 
be able to circulate worldwide and continue 
to be a global resource. Still, we are only 
printing 5000 copies of this issue, which is 
about 1/5 the demand of the last couple. 
We’re willing to accept a diminished 
circulation in the short term in favor of much 
improved content. We still plan to do benefit 
shows and other fund-raising activities to 
make sure PE is available for reading at 


infoshops worldwide and within prison 
walls. 

There is one obvious addition to this 
magazine that I have not covered here. It 
was while work on this issue progressed, 
that we came up with the idea of a 
compilation CD to celebrate the 15th 
anniversary of Profane Existence 
Records. The inclusion of the compilation 
CD is responsible for the higher cover 
price than we originally planned. We are 
seriously considering including a similar 
compilation with each issue from this 
point onward, although with new material 
from currently active bands and 
musicians. We’ve decided to wait and see 
what the reaction is to this issue before 
committing one way or another towards 
future compilations with the magazine. If 
you’d be willing to pay a little more for 
each issue with a CD, then drop us a line 
and tell us yes or no! 

With all that said, I sincerely hope 
you like the new issue and new format. 
While it consumed hundreds of hours of 
our lives to construct (all not financially 
compensated mind you), I think all who 
participated feel it was well worth it. I can 
also safely speak for the rest of the 
collective when I thank all of those who 
donated financially and/or participated 
and attended the various benefit shows 
over the past few months. Let’s now look 
together for many more years of MAKING 
PUNK ATHREAT AGAIN!

We too want to increase the level of 
political content in PE and we hope that 
this new format willgive us the space that 
such topics deserve. Past issues have 
been rather disapointing to us in the fact 
that they have been so much work to 
produce and distribute, but have had so 
little space for really in-depth articles. 

We would also like to produce / 
distribute more cassette tapes, because 
others have told us the same restrictions 
about receiving music in various states’ 
prisons. The unfortunate fact is that we 
are barely able to produce releases on a 
single format and tend to go with what’s 
cheapest. Tapes are far less popular than 
vinyl or CD’s in the U.S. and doing small 
numbers are more expensive per unit to 
make.

Two years 
ago the Babylon collective was just 
getting established, and since then, 
Gender Blur, The Hub, Matchbox Coffee 
Shop, RAMBL, Minneapolis Beer 
Revolution, Hip Hop Coop, Spokes Pizza, 
The Mala Studio, BAT Annex, RACCOON 
collectives all formed and havebeen 
working ever since.

When looking back at your old 
issues recently, I noticed articles about 
the then new Emma Center, and a full 
page on womyn’s health issues, as well 
as many other relevant, but non-music 
related topics. Again, l’m not trying to be 
down on the music, I just hope you would 
cover more of the scene.

[The following was sent in reply...] 

Hi Tom! 

Thanks for the letter! But it does beg 
the question of are we reading the same 
magazine? The last issue of PE doesn't 
even have any band interviews in it and 
the previous issues have but one or two! 
In PE #4 1 (Winter-Spring 2003) we did a 
two page spread on the Seward Cafe. 
The issue currently at the printers has a 
similarsize interview with members ofthe 
Arise! collective (and no band interviews 
incidentally). We are obviously not 
opposed to this kind of thing, but are more 
impaired by the small size of the 
magazine. Recent issues have had 16 
pages orless in which we have to cram a 
lot ofinfo, which means some ideas have 
to be bumped as urgent events unfold 
(like the Oil War 2). Our intention, since 
PEM1, has been to feature an interview 
with another local collective in each issue, 
but this has been delayed in the making 
due to the reasons already stated. 
Supporting local collectives has been a 
priority ofours eversince we began giving 
away PE for free in the Twin Cities (issue 
number nine) and have run interviews or 
features with/on local collectives and 
organizations ever since (Emma Center, 
TCAF, ARA, Bombshelter, Insurrecreation 
Center, etc. to name a few). About 20% 
ofour circulation is in fact around this area 
and we are willing to focus special 
attention on our local organizations. 

Now this brings me to the point that 
this cooperation is a two way street. As 
much as we would like to get to know the 
local collectives and organizations better, 
we only have as much info as we can 
gather on our own. We are also very busy 
people (running our own collective's day- 
to-day stuff is no small task) and have 
complications such as children, bands, 
jobs to deal with too. It would greatly aid 
the efforts to publicize local collectives if 
people came to us with information, 
instead ofleaving it up to us to track them 
down. Local organizations have been 
very bad about keeping us informed, so 
it's no surprise that local coverage is 
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diminished. We would be very happy to 
print small introductory explanation of 
various collectives as well as updates on 
various collective's projects and activities. 
We also plan to continue our feature- 
length pieces on local collectives as often 
as we can fit them in the pages. The 
current issue (at the printers) is only 16 
pages — so small due to lack of funds. We 
could go back to printing more pages if 
we also received more support. We have 
started doing benefit shows to help this, 
butads from otherlocal collectives would 
be nice too. We are willing to work with 
people and even barter for ad space. 

As for getting in touch with local 
collectives, we would very much like 
some help. We are hosting a Profane 
Existence benefit show / party at the 
Triple Rock on the 29th of this month. As 
part of this event we are inviting local 
collectives to participate, eitherbyselling 
merchandise (due to health code 
reasons, we can't invite people to sell 
food, but the Triple rock has promised a 
cheap vegan dinner) or by distributing info 
about theiractivities. Ifyou can pass this 
on, or help us get in touch with other 
collectives, that would be greatly 
appreciated. Ifyou do simply forward this 
message, I ask that people contact me 
about coming, so I have an idea of how 
many organizations will be represented. 
The Triple Rock isn't a huge space and I 
need to make sure we can find room for 
everyone. 

Finally, and this is my personal 
opinion, there seems to be a mutual 
prejudice between groups in the West 
Bank area and groups in the Uptown 
area. This isn't exactly new, having lived 
in both areas, but the division seems 
almost total these days and completely 
counterproductive. I know we've been 
lumped in with the Uptown punks for 
years, but I do very much support the 
entire anarchist / radical movement 
throughout the city. I live within 10 
minutes walk of the West Bank, but I am 
still treated like an outsider in many 
respects. This sort of isolationism is 
going to get us nowhere and all of us 
should work together to put an end to it.

I'm also glad you mention the 
Uptown/West Bank "feud" that's been 
hanging around for years. I'm all for 
working to resolve this together, but it'll 
be a tough thing to do.

Ironically, most of the collectives I had 
mentioned in the letter were associated 
with the West Bank in one form or 
another. What I think would be great is if 
Profane had an article, column, 
something, mentioning this mutual 
prejudice and calling for some unity, or at 
least mutual respect. Again, this will be 
a hard thing to make into reality. I'll try to 
come up with some ideas for bridging the 
gap, if you think of ways of doing this too 
it'd be great.

I've also lived in the West 
Bank area on and off many times over 
the past 15 years.

I used to hang out 
in Palmers and lately l've been treated 
like some kind of wierd interloper when I 
go there. I'm guessing you're from the 
West Bank side of things and l'd be 
interested to learn more from the "enemy" 
perspectivel! (that was a jokel).

Dear Dan, 

Mark Lindskoog here. I hope this 
letter finds you well. It may seem odd to 
you that I am writing at all, perhaps the 
urge was too great to ignore. I recently 
picked up PE and was curious about its 
content of late. I recall the “last” issue and 
was surprised to see it back in publication. 

I felt compelled to write because it seems 
our lives have criss-crossed along similar 
paths. I remember when you and your 
family attended some of my parents’ 
potlucks and I am also reminded of the 
first time I saw that you “went punk.” I 
think you came to our house in Edina with 


dyed hair. I must have been in Outcry at 
that time, too. Needless to say, punk rock 
has shaped many of my thoughts and 
concerns about the system in which we 
are unwillingly meant to be a part of and 
it has taken me a long time to actually 
wake up from my slumber. I believe I can 
attribute my change to turning off the 
television. I also attribute the wake-up call 
to punk, as I mentioned, and to the films 
of Godfrey Reggio, hit Qatsi trilogies, and 
other internal and external sources. 
Reggio’s films are quite potent and having 
seen Koyaanisqatsi in the 80s, I have 
been driven, albeit subconsciously at 
times, to see the nonsense that exists 
around us. I am also compelled to write 
because your piece in PE resonated with 
me. There is a lot of despair, but there is 
also a sense of change. I know it is not 
the monumental change that is exactly 
needed, but I have been talking to many 
people and they too are fed up with the 
illusions. I try to keep pulse of what is 
happening by looking at numerous 
sources of information and I find it 
incredible that people are beginning to 
express themselves despite the 
repressive nature of the media. It seems 
that the position of PE and its collective 
is different than what the “average” 
American is hoping for— a living wage, 
affordable healthcare, and a home — but 
it does not seem too far off. In other 
words, I concur with your column in that 
a decentralized movement of people 
working together is needed to change the 
climate of tyranny. 

An example of what needs to 
happen occured at the WTO protests in 
Seattle. I was not there but it is my 
understanding that there were, 
essentially, two protests - the union 
protest and the activist protest. The 
“authorities” intentionally isolated these 
two groups because the powers that are 
not-meant-to-be know that there is 
strength in numbers. Fortunately, to a 
greater or lesser degree, some of the 
union members witnessed the injustice 
that was inflicted upon the activists and 
joined them in protest. What does this 
mean? Solidarity across race, religion, 
creed, and belief systems is a necessary 
part of change in this country and 
elsewhere. I am sure you know that 
injustice inflicted upon one is an injustice 
inflicted to all and that all the ills of the 
world are interconnected in a maddening 
web of confusion, not unlike the labyrinth 
described in Kafka’s book, The Trial. I 
have gone through periods of guilt, 
depression, despair, or whatever other 
label you want to call it because this 
“thing” is all encompassing. I believe with 
solidarity we can and will rejuvenate one 
another during these difficult times. 
Equally worthwhile is the importance of 
building bonds with others who are 
oppressed. I firmly believe that there is 
much more in common between punks 
and working class Americans than any 


wealthy, corpulent, corrupt bastard in any 
one of the numerous multinationals on 
this planet. 

In response to your column I was 
actually delighted when I read about the 
“non-inherent” goodness of people in the 
Fall-Winter, 2003 PE. I just got off the 
phone with a friend in California who 
expressed similar sentiments and I feel 
that you two have highlighted an 
interesting phenomenon and it directly 
speaks to the fact that PE is back in 
production, however thin the pages 
appear to be. 

It seems that times of “doubt” occur 
in many facets of life and doubt about 
humanity while struggling against its 
prevelent unhealthy tenets would not be 
excluded. It is precisely because of the 
sense of doubt about humanity that 
people such as you are even involved in 
the struggle at all. If it were not for those 
feelings we would never recognize that a 
struggle exists. You mentioned that your 
parents might have helped instill in you 
an optimistic view of the world and its 
people. I do not know them extremely 
well, but I gather they did play a role in 
that and it was the better choice (versus 
not instilling optimism). Perhaps a sense 
of optimism for a better world is what 
propels people on the path for global 
change in the first place. Without 
sympathy, or whatever you want to call 
it, people would never care about 
anything or any body but themselves. 
Now, Dan, after working from the place 
in you called “sympathy” you are feeling 
the other side. And like, I may dare say, 
everything there is the other part of duality 
that needs expression. I have a sense 
that this is why when we age we become 
more bitter; we have used a lot of the 
“sympathy” energy early in life and now 
we expend energy from sympathy’s 
“darker” half. And it is the “saint” who 
maintains the sympathetic notions 
throughout a sustained struggle (I am 
thinking of Martin Luther King, Gandhi, 
etc.). Nonetheless, I think it is healthy for 
a passion to have “pissed off” feelings as 
well as “sympathetic” ones. 

So what does this all mean? 
Essentially, and simply put, sharing the 
fact that we all go through this feeling of 
despair is a component of solidarity. It 
happens in some degree to everyone who 
cares. The hope is that one can maintain 
some semblance of balance - bend too 
far towards despair and one bails out 
completely or lean too much towards 
sympathy one becomes fragile, so to 
speak. It is those of us who do feel both 
despair and optimism who act on the 
abuse of power that exists virtually 
everywhere and, amazingly, is done on 
the behalf of others - it is obligatory for a 
peaceful planet. I think it is important to 
remember, too, that justice, equality, 
freedom, and all other aspects of an 
^egalitarian society are derived from 
sympathetic notions towards fellow 
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human beings. It is during these difficult 
times that we must express ourselves by 
refusing to censor those essential 
feelings that seem alien to our being. 
Additionally, I am impressed with the 
longevity of Profane Existence in a world 
that is relentless towards the exploitation 
of the planet, its resources, and its 
people. It seems that PE had to be reborn, 
reincarnated, resurrected, or whatever 
the label seems appropriate. Kudos to 
you and the collective at large. Although 
I am not completely immersed in what PE 
is doing, I do recognize the commendable 
effort put forth to create a planet that is 
nurturing for all life. 

P.S. Dan, please say hello to your 
parents and your sister. My mother 
received a card from either your mom or 
dad. I just have to say that your parents 
have been an inspiration to her and, 
indirectly, to me. The first bike trip that 
my mom took with your father in the 
Canadian Rockies was a pivitol event. 
After that trip our family spent about eight 
summers in a row in the Rockies 
operating youth hostels for month-long 
stints. Those trips were a foundation for 
my travels and my desire to meet people 
from all over the world and all walks of 
life. Equally important, I have been 
influenced by our crazy biking parents to 
view the bicycle as a worthwhile mode of 
transporation and an excellent way to stay 
in shape.

What a fantastic letter! I remember 
well that day at your parent’s house so 
many, many years ago now. I believe I 
was 15 at the time and was drawn to 
punk, because it was the rebellious youth 
thing to do back in the 80’s. It was on that 
day that I was exposed to the side ofpunk 
that I had previously suspected was there, 
but was outside of what I had been 
exposed to. I had no real knowledge of 
the grassroots networking, “Do It 
Yourself” ethics, serious counter-cuiturat 
aspects ofpunk, oreven thatsuch a thing 
as “zines” existed. That was a turning 
point in my life, because I not only left 
that evening armed with a stack of flyers 
and stickers, but a thirst to find out more 
of what punk was all about. Less than two 
years later I started doing my own zines, 
which of course evolved into what has 
become a coUective called Profane 
Existence. 

Ofcourse I have to concur with your 
evaluation ofboth the sort of broad-based 
solidarity of movements required to fight 
inequality in the world as well as in the 
motivations and desires fueling the 
people who fight for such change. The 
system itself is so corrupt that it often 
erodes at the infallabilities of people’s 
most noble efforts to fight against it. 
Tuning out the system’s distractions (like 
turning off the television as you said) is 
just as important as recognizing one’s 
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own needs to struggle for change. I also 
appreciate, in my own life experiences, 
whatyou point out as a balance between 
sympathy and despair. I have at the 
darkest times found that my ability to 
recognize the need, or find the willpower, 
to effect change in the world has become 
completely hamstrung by embitterment. 
It’s at those times that Tve had to step 
back to rethink, reevaluate, seek out 
support, and recharge myself. It’s 
probably isolation that breeds this sort of 
despair and completely reinforces the 
need for solidarity amongst peoples. I 
know it’s part of the reason why I am back 
working on/at/with Profane Existence. 

As Tve grown older, I too have 
learned to appreciate the lessons and 
experiences Tve gained from knowing my 
parents, as you have from yours, too. I 
can see this in how I influence my own 
daughter’s life too. My dad just brought 
us both along on a cross-country skiing 
trip a few weeks back and it’s rekindled 
my enthusiasm for it. I do have to remind 
myself that Tm not a teenager anymore 
and stop bombing the downhill runs. 
Then again, if I break my leg I will have 
time to catch up on Kafka and Reggio!

Building a Scene in an

The one thing we ask 
is that the music they record is political and 
not apathetic, however not EVERY song has 
to be political.

Hi, 

My name is Vladimir Kozlov. I'm a 
punk musician, journalist and fiction writer 
from Moscow, Russia. The Russian politi- 
cal scene report in issue # 42 prompted me 
to write an opinion piece, which is at the 
bottom of this letter. I hope you'll read it and 
give it space on your pages if you think it 
deserves it. If not, I still won't be pissed off 
and l'll still be interested in contributing to 
PE. 

I'm writing this opinion piece in re- 
sponse to the Ex-USSR Political punk scene 
report by Sharapov, published in PE #42. 
While comprehensive and informative, the 
report, in my opinion, lacks insight and con- 
clusions, failing to answer a crucial ques- 
tion of how well Western punk politics fit into 
the post-Soviet punk scene. The issue of 
extrapolating Western punk philosophies to 
non-Western societies is important, as these 
concepts have been quite widely spread to 
former Eastern block countries and other 
parts of the world since the late 1 980s and 
early 1 990s. 

In Russia, as Sharapov more or less 
clearly states in his report, the current po- 


litical punk movement surged in the mid- 
1990s, as soon as Western anarcho-punk 
music and zines, including PE, were estab- 
lished among rather small punk-rock fan 
groups, primarily based in Moscow and St. 
Petersburg — the country's most developed 
cities, which contributed to better access to 
information, including the Internet etc. How- 
ever, this generation of anarcho-punk ac- 
tivists, including Sharapov himself, seems 
to totally overlook the events of a decade 
before, when Russia's first major political 
punk band, Grazhdanskaya Oborona (Civil 
Defense), came into being, preaching and 
practicing truly Western DIY punk behavior 
with a strong anti-authorities political edge, 
which got the band's leader, Yegor Letov, 
into trouble with the KGB in the Soviet 
Union's agony period. Later controversial 
political stances by Letov all but made him 
an untouchable within the anarcho-punk 
movement of the 1990s, although some 
activists, Sharapov including, admit 
Oborona's strong influence on a number of 
bands, such as Kazakhstan's Adaptation— 
arguably, the former Soviet Union's best 
punk band, Adaptation, which, incidentally, 
is not associated with anarcho-punk or any 
other political movements. 

Meanwhile, Russia's current political 
punk scene has failed to produce any band 
remotely comparable to Civil Defense in 
terms of its impact and ideological signifi- 
cance. The problem is — as it may also be 
in other non-Western societies trying to 
embrace the West's countercultural 
agenda — that most activists of the anarcho- 
punk scene simply copy Western punk phi- 
losophies, as if using Craig O'Hara's Phi- 
losophy of Punk Rock as a textbook, and 
putting little thought into the Western punk 
concepts. Some opponents of vegetarian- 
ism, veganism, pacifism, animal rights pro- 
tection and similar concepts may argue that 
these concepts are not inherent to punk rock 
at all and were adopted by the independent 
Western punk scene only in the late 1 980s, 
but this is beyond this piece's subject. More 
importantly, the adoption of ideologies tra- 
ditionally associated with punkto non-West- 
ern societies, particularly to Russia, is a dif- 
ficult process, and so far there has been 
little success in that direction. True, there 
are about three independent punk labels in 
Russia that regularly put out tapes by do- 
mestic and foreign punk artists, but the cir- 
culation rarely hits a 500-copy mark, often 
remaining at a mere 1 00 or 200. True, pro- 
paganda materials and zines are being dis- 
tributed, but, again, the circulation is small 
and copies rarely target people outside the 
political punk circle. Meanwhile, the general 
public is likely to either be repulsed by ideas 
like animal rights protection in a country 
where human rights are hardly protected or 
just stay totally indifferent to such ideas. 
Teenagers getting into punk rock here have 
many other things to be concerned about, 
and if they don't get answers to their ques- 
tions, they're most likely to turn into a crowd 
of idiots who show up at punk shows just to 
get pissed drunk and slam dance.There will 
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be this kind of punk audiences anyway, but 
the proportion could be lowered if punk ac- 
tivists start thinking about real people who 
may have something in common with punk 
rock, rather than care only about the purity 
of punk ideology. 

If political punk activists here want to 
have an impact at least on punk-orientated 
audiences— not mentioning general pub- 
lic — they will have to dramatically re-think 
their political agenda, "localizing" it as much 
as possible and getting it understandable 
to a regular teenager who's just getting into 
punk rock. At the same time, specific ideo- 
logical concepts that come along with punk 
rock should not obscure punk's general 
message, which is about always making 
your own decisions and not letting yourself 
be fooled by any political or ideological con- 
cepts.

Schandmaul Records from Berlin/ 
Germany is working on a Hardcore/Punk 
benefit compilation for the European 
Romani people. There are about 8,5 Mil- 
lion Roma living in Europe, usually referred 
to as "Gypsies" which is a big discrimina- 
tion. In many states they suffer from the 
same bad treatment like segregation in 
schools, high unemployment rate, poverty, 
bad living conditions and health care etc. 
Most of these problems are combined with 
a racist attitude of the majority population. 
In the last years after the end of the com- 
munist regimes in Eastern Europe condi- 
tions for the Roma became even worse. 
Thousands of them were forced to escape 
from the war in Kosovo where they were 
attacked by NATO bombs as well as by Al- 
banian and Serbian people. Right now 
many of them live as IDP (internally dis- 
placed persons) in bigger cities like 
Belgrade/Serbia in getto-like areas, often 
without any infrastructure like water, elec- 
tricity etc. Others who escaped to Western 
Europe are confronted with deportation 
back to Kosovo where nationalist and rac- 
ist attacks on Roma are still not unusual. 

Many Roma also had to flee from Ro- 
mania, Bulgaria, etc. where their houses 
were attacked and burnt by the local popu- 
lations who in several cases beat Roma to 
death in front of the eyes or even with sup- 
port of the police. But also in Western Eu- 
rope they are not safe from racist attacks 
and discrimination by the governments and 
the people. 

The booklet that will come with this 
compilation will give detailed information 
on the situation of the Roma to let more 
people get aware of it. 

Expect some heavy fucking Hard- 
core/Thrash/Crust bands on this one!

The Origins Off The Yuma Punk 
Scene (Small Town Noise Pt.1) 

Yuma, Arizona is a small, working 
class town. Community events cater, pre- 
dominately, to the elderly and conservative 
adults. Alot of the people in this town are 
very set in their ways and view anything 
different as a threat. 

Back in 1983, two high school friends 
decided that they should form a punk rock 
band together. Donn Vanak (vocalist; who 
would later join Kitty Badass, The Bombsite 
Boys, and Clusterfuck) and Phil (lead gui- 
tarist) recruited Jerry (on guitar), Opie on 
bass, and Jim on drums. Their music was 
similarto MDC and the Dead Kennedys.The 
band was called Vic Morrow's Head and they 
would be the first punk band ever te- be 
formed in Yuma, Arizona. 

Vic Morrow's Head's first show was 
in a "chickenshit" field. The band set up 
power generators and were ready to cre- 
ate some anarcho-punk terrorism until Jim 
admitted that he forgot his drum key and 
the fact that the power generators didn't 
work. So they moved the show to Phil's 
mom's house. Phil's mom was a pretty 
open-minded person so she allowed the 
show to occur there. The police arrived 
when they played a cover of "Holiday In 
Cambodia." Opie decided to harass the 
cops by trying to convince them to let him 
see their guns. That caused the cops to just 
leave. By the end of the show, Phil's mom's 
house was destroyed. But that house would 
be the first punk venue in Yuma. 

There are so many stories to tell 
about this band (after speaking with Phil 
and Donn). One of which would be when 
they opened up for the Circle Jerks at the 
Mason Jar (Phoenix) in '83. After the show, 
Opie took the van, leaving the rest of the 
band stranded in a motel, to be with his 
girlfriend in the cemetary. Opie arrived a 
few hours later and he and Phil got into an 
arguement on who should drive the van 
back to Yuma. Jim, to settle the arguement, 
decides to drive. He falls asleep at the 
wheel and wrecks half of the van leaving a 
nice sized hole in the gas tank. So they 
stop off in Gila Bend to get more gas and 
coffee. When they returned to Yuma, Jim 
had to pay $400.00 in damages to the van. 
Another tale would be when Jerry and Opie 
were handcuffed in the back of a squad 
car for "recreation use of a prescription 
medicine".
